SOCIETY   FOR   THE  ENCOURAGEMENT   OF   SERVANTS* 

TH  E  flight  and  impcrfeft  manner  of  aiking  and  of  giving  the  Charafler  of  Senrants  is 
acknowledged  to  be  a  public  grievance.  A  nniftaken  tendernefs  to  the  fervants  too 
often  1  ads  ihc  cjiver  of  a  charafter  into  a  grofs  impofition  upon  the  employer.  Tlioiigh 
judice  to  tlie  feivant  requii-es  a  full  recital  of  his  talents  and  good  qualities  $  juflice  to  tl^ 
employer  demands  an  explicit  declaration  of  £iults  and  dcfeds :  fupprelTion  oif  tlie  truth  is 
injuftice  to  oiie  party  or  lbs  other. 

Tlie  piu'pofe  of  this  letter  is  to  explain  to  the  puUick  what  ^re  the  \  iews  and  intentions  of 
a  Society  lately  eftablilhed  for  the  Encouragement  of  Servant^,  and  to  fubmit  to  confidenir 
tion  the  form  of  a  certificate  propofed  by  tlie  Committee  for  the  fervant's  char.if^er;  by 
which  means  they  hope  to  relievo  pneople  from  the  aWove  difficulty ;  to  confirm  the  good -will 
and  patronage  of  the  prefent  fubfcribei-s,  and  to  excite  the  atteotioo  of  thofe  who  are  not  yet 
acquainted  with  the  objedh  of  the  fociety. 

in  order  to  difliugoifh  the  deferving  fiom  the  unworthy  among  fervants,  it  is  propofed  to 
engage  fome  creMtabie  perfon  to  keep  an  office  under  the  infpe^on  of  the  fociety,  at  which 
liich  fervants  only  are  to  be  regiilered  as  obtain  certificates  of  their  merit  from  a  member. 

The  bafts  of  the  plan  is  <<  a  fettled  form  of  the  ceitificate  of  a  fervant's  character."  When 
any  member  of  the  fociety  has  occafion  to  hire  a  fervant,  he  ihall  reqniiv  the  one  who  o^ 
fers  Irmfelf  to  obtain  fi-om  the  laft  perfon  he  ferved  a  certificate  of  his  character,  filled  ufi 
'  agreeably  to  the  following  or  fuch  other  printed  fiorro  as  may  hereafter  be  fettled  by  the 
fociety  ;  which  whc<i  anfwered  will  be  the  certificate  of  the  fervant's  charaAer>  viz. 
*  1  do  hereby  certify  tliat  lived  with  me  in  the  Hatign  of 

**  for  the  term  of  years  and  rooachSy  during  which  time 

*^  condudt  was  fiKh  as  to  deferve  the  anfwers  given  : 

8.  Free  from  habits  of  fwearing  and  lade* 
cencies  ? 

9.  Free  from  abfence  without  leave,  and 
overpaying  when  fent  out  ? 

10.  Free  from  improf^er  coimeziops,  and 
unallowed  followers  ? 

1 1.  How  long  in  your  fervice  ? 

12.  Single,  or,  if  married,  what  family  ? 

13.  Generally  healthy  or  not?" 

In  anfwering  the  above  queries,  the  perfon  who  gives  the  charadler  of  the  fervant  is  re* 
cpiircd  to  do  no  more  tlian  write  againl\  each  article  the  word  jrri,  or  toUrabiy,  Jufficientlj,  or 
nui  yj  according  to  the  degree. 

If  any  perfon  iliould  enteitain  a  doubt  upon  any  of  the  above  queries,  or  feel  themfelves 
vnable  to  I'peak.  decifively  thereto,  it  will  be  fufficient  to  put  a  -f-  againft  that  article ;  whicti 
is  tu  be  confidercd  as  a  caution  on  tlie  part  of  the  perfon  who  gives  the  character,  and  not 
as  an  ;vccufation  of  the  fervant. 

Wlien  employers  cannot  fi^^eak  (as  it  may  often  happen)  from  knowledge  and  certainty  to 
paiticular  parts  of  a  fervant's  charadler,  they  may  either  ftrike  out  fuch  article,  or  fpeak 
npon  opinion  and  lielief  only. 

Tlie  certificate  is  lo  be  figned  by  a  member  of  the  fociety,  if  the  fervant  has  lived  with 
him,  or  counter -figned  hy  a  member  if  he  can  depend  on  the  candour  aod  veracity  of  the 
j^erfon  who  gives  the  certificate ;  fuch  certificate  to  entitle  fervants  to  be  regiftered  at  the 
office,  and  (if  poflible)  placed  in  fervice  without  any  expence  to  them. 
'  if  the  plan  is  approved  and  adopted,  it  is  propofed  to  open  a  fubfcription  for  raifmg  a  fund 
ibr  the  future  relief  of  fuch  deferving  and  approved  fervants  as  may  be  judged  worthy  ob« 
je^  of  the  charitable  alfiilaiKe  of  the  fociety.-— Long  and  approved  fervice  in  the  family  of 
a  fubfcriber,  or  of  two  or  more  fuc^ffively,.  is  to  entitle  a  fervant  to  relief,  according  to  the 
nature  uf  the  cafe,  and  the  Aate  of  the  fund ;  iS  by  ficknefs,  accidents,  or  infirmities  of  old 
age,  he  or  ihe  iliidl  become  unfit  for,  or  difabled  firom,  earning  his  or  her  liveiiliood. 

The  inflitution  of  this  fociety,  it  is  hoped,  will  fecure  comfort  and  fatisfadtion  to  em- 
ployers in  the  prof-ter  cc>ikIu61  of  good  domefticks.  Long  continuance  in  place,  a  gooil  name, 
and  fiuure  jirovifion,  are  the  benefits  which  fervants  may  expe^  from  the  faccef!>  of  this  plan. 
4— It  is  therefore  prclamed  that  all  good  fervants  will  pi  omote  it  as  far  as  the  fuccefs  of  it  maf 
depend  upon  them.

hit  it."   This  will  probably  remind  your 
readers,  Mr.  Uiban,  of  a  judicious  dif* 
tin£)ion  lately  made  at  a  public  tuanAll* 
nation,  bjr  a  tiuly  rtfpef^able  phy(iciaD| 
wlio  being  aiked  whether  he  would  noc 
confider  a  man,  whe  bad  performed  A 
wondeiful  number  of  cures,  in  a  certaiii 
diforder,   as  ikilfidj  replied,  that  if  he 
weic  a  fenfibic  man,  he  would  confidtc

La?e  founded  their  jprecenfions.  In  for- 
mei  times,  quack  faints  performnl  mi- 
racles ;  and,  in  our  days,  quack*doAprt 
vork  miraculous  cures.  If  a  perfoo  of 
Sender  ceadiog,  and  dubious  koowledge, 
pretends  to  perform  cures,  in  a  propor- 
tion unheard-of  in  the  annals  of  me- 
dicine, judified  by  tiie  experience  of  no 
|)ra6titioncrs,  condemned  by  the  regiAers 
of  every  public  hofpical.  in  Europe,  and 
^roundeu,  as  appears  on  clofcr  cx^imi- 
nationi  not  upon  accurate  entries  of  pa- 
tients received,  careful  dtfcriptions  of 
their  cafes,  and  memorandums  of  their 
iirmiuatioHf  the  only  folid  ground  to 
build  fuch  calculation  upon,  but  on  the 
Tague  and  precarious  fugge (lions  of  mere 
memory  }  fuch  a  peii'on,  Mr.  Url)an, 
may  impofe  upon  the  vulgar ;  and  an  at- 
tachment to  the  (ide  he  takes  in  politics, 
or  fome  other  adventitious  circumflance, 
may  (hicld  him  from  the  fcrutiny  of  the 
wiler  part  of  mankind  ;  biit  with  every 
judicious  phviician  he  will  incur  the 
iirongeft  fufpicion  of  quackery.  Such 
will  lofallibly  conje£l;ure,  either  that  the 
perfons  he  treated  were  not  really  af- 
fii£^ed  with  the  malady  in  quedion,  or 
Alfe  that  he  has  converted  tnt^miffions 
into  cures  \  and  they  will  expe6i  to  di(- 
cover  on  examination,  that  many  whom 
he  has  difinld'ed  as  cured  will  be  found 
ihut  up  again  in  ilicir  own  habitations, 
or  in  other  receptacles  o(  the  (ick.  Nor 
will  the  fafts  difappoint  thefe  fuppo- 
£tions. 

But  to  return  to  Boorde.  "  His  fe- 
cond  preface  is,  '*  A  Propheme  toChie- 
rurgions,"  fetting  forth  their  duties. 
The  third,  **  A  Preamble  to  Sicke  Men, 
and  to  thofe  that  be  wounded,"  is  quite 
a  theological  difcourfc,  in  which  the  tick 
perfon  is  dcfired  above  all  things  to 
**  fyxe  hys  heart  and  mynde  in  Chrides 
death  and  padion,  and  to  cal  to  Ms  re- 
membrance, what  peines,  what  adver- 
fitie,  and  what  penury  and  povertie 
ChriH  did  fufTer  for  us,"  becaufe  he  that 
can  do  this  **  (hall  mittigate  his  peines 
and  anguiOi,  be  it  never  fo  great. .  And 
therefore  let  every  (icke  perfon  Hick  as 
fall  to  Chrift  in  his  peines  and  ficknes, 
as  Chriit  did  l\ick  fall  to  the  crolle  for 
our  fins  and  rwdempfion.**  Next  he  (hews 
the  importance  ot  obferving  with  care 
fhe  diredions  of  the  phyftcian  or  fur- 
geon,  quoti'r^  St.  AuguAin's  remark, 
**  Seipfum  mterimit  qui  prascepta  medici 
obfervaie  non  vult.*'  He  is  guilty  of  fui- 
cide,  who  does  not  obferve  the  precepts 
^  his  pbyficiiD.     The  fourth  ii,  *•  The 


Preface  to  the  Readers  of  this  Booke/' 
explaining  the  nature  of  it ;  and  the  fifth 
ia,  <*  The  Apendex  to  all  the  premiiTes 
that  foloweth,**  a  phrafeolo^y  that  feems 
to  border  on  an  Iricifm.  The  dc(ign  of 
it  is  to  (hew,  that  medicine  is  ufeful  and 
hcceffary,  although  God  hath  fixed  the 
term  of  every  man's  life.  Here  he  at« 
tempts  to  reconcile  free-will  and  fixed 
decrees,  and  bewiider«  himfelf  in  the 
fame  difEcuIties,  that  all  mufl  do,' who 
will  not  adopt  the  fimple  idea,  that  the 
means  are  fixed  as  well  as  the  endy  that 
there  is  nothing  left  looft  or  ajioat  in  na- 
ture, which  is  under  the  continual  in- 
ifluence  and  dire6Vion  of  an  a£livc,  om- 
nipotent, and  perfcl^l  Governor. 

He  then  enters  upon  his  work,  which 
contains  fome  good  ob(ervations,  but 
many  ahfurdities,  of  which,  however, 
mofl  may  be  afcribed  to  his  age,  rather 
than  to  the  author.  The  extract  of  the 
1 51  chapter  given  by  your  correipondenr, 
relative  to  the  fr'vtr  lurden^  is  certainly 
a  curious  one.  In  t4ie  prefcnt  cafe  we 
may  account  for  it  from  Boordc's  peculiar 
genius,  which  was  very  much  inclined  to 
the  ludicrous ;  hut  ic  was  common 
enough  atiiooe  all  the  old  writers,  to. 
mix  ribaldry  with  ferious  matters.  Such 
mixtures,  however  prcpoflcrous  in  the 
eyes  of  the  refined  and  cultivated,  arc 
highly  agreeable  to  rude  eyes,  and  at  all 
times  to  the  illiterate.  Hence  the  comic 
feenes  which  occur  in  fome  of  Shak- 
fpeare's  dee|>eft  tragedies.  And  1  hare 
read  fomewhere  of  an  old  play,  recom- 
mended to  the  public  in  the  title-page, 
as  "  a  mod  doleful  tragedy,  full  ot  ex- 
cellent mirth." 

Dr.  Boorde  puMifhed  many  l>ooks  be- 
(ides  thi«.  He  often  refers  to  his  *'  In- 
trodu^ion  :ci  Knowlecige;"  and  he  was 
the  author  of  a  jeQ  book,  entitled  '*  The 
merry  Tales  of  che  mad  Men  ot  Go: ham." 

As  a  medical  writer,  1  do  not  think 
him  equa  to  his  c:>n:emporary.  Sir  Tho- 
mas  Elyot,  a  kariicd  and  excellent  per* 
fon,  who,  though  mit  bred  to  phyfic, 
ftiidied  ic  from  a  love  of  fcience  ;  and 
pub)i(hcd  a  valuable  little  book,  which  I 
nave  often  looked  in:o  with  plcafure, 
••  The  Cartel  of  Health."  of  which  ray 
•dition,  corre£led  and  enlarged,  is  lamo*

I  TROUBLE  you  with  a  calculus  aod 
corre6^  type  of  the  cnfuing  traniit  of 
Mercury  over  the  Sun,  which  happens 
\ipon  ThurWay  the  jtb  of  November, 
i?S9,  for  the  ufe  of  the  curious,  efpeci* 
aUy  as  there  has  not  hecn  any  thing  of 
the  kind  yctpub'iflied;  theretore  I  prc- 
fume  the  following  account  of  it  will  be 
\i\\-  aj^rceable  to  moft  of  your  readers, 
if  you  pleafe  to  give  it  a  pUce  in  your 
ufeful  Magazine. 

The  Planet  Mercurv,  on  the  5th  day 
of  I^'ovcmber,  in  the  afternoon,  will  pals 
over  ilie  lower  part  of  the  Sun's  dilk, 
from  Eaft  to  Weft,  in  tbe  form  gf  a- 
round  bl«ek  fpoc,  »r4  viable  (the  air 
bciag  clear)  to  all  places  where  ihe  Sun 
ts  upj  and  is  an  appearance  never  feen 
by  >i^ortal  eyes  before  the  year  1639  ;  but 
tnen^^as  the  dtameter  of  Mercury  is  hac 
fmalf,  fome  fort  of  telefcope  will  bo  ne- 
cefTjprfr  for  obfcrving  him  traveift  the 
Sun^  face,  uUng  a  aark  j»Ufs  between 
th::  teleiciape'  and  eye,  to  guard  it  from 
the  Siin*s  rays.  The  beginning  of  this 
tranlVc  will  cxtfnd  itfelf,  and  be  feen  to 
iheEaftwarcl,  a&  far  as  the  V^ettcrn  bor- 
deis  of  Pcrfia  and  Raffia,  and  as  far 
Isor:li  as  Finland  ao«l  Lapland  ;  and 
Southward  to  all  Africa,  and  the  iiland 
of  M4d.«gafcar ;  but,  (>efur<:  the  middle 
of  the  tranfit,  the  Sun  will  fct  with 
them,  the  continentof  Africa  and  part 
of  the  iflaod  of  Madagafcar  excepted.—- 
The  end  thereof  will  not  be  feen  in  Eu- 
rope, nor  Africa,  excepting  a  fmall  pare 
or  the  Weftern  coafl  of  th6  latter,  North 
of  the  equator.  The  fun  will  rife  loon 
after  the  middle  of  the  tranfit  at  Ota- 
heite,  one  of  the  Society  Iflands,  and 
before  Meicurv  gets  uff  his  dilk,  at  the 
Sandwich  and  Ftiendly  Iflands,  and  New 
Zealand  in  the  ^ou;h'Sc.as.  Moreover, 
this  tranf::  will  be  vifible,  fro:n  the  be- 
ginning CO  the  end,  at  the  Azores,  the 
Canary,  and  Cape  Verd  Iflands,  and  at 
the  iiland  of  bt.  Helena;  alfo  to  the 
whole  extent  of  the  continent  of  Ame- 
rica, viz.  from  Hudfon's  Straits,  thro' 
New  Britain,  Canada,  the  United  Statei

ceflitv  ofy  under  the  prefent  fyftem  of 
manners. 

Inftead  of  reprehenfion  or  declama- 
tioD,  ler  the  above  writer,  or  any  other, 
who  by  Abilities  or  influence  is  equal  to 
the  ta(k,  piopole,  and  procure  to  be 
cftauliihcd,  fome  mode  of  juA ice,  where- 
by fufiicient  redrefs  may  be  obtained 
for  foch  injuries  or  infults  as  every 
man  is  ruhje6l  to  receive,  and  for  which 
an  appeal  to  the  f'word,  however  pain- 
ful and  difagreeable  even  to  the  appel- 
lant, ik  thi>ught  the  only  practicable  re- 
fource.  That  our  prefent  laws,  how- 
ever admirable  and  complete  in  other 
refpeCIs*  arc  defe6tive  here,  no  one,  I 
prefume,  will  attempt  to  dcnv  ;  and  I 
do  further  prefume  to  think  (though  no 
one  reflects  with  greater  horror  on  de- 
pdmg  a  priv;ite  quarrel  in  this  manner 
than  myfelf),  that  it  will  oe  a  very 
.difficult  p>inr  indeed  to  adopt  any  re- 
medy that  will  not  be  productive  of 
greater  mconveniences  to  fociety  than 
the  difeafc.  For,  ler  me  a(k,  what  fa- 
tisfaCtion  do  our  la^vs  atford  for  the  nu- 
ineious  iiifults  and  indignities  which 
every  man  i&  liable  to  receive,  particu- 
larly in  public  places;  and  which  bru- 
tality, aided  by  peifbnai  ilrengih,  would, 
I  fear,  be  too  ready  to  offer,  were  it  not 
reftramed  and  K^'pt  in  awe  by  the  fear 
of  being  brought  to  ch^ftifemcnt  in  this 
perfonal  manner  ?  what  defence  have 
the  fair  and  more  helplcls  fex  to  truft 
to,  for  protection  againft  the  intuits 
which  cowardice  would  offer  to  them, 
but  the  courage  of  their  proteCtors  ? 

I  leave  to  tholie  uhofe  more  immedi- 
ate duty  it  is,  to  point  out  the  immoral 
tendency  of  the  praCtice  complained  of; 
and  conclude  with  exprelfing  my  hearty 
iviflies,  that  fuch  regulations  may  be 
eftabliflied  as  will  produce  an  effcftuai 
relief  on  all  piobable  cafes  of  complaint, 
and  render  etery  appeal  for  injuries,  to 
any  tribunal  except  the  laws  of  Our 
country,  unncceffary.

If  further  medical  afliftince  ibould  be 
requifite,  it  is  moft  earnefUy  implored. 
A  fearful,  though  perhaps  groundlcfs, 
apprehenfion  of  the  malady's  being  con-* 
tagious,  was  a  difcouragement  from  ^ 
going  to  the  poor  and  afiii£ted  family's 
dwelling  -^loufc.  T\^c  druggift  cha- 
ritab^y  and  chriftianly  obfcrvtdj,  that 
peopie  (hould  not  rafhly  furmife,  that 
the  affliction  was  a  judgement  upoa 
them,  or  that  they  were  greater  fin- 
ners,  bccaufc  they  were  greater  fuf- 
ferers  th^n  others.

AS  I  apprehend,  the  medal,  engraved 
in  PI.  If.  fig.  I.  of  the  Magazine 
for  December,  was  dcfigncd  to  com- 
memorate the  murder  of  WUliam  Prince  . 
of  Orange,  July  10,  1584,  by  Gerard, 
a  .Burgundian,  at  the  inlligation,  as 
many  Aiggefted,  of  the  King  of  Spain. 
Only  one  of  the  figures  feems  to  be  pre- 
fenting  a  pidel,  aod  that  was  the  in« 
(Irument,  charged  with  three  bullets, 
which  the  aflalhn  ufcd.  The  middle 
figure,  with  his  cap  in  his  left  band, 
app^rs  to  be  receiving,  with  the  other, 
from  the  prince,  a  paper,  probably  in« 
tended  to  reprefent  the  paflTpoit  for 
which  Gerard  was  underfiood  to  be 
waiting  at  the  gate  of  the  halt  of  the 
palace  at  Delft.  Thuanus  defcribcw  the 
villain  to  have  been  young,  low  in  ila* 
ture,  and  of  an  uncomely  vifigc  : 

"  Juvenis  brcvi  ilatui*a  et  illibcrali  facie." 
The  hittunnn's  relation  of  this  execrable 


deed  is  in  the  followincf  words  :

YOUR  infertingtbe  following  at  this 
time  may  not  be  unfeafunable,  as 
5t  may  tend  to  excite  the  attention  to  a 
fubjea  j»oc  much  ftudied  by  the  faculty, 
but  left  to  very  incompetent  judges, 
the  keepers  of  houfes  for  infane  perfons.

Taking 
antimonial  eiTcnce,  in  fmall  quantities, 
afterwards  is  neceffary  ;  and  perhaps  a 
repetition  of  the  vomit,  according  to 
the  urgency  of  the  fymptoms."  This 
may  be  eAeemed  a  ftrong  dofe  j  but  if 
it  be  confidered  that  in  thefc,  a$  in 
dropfical  cafes,  a  double  dofe  is  ne« 
ccfiary  to  produce  the  effcttj  and  in 
fuch  a  conftipation  of  the  body,  and 
want  of  irritation  in  the  Aomach,  the 
ufual  attendants  on  this  difeafe,  the 
d«iftf  is  not  too  great,  but  (bould  be  pro- 
portioned according  to  the  weak  or  ro« 
buft  ftatc  of  the  patient's  conllitution. 

It  has  been  long  the  falhion  of  fome 
to  give  a  ihocking  opinion  of  emetics, 
a  remedy  not  only  fafe,  but  ufeful  and 
necelTary  in  this  and  many  other  dif- 
ordcrs.  This  matrer  was  juftly  argued 
and  proved  by  Dr.  Monro  in'  an  ele- 
gant pamphlet,  an  Anfwcr  to  Dr.  B.it- 
tic,  1758,  j\  50,  Clark,  London.  «•  The 
evacu-tion  by  vomiting,"  favs  that  ex* 
pcrienccd  phyfician,  •*  is  infinitely  pre- 
ierabic  to  any  other,  if  iCj^atcd  ex. 
pcrience  is  to  be  depended  on  ;  jnd  I 
Ihould  be  very  forry  10  find  any  one 
frightened  from  the  ufe  of  fuch  an  tf« 
hcacious  remedy  by  its  being  called,  by 
fome,  a  ihocking  operation,  the  confc- 
quence  of  moibid  convullion  :  I  never 
law  or  heard  of  its  bad  etfe£ls  in  my 
pra£lice,  nor  can  I  fuppofc  any  mil- 
chief  to  happen  but  from  their  being 
i:njudiciouily  admini(fered. 

If  vomiting  were  fo  daneerous  as  the 
prcfent  pcrfunflory  inefleaual  praflicc 
of  fome  would  innnuate,  how  comes  it 
to  pafs  that  breeding  women  fliall  vo- 
mit every  morning  for  three  or  four 
months  $  frefli  water  Tailors  for  a  whole 
voyage  of  fome  months,  without  the 
Icall  injury  ?

BEFORE  we  proceed  to  examine  the  hiAorical  fa£lsy  recorded  in  the  Poetry  of 
the  ancient  B-irds,  a  few  fpecimcns  of  the  Triages  of  tbt  Ifiand  of  Britain  are 
here  fubmittrd  to  the  attention  of  the  reader,  uith  the  view  of  forming  in  hit 
mind  a  general  idea  of  the  whole  of  thole  Angular  compolitiods.  The  Druid» 
ieem  to  have  conceived  an  opinion,  that  the  number  Three  pofTcflfed  ibme  fu^ 
perior  powers,  and  applied  it,  in  confequeoce,  to  many  of  their  myiiical  purpofes. 
This  gave  it  a  ran6tion  fo  facred,  that  the  veneration  for  it  is  not  entirely  obli* 
terated,  at  this  day,  amongil  the  WcUh.  And  if  appears  very  probable,  that 
the  Druidicat  maxims  were,  without  exception,  delivered  in  tiniryihm  Triplets; 
the  model  of  which  is  preierved  by  the  earticr  bards,  that  ihews  them  happily 
adapted  to  affift  the  memory,  in  retaining  a  greater  variety  of.fubjefts. 

The  Triades  are  wrote  in  profe  :  and  the  principal  objc£l  obicrved  in  their  con* 
ftru6tion,  is  rhe  arrangement  of  three  fimilar  events,  characters,  or  fubjeCls  in 
cachTiiad,  that  were  deemed,  by  the  unanimous  concurrence  of  the  times,  as 
the  moH  remarkable  that  had  appeared  in  the  d;tfercnt  daflfes.  Thefe  are  fome 
oftI|e  mod  curious  remains  of  britifh  antiquity.  Sach  as  are  billorical  relate  to 
different  periods,  preceding  the  clofe  of  the  ieventh  century  \  and  are  about  one 
hundred  in  number;  and  to  diftinguilh  tliem  frrm  thoi'e  relative  to  other  fub* 
jects,  they  aie  emphatically  caikd,  .the  Titjdes  of  the  lUmd  of  Briuin.  Owiog 
to  the  wonderful  pliancy  and  apttieJTs  of  the  language  in  which  they  are  pre* 
fcrved,  in  forming  exprelfive  compounds,  the  following  tranflatiuns  are  only  an 
attempt  to  convey  the  bare  ideas,  leaving  their  original  ornaments,  for  want  of  » 
maUer's  hand,  to  Hiiue  but  in  their  native  brightnefs.  This  remark  is  meant  to 
be  Aill  more  applicable  when  we  come  to  examine  the  h^ftorical  poetry  \  and  the 
candid  reader  is  requeued,  not  ro  lofe  fight  of  it,  if  he  fliould  be  induced  to  de-> 
cide  on  the  mer.ts  of  thofc  venerable  produ£lions,  as  the  exa£t  meaning  of  the

to  the  full  cxcrcile  of  the  executive 
power,  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of 
the  Sovereign,  duiing  the  continuance 
of  fuch  incapacity,  as  in  cafe  of  bis  na- 
tural demife.   . 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  rofc 
in  fomc  heat  to  enforce  the  neceflity  of 
appointing  a  committee  to  controvert 
the  do£irine  which  the  Hon.  Gent,  had 
fo  contidently  advanced.  To  aifert  that 
the  Heir  Apparent,  in  cafe  of  the  inca- 
pacity of  the  Sovereign  from  ficknefs  or 
other  infirmity,  had  a  natural  and  indif- 
putable ctaini  to  the  excrcifc  of  the  exe^ 
cutive  power,  independent  •/  the  tnv^ 
Houfes  of  Farliameni,  was  little  lefs  thaa 
treafon  Againft  the  conftitution  of  the 
country  I  he  repeated,  than  treafon  I 
He  averred  ou  the  contrary,  from  the 
fuileft  invcfligntion,  from  the  moLl  ma- 
ture conlideration  he  was.  capable  of 
beftowing  on  any  fuhjc£t,  that,  in  cafe 
of  fu'-.h  incjprtCity,  the  Heir  Apparent 
had  no  a»ore  in^\vX.  \v\  \Vvt  txtt^xfe  r\\  ttvt 
executive  po>\tt  i.Vv;iu  ^tv>j  o\\\w  WVy\ni&.\ 
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and  that,  in  fuch  cafe,  it  belonged  a- 
Jooe  to  the  two  retraining  branches  of 
the  Legiflature,  in  behalf  of  the  people, 
to  make  fuch  provifion  for  i'upplving 
the  temporary  deficiency  as  they  might 
think  moft  proper  to  prcfcr^e  unim- 
paired the  interef^of  the  Sovereign,  and 
the  fafety  and  welfare  of  the  nation. 
The  neccifity  of  appointing  a  crtmmii- 
mittee  to  fearch  the  records,  and  afcer- 
tain  the  pra^ice  of  former  ages,  was 
Therefore  much  ftronger  now  than  it 
was  before,  as  by  that  alone  could  the 
point  at  ilTue  be  decided. 

Mr.  fex^  to  explain,  faid,  the  Right 
Hon.  Gent,   had   ufed  what,    to  him, 
were  equivocal  terms,  on  the  meaning 
and  application  of  which  depended  the 
whole   force   of  his   argument.      The 
Right  Hon.  Gent,  talked  of  Parliament 
and  the  Legiflature  as  fynonymous,  and 
had  made  him  fay  what  he  never  meant 
to  fay.     He  begged  leave  to  remind  the 
Houfe  that  this  was  not  a  Parliament. 
Other  Houfes  of  Lord«  and  Commons, 
who  had  met  on  occafions  lomcwhat  H* 
niilar  to  the  prefent,  had  been  contented 
with  the  name  of  a  Convention^  hut  had 
never  dared  to  call  themfelves  a  Parlia* 
inent.     He  was  very   ready  to  admit, 
chat  a  Parliament,  confiding  of  King, 
I^rds,  and  Commons,   legally  sHcm* 
bled,  might  make  what  laws  they  pit  af- 
ed  to  alter  the  conOitution  ;  but  he  de- 
nied that  the  two  Houfes,  without  the 
pre(ence  of  the  King  in  perfon,  or  by 
commifRon,  could  make  laws.    He  well 
knew,  that  if  he  were  to  maintain  they 
could,  or  that  Parliament  legally    af- 
lembled  could  not,  he  (hould  be  alike 
chargeable   with    conflruuVive    trcafon, 
and  liable  to  the  penalties  of  a  premu- 
mire.     Bur,  treafon  let  it  be  ca.Ld,  he 
would  again  alTert,  and  he   trulkd  he 
ihould  be  fupported  by  the  majority  of 
chat  Houfe  and  the  nation^  tliat  an  Heir 
Apparc%,  of  full  age  and  capacity,  had 
as  much  right  to  the  temporary  excrcife 
of  the  executive  power,  during  his  Ma- 
jefty's  incapacity  to  dilcharge  the  duties 
of  the  high  omce  wi:h  which  he  was 
inveftcd,  as  tothea£luai  and  permanent 
fucceifion  in  cafe  of  his  natural  demJ'e. 
Nothing,    he   faid,   was  more  certain,* 
than  that  the  crown  of  thefe  kingdoms 
was   hereditary,    not  eledivc;   and   it 
would  feem  flrange  indeed  that  the  fa- 
ther (hould  inherit  the  crown  by  fuc- 
ceifion, and  the  fon  hold  the  regency 
■by  tieBha,    If  the  Lords  and  Com- 
mon*  were  di/po/cd  to  take  advantage 
^ehcpubJ'CcaUmit  ,  and  let  a.ijt  the 


Heir  Apparent,  or  put  the  executive 
power  inro  his  hands  with  rclliii^ions 
and  limitations,  they  would  do  what 
tiicy  were  jiiliinable  in  ui»iii^  bv  no 
principle  of  the  coDllItution,  except  in 
cafes  of  ftrong  ncccihty,  which  at  pre- 
fent  did  not  exif^,  and  which  alone 
could  juftifv  an  illegtl  a*^.  They  would 
thereby  confound  the  different  funflions 
of  the  le^iflaiive  and  cxccurivc  powers, 
and  dcftroy  ihe  counierptiifc  of  the 
three  cH  ites,  by  making  one  dependent 
on  the  other  two. 

The  CtanccUor  of  the  Exrhrquer  rofe, 
not  to  debate,  but  ;o  be  cleurly  and 
pointediy  undcrftood.  What  he  had 
aliVrted  he  meant  to  maintain,  that,  in 
cjfe  of  any  interruption  in  the  executive 
power,  from  the  incapacity  of  the  So- 
vereign, the  Heir  Apparent  had  no 
more  claim  to  ihe  tempt)rary  cxercife  of 
ir  than  nnv  other  fdbje6>j  that  it  was 
the  undoubted  rij:;ht  of  the  Lords  and 
Commons  to  make  fuch  provilion  for 
the  due  difchargc  of  it,  as  might  Hp- 
peei  ir.ort  conducive  tc  the  inteieHs  of 
the  Sovereign  and  the  lafcty  of  the 
Srate.  Ht  did  net  mean  to  touch  at  ail 
on  the  queftion,  of  liow  far  it  might  be 
matter  of  diicrrfion  to  veil  the  cxercff'e 
of  that  power  in  the  Heir  Ap|)arcnt,  or 
uni'cr  what  limitatiunb,  if  In  veiled. 

Ivlr.  BurU  contented  hi:-n("tlf  with  rc- 
markuig  on  the  wjrit.th  with  which  the 
debate  had  been  cirricd  on,  and  with 
farcaftically  ripiytnc  to  an  alfertiun  or 
two  that  had  fallen  horn  the  Chancellor 
of  the  Exchequer  in  the  courle  of  it. 
Were  he  to  bec^nit  an  elfSioVy  he  fn  d, 
f«'ir  the  Regency,  as  undoubtedly  evciy 
iDtrnher  of  the  Houlc  wovild  be,  it  the 
duotrinc  he  h;^d  jull  heard  advanced 
was  to  be  cUabli(hcd,  he  fhould  give  his 
vote  in  favour  of  that  Prince,  whole  a- 
miable  dilpofition  was  one  of  his  many 
lecommendations ;  and  i  o:  t«>r  iii>  Com-  • 
petitor,  who  had  tlireauned  the  ^llert-

Were 
liieir  Lord fljips  prepared  to  follow  that 
'     example  ?     The  Lord  Prciidcnt  had  in- 
formtd  the  Houfe,  that  the  le^iflature 
was  maimed,  impotent,  and  incomplete  ; 
and,  by  the  a&  of  the  13th  of  Cha.  l\. 
the  Two   Houfes    are .  profcribed   from 
making  laws  of  themfelves,  without  the 
exprels  confent  of  the  King.     Was  not 
that  a  reafon  for  the  immediate  luccef- 
^on  of  a  Regent?     The  Two  Houfes 
could  not  make  a  turnpike  zt\ ;  and  will 
it  \yt  faid,  they  can  make  a  law  to  elt6t 
a  Regent  }     Jout   it  has  been  faid,  the 
Ilcir  Apparent  has  no  more  right  to  the 
Regency   than   any  other  fubje£l !     No 
more  right !     Was  it  not  as  much  high 
treafoo  to  compafs  or  imagine  the  death 
pf  the  Prince  of  Wales,  as  the  death  of 
the  King?    Was  it  high  treafon  to  com- 
pafs the  death  of  any  other  fubje£t  ? 
i)id  not  the  law  defcrihe  him  to  be  one 
and  the  fame  with  the  K'wg?  His  Lord- 
fiiip  Mdduced  many  other  powerful  ar** 
gumcats  to  fupport  of  the  right  gf  the 


Htir  Apparent  ;  and  concluded  with 
pledging  himfelf  to  maintain  as  a  law- 
yer, when  opportunity  offered  of  difcuf- 
(ing  the  fubje6t  with  better  preparation, 
by  a  fcries  of  inferences  fiom  commoo 
law,  from  the  fpirit  of  the  conflitution, 
and  from  analogy,  the  truth  of  the  doc- 
trine he  had  then  advanced. 

The  Loni  CbanCillor  left  the  woolfack 
to  exprefs  his  concern,  that,  in  the  pru- 
grefs  of  a  buiinefs  fo  folemn  and  iin* 
portant,  there  fhould  have  arifen  ^nf 
difference  of  opinion,  or  caufe  of  alter- 
cation, fo  as  to  diflurb  the  temper  of 
either  Houfc.  Had  the  fuhje£k  been  de- 
ferred till  the  ultimate  queftion  came  to 
be  debated,  there  would  not,  he  be- 
lieved, have  been  found  much  caufe  for 
difagrpement  on  either  (ide.  His  Lord- 
ihip declared,  that  all  that  he  had  yec 
heard  had  not  fati^Bed  his  mind ;  and 
therefore,  before  he  gave  his  opinion,  he 
wiflicd  to  have  the  full  advantage  of 
every  precedent  that  could  be  found,  that 
borp  any  fort  of  analogy  to  the  prtfent 
unfonunate  fuuaiion  of  the  country. 
With  regard  to  the  do£^r:ne  advanced 
by  the  noble  and  ]c:.rned  Lord  who  had 
juft  fat  down,  he  could  only  fay,  that  it 
was  perfe61Iv  new  to  him.  The  noble 
and  learned  Lord  had  remarked,  that,  ;n 
the  eye  of  the  law,  the  Prince  of  Wales 
aad  the  King  were  one  and  the  fame« 
VV'ou-d  their  Lordlbips  take  a  metapho- 
rical expfrilion.  and  force  a  literal  mean- 
ing upon  it '  The  Prince  of  Wales  waa 
moft  certainly  higlily  dlilingHiflicd  by 
his  birth,  his  rank,  and  his  dignities  ; 
but  it  ought  to  be  recollected,  ihat  he 
was  ncverihelefs  a  fuhjeCl.  His  Lord- 
ihip, after  (ome  other  (hrcwd  remarks 
on  wha:  had  been  faiJ,  declined  entering 
at  ail  into  the  grand  queflion,  which,  he 
thought,  ought  not  to  be  pre-occif|iied. 
It  was,  his  Lorddiip  faid,  beginning  at  . 
the  wrong  end,  difcuffing  the  cor.ciulioft 
before  they  had  fettled  the  premifes. 

Earl  Stankope  T0U9  in  (uppoit  of  the 
rights  of  Parliament.

Lord  Sydney  declared,  that,  in  his  opi- 
nion, no  perfon,  however  high  his 
birth,  or  didinguifked  his  rank,  had  any 
legal  right  to  9iTume  the  cxercife  of  the 
Koval  Authority,  during  the  incapacity 
of  his  Majefly,  as  a  matter  of  right; 
but  that  it  reded  folely  with  the  Lords 
and  CummpDS,  in  Parliament  alTcmbled, 
to  provide  for  the  deficiency  in  the  le* 
^iflature  during  the  continuance  of  fuch 
incapacity.  His  Lordlhip  thought  it  un- 
fair to  argue  from  a  particular  declara- 
tion, as  the  declaration  of  a  Right  Hon. 
fdcnd  of  his,  bccaufe  a  noble  and  learn- 
ed Lord  had  found  it  in  a  miferable 
pamphlet,  the  produce  of  a  venal  pen. 

Lord  Porchefitr  referred  their  l-.ord- 
Ibips  to  the  reign  of  Edward  IlL  when 
the  King's  Ton,  though  a  minor  (after- 
wards called  the  Black  Prince),  was  de- 
clared Rege'nt  by  his  father  during  his 
•bfence.  A  precedent  mere  analagout 
to  the  prefent  occafion,  he  believed,  their 
Lordlhips  would  not  be  able  to  produce. 
The  meafures  of  Miniders  had  a  myU 
lerious  appearance,  and  ibouLd  be  viewed 
ivith  an  exceeding  jealous  eye. 

Other  Lords  fpoke  on  the  occafion; 
but  thofe  who  were  for  moderation  were 
little  attended  to.

moved.  That  the  Houfe  do,  on  Tuefday 
next,  refolve  itfclf  into  the  faid  com* 
mitcee. 

Mr.  Fox  faid,  he  had  ever  difregarded 
the  mifrcpref'entations  of  news-papers 
and  pampniets  ;  but  he  had  now  to  com* 
plain  of  a  mifreprefentation  of  the  firft 
magnitude,  propagated  not  in  a  news- 
paper or  coftee-houfe  converfation,  but 
m  another  place,  by  perfons  of  great 
rank,  high  in  office,  and  of  the  greateik 
weight  in  this  country:  He  trufted  to 
the  recollection  of  the  Houfe  to  do  juf- 
tice  to  the  fentiments  which  he  then  de« 
livcrcd,  and  which  he  would  again  re* 
peat  as  his  private  opinion,  independent 
of,  and  unconne6led  with,  any  man,  or 
fet  of  men,  whatever.  Wh^it  he  theo 
faid  was,  that,  from  the  moment  Pailia« 
ment  was  formally  made  acquainted  with 
the  King's  incapacity,  a  right  attached  to 
the  P.  of  Wales  to  exercife  the  regal 
funflions  in  the  name  of  his  father.  At 
that  opnion  had  been  mifunderflood  and 
mifreprefented  elfcwhere,  he  Ihould  de« 
fine  to. the  Houfe  what  he  meant  by  the 
right  of  the  Prince.  Words  had  bees 
afcribcd  to  him,  which,  it  was  in  the  rel 
collection  of  the  Houfe,  he  had  never 
uttered.  He  knew  the  Prince  bad  no 
right  to  ajfume  the  exercife  of  the  royjd 
functions ;  but  it  was  his  decided  opt* 
nion,  that  the  Prince  had  a  fimilar  right 
to  thofe,  who,  having  a  certain  rights 
cannot  enjoy  it  till  it  is  adjudged  to  them 
by  the  proper  court.  Of  fuch  right  he 
held  the  Prince  polfelTed  ;  but  the  adju- 
dication of  that  right  was  in  Parliamei-kt. 
Adjudication  and  election  were  wholly 
ditferent:  that  Houfe  could  not  ele6t» 
but  they  could  adjudicate;  as  in  contro- 
verted elections,  the  committee  fat  ai 
judges,  not  as  electors.  On  the  fame 
fooimg  the  right  of  the  Prince  of  Wales 
refled,  who,  he  conceived,  had  a  clear 
and  indifpuuble  right  to  the  Regency^ 
but  could  not  fit  in  Parliament  tiU  both 
Houfcs  had  given  judgement. 

^bt  Cbancellor  of  the  Excbiquir  had 
no  objedion  to  the  Right  Hon.  Gentle- 
man's explaining  himlelf  ;  but  doubted 
whether,  by  that  explanation,  the  righp 
of  the  Prinrce  was  luily  renounced;  as 
by  the  latter  part  of  the  explanation  it 
feems  to  be  implied,  that,  if  the  Two 
Houfes  had  not  been  fitting,  the  Prince 
would  have  had  a  right  to  alfume  ihe 
powers  o£  (ovetti^ta'j  uW.  vVvt>j  \i4iik  %V- 
leiabkd.     £\ii  tW  Va  ^<&uv&^.

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Knee  could  in  no  circumdaDce  have  af* 
famed  the  forcreignty  as  matter  of  right. 
Had  DO  Parliament  been  (itting,  the  rank 
of  his  Royal  Highnefs  would  have  had 
great  weight  in  calling  the  members  of 
both  Houfes  together ;  but  the  members 
fo  aOTcmbled  would  have  httn  to  all  in- 
tents and  purpofes  a  convention.  They 
could  not  have  adjudged.  Such  an  opi* 
BIOD  he  held  to  be  highly  dangerous,  and 
involving  a  quedion,  which,  till  it  is 
'deddedy  the  Houfc  could  not  exercife 
dieir  free  deliberative  judgement,  nor 
proceed  a  (ingle  (lep.  Tliere  might  be 
ai£fereooes  of  opinion,  whether  any  Re- 
gency was  necclTary  as  yet ;  and  ditfe* 
fence  of  opinion  ir.ight  arifc,  if  necelTa- 
TJ9  what  were  the  powers  requifite  to  be 
granted  to  the  Regent;  but  nothing 
could  be  determined  till  the  matter  of 
light  ihould  be  difcuded.  By  faying  fo 
much,  he  had  put  the  Houfe  in  poifcf* 
fioo  of  what  was  intended :  he  wiflied 
nothing  to  be  concealed,  and  he  would 
BOW  openly  declare,  that,  how  much 
ibever  he  was  again  ft  the  aiTertiorr  of 
right,  it  was  his  opinion,  that,  whatever 
portion  of  the  Royal  Authority  was  dt- 
iegated,  it  fhovild  be  in  trult  to  one  per- 
fon,  and  that  perfon  the  Prince  of  Wales, 
He  was  Ukewife  free  to  declare  his  ooi* 
nioo,  that  his  Royal  Highnefs,  fo  in* 
veiled,  ought  to  he  unfettered  with  any 
pemaoent  council,  and  ought  to  enjoy 
the  full  right  of  choofing  his  own  ler- 
vants;  that  every  power  ought  to  be 
given  that  was  neccHaiy  to  add  vigour 
to  the  meafures  of  ftare;  and  tiut  every 
power  ought  to  be  with- held  that  tended 
only  to  embarrafTment  and  debate.  Af- 
ter a  variety  of  fubordinate  confide  ra- 
tions, lie  concluded  with  referring  to  the 
words  of  the  motion,  That  the  Houfe, 
&c. 

Mr.  Fox  rofe  again.  He  agreed  with 
the  Right  Hon.  Gent,  that  the  members 
fo  alTembled  could  only  have  been  con- 
fidered  as  a  C»ttUintion ;  and  he  agreed 
with  him  likewife,  that,  whatever  por- 
tion of  power  the  Regent  was  to  be  in - 
veiled  with,  it  mud  be  in  trufl ;  but 
on  the  firft  (lep  to  be  taken,  he  differed : 
that  (lep,  in  his  opinion,  ouglit  to  be,  to 
consider  whether  they  could  proceed  at 
all  without  a  Regent.  He  did  not  throw 
this  intimation  out  to  create  a  debate,  but 
merely  to  follow  the  Right  Hon.  Gen- 
tictnan  in  openly  declaring  his  opinion. 
He  concluded  with  thankmg  the  Right 
Hon.  Gent,  for  his  candour.

8.  As  to  the  fuppofed  confuHon  in 
th*;  account  of  the  difcovery  of  the 
Marble  at  Paros,  or  at  Smyrna,  it  is  eafy 
to  fee,  from  the  original  account,  that  it 
was  dug  up  at  paros,  and  hrouf^ht 
thence  to  Smyrna.  The  proof  of  their 
Parian  origin  or  authority  is  no  more 
to  be  reded  on  the  mention  of  a  Parian 
aribon,  than  that  of  their  beint»  Athi' 
nian,  or  intended  for  Athens,  from  the 
univtrfal  recital  of  the  Archons  of  that 
city.  Peirefc's  expence,  which,  in  mo- 
dern money,  would  npt  be  quite  40 
guineas,  was  <»n  the  whole  200  marbles; 
and,  as  Mr.  H.  well  obfejvcs,  not  the 
piice  of  forging  rhc  Smyrnean  league 
alone.  It  may  further  be  doubted  whe- 
ther the  money  was  remitted  to  Sai.ilon 
to  pay  the  diggers  or  the  owners.

tedc'd  as  they  were.  Though,  there- 
forc»  the  literary  world  has  been  fre- 
quentlv  impofcd  upon  by  fpurious  books 
and  inicripiions,  there  is  nothing  to  be 
found  in  the  whole  hiftory  of  impof- 
tures  that  bears  the  leaft  refcmhiance, 
in  point  of  learning,  labour,  and  ex- 
pence,  to  tl'.e  Parian  Chronicle.  Few 
men,  fince  the  revival  of  learning,  have 
been  capable  of  executing  fuch  a  literary 
monament, 

Mr.  H.  having  thus  eftabliflicd  the

(idered  as  a  chief  caufe  of  this  elegant 
little  work  being  neglected.  A  TaiUr 
may  fpcak  of  every  thing;  a  SpeSaiPt 
may  fee  every  thing  5  while  a  Lover  it 
pccupicd  with  one  objef^.  To  guard 
againd  this  remark,  the  author  has 
juftly  obferved  that  Love  is  an  univerial 
palhon,  and  embraces  all  chara^ers. 

A  fenlible  preface,  by  the  editor^  ex- 
plains the  conne£lion  between  Ti6/  lot" 
Itr,  SpWatpr,  and  Loven  Steele,  who 
had  a  moft  delicate  and  fufceptible 
mind,  was  fond  of  delineating  his  pwa 
feelings  of  the  paiCon  of  love,  under  an 
aiTumed  chara6^er.  Hence  the  Cvnthio 
of  7bt  Tatier,  the  Sir  Roger  de  (iover- 
Icy  of  Tbe  Spe3ator,  and  the  Mr.  Myr- 
tle, or  Tbe  Loner, 

The  purpofe  of  the  WQrk  is  declared 
in  the  firft  number? 

"  All  you,  therefore,  who  are  in  the  dawn 
of  life,  as  to  converfation  with  a  bithlefsand 
artful  world,  attend  to  one  who  has  paffed 
through  almofl  all  the  mazes  of  it^  and  is  fa- 
miliarly acquainted  with  whatever  can  Isefall 
you  in  the  purfuit  of  love :  if  you  dili^ntly 
obferve  mc,  1  will  teach  you  to  avoid  tho 
temptations  of  lawlefs  defire,  which  leads  to 
ihame  and  forrow,  and  carry  you  into -the 
paths  of  love,  wliich  will  a)ndu6l  you  to  ho- 
nour and  happinefs.  This  padion  is  tho 
fource  of  our  being ;  and,  as  it  is  fo,  it  is  alfo 
the  fopport  of  it;  for  all  the  adventvires 
which  they  meet  with,  who  fwervc  from 
love,  carry  them  fo  far  out  of  the  way  of 
their  true  being;  which  cannot  pleafuigly 
pafs  on  when  it  has  deviated  from  the  rules 
of  honourable  pitlhon.

"  My  alViftanrs  in  th.s  work  are  perfons 
whofe  condu<^\  of  life  has  turned  upon  the 
incidents  which  have  occurred  to  them  from 
this  agreeable  or  lamentable  p^lTioo,  as  they 
refpcdtively  ai  e  apt  to  call  it,  from  the  ira- 
prcliiou  it  I'.as  left  upon  their  imagmati^ns, 
and  ^which  rmiv^cs  ijci  22ii  \Jbfc\x  n(\^i^  vdA. 
adlioQS." 
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The  Lovek  confifts  of  forty 
cumbers,  moil  of  which  are  replete 
with  elegance  and  ingenuicy,  and  di- 
TerHficd  with  Anions  and  rales  moft 
agreeably  told.  The  fuppofed  letter  in 
N°  VI,  rrom  one  of  the  Sabine  ladies, 
after  the  rape  by  the  Romans,  is  one 
example  4  as  the  dreadful  tale  in  N<* 
IX  is  another.  The  paper  N^*  X,  fup- 
pofed to  be  written  by  Addifon,  on  the 
afifcQion  of  the  ladies  for  china,  has  all 
the  wMi aiqui  facitum  of  that  charming 
writer.  The  fatire  upon  Harlcy  Earl 
of  Oxford,  under  the  name  of  Sir  An* 
thony  Crabtree,  in  No*  XI,  XIV,  &c. 
is  very  fevere,  and  feems  rather  out  of 
cbara^er  in  a  publication  of  this  kind. 
But  the  ridicule  upon  the  Earl's  library, 
which  did,  and  does  honour  to  this 
country,  is  foolilb,  and  (hews  that  party- 
fpirit  firikes  even  ftrong  minds  blind, 
with  regard  t«  the  merits  and  demerits 
of  opponents.  What  can  be  more  keen 
than  the  following  ftroke  ?  '*  His  man- 
*«  ner  is  rery  droll;  he  is  very  aflfable,

WE  are  happy  to  have  it  in  our 
power  to  announce  the  re- publication 
of  Dr.  Sydenham's  Works,  a  perform- 
ance which  has  been  fo  long  wanted ; 
for,  as  the  prefent  commentator  fays, 
''  they  have  palTed  the  ordeal  trial,  and 
''  (lood  unihaken  the  tell  of  time,  not- 
**  withftanding  the  various  doctrines 
''  which  have  crowded  into  the  medical 
*'  fchools,  and  dropped  into  oblivion, 
'<  Hnce  their  fird  publication."  But  as, 
/ince  hit  day,  there  have  been  many 
coofidcrablc  improvements,  and  medical 
adepts  have  been  fond  of  forming  gene^ 
ral  ()(lems,  for  the  more  certain  attain- 
jj)ii»f  of  pcrfe^  knowledge  in  this  fci" 
cocc,  it  has  been  thought  pr€jp{:r  ^to 
MdjjHchcm  loi'uch  /^acms  da  aie  moil 


univerfally  received;  and  to  adfl  fuch 
recent  difcoverics  as  to  bring  ttie  art  in- 
to a  more  Cmple  point  of  vew,  and  ren- 
der the  modes  of  curing  diffafes  intelli* 
gible  and  rational.  For  in  this  publica- 
tion before  us  we  have  not  only  the  de« 
fcriptions  of  Sydenham  pra£licaily  con« 
fidered,  which  are  cHetmed  ''  the  un- 
"  rivalled  delineations  of  Nature,*'  bur 
difeafes  placed  under  their  proper  claHes, 
orders,  and  genera,  and  an  enumerapoA 
of  their  puthognomic  fymptoms'^  hf 
which  means  they  are  capable  of  being 
diftinguiflied  from  each  other :  and  tlie 
diffeient  authors  pointed  out  who  have 
written  on  each  fubje6l,  by  c^Hifulting 
the  nofological  writers  from  whom  tliefe 
fpecifications  are  taken;  from  whence  « 
path  is  difcovered  for  comparing  o^ii- 
nions  mod  approved,  and  adopting  fuch 
modes  as  appear  moll  confonanr  to  found 
reafoning,  and  have  been  mod  fucccfs- 
ful.  But  notwithdanding  the  D(>£lor 
pays  the  greated  deference  to  the  cha- 
ra6lers  of  men  highly  and  merttoriouny 
held  in  the  drd  reputation  in  the  medi- 
cal world,  he  dill,  wherever  they  .ap- 
pear in  their  opinions  not  perfe6tly 
clear,  or  where  he  differs  from  thein 
has  not  paid  any  flaviUi  obedience  to 
their  documents,  but  ha^  (Iicwn  why  he 
deviates  from  them,  and  advanced  his 
own  notions  in  oppodtion,  leaving  hit 
readers  to  determine  on  the  validity  of 
his  propodtions  and  force  of  argument. 
Amongd  feveral  others,  he  has  fupplied 
two  or  three  very  dn^ular  in(^ances  ia 
his  idea  of  difnafc,  nature,  and  the  me- 
thod of  treatment  of  fomc  hemorrhages 
which  happen  after  parturition,  and  al- 
mod  always  hitherto  have  proved  fatal; 
all  wtiicl)  arc  new,  and  fcem  to  carry 
convi<^.Uon  along  with  them.  In  pi  oof, 
wc  ihall  here  give  what  he  his  advanced. 
After  reciting  the  opinions  of  Hippo- 
crates, Bociliaave,  Van  Swiiten,  Van 
Utlmonr,  and  Mead,  on  iheir  dcdni- 
tionsof  Nature,  which  he  proves  inade- 
quate to  comprehend  all  that  is  meant 
by  that  term,  he  fays,  that  **  Nature, 
**  univei Tally  conddcred,  is  an  agent  of 
''  Divine  Providence,  endowed  with  li« 
**  mited  powers,  which  fhe  excrcifes 
**  for  the  forniation  of  bodies,  and  other 
**  particular  purpolcs,  in  order  to  pro- 
**  mote  the  ends  for  which  they  were 
**  ordained;  that  die  cannot  tranfgrefs 
'*  thofe  bounds;  that  in  hcrfcif  die  is 
".ever  perfect *,  and  wtvtw  ^i\>j  '\rc\^\* 
*'  fc£lions  happen  \u  V)o<!L\e%,  \tv  vVvt  ^'cvv- 
"  inal,  vcgeiaV>\c»  01  wwnctAWJwv^^otiv^^ 
**  they  arc  owing  lo  luvsic  c\\c\3^tckv\^tw<^«;% 
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*^  in  which  thofe  bodies  arc  placed,  or 
*'  with  wldch  th«(V  are  (onnc£led,  and

<<  plied  to  the  human  macliiuc,  we  would 
•*  fay,\hat  Nature  is  the  p«»wers  inherent 
**  in  the  fyftem,  put  into,  and  continued 
**  in  a6lion  by  the  force  of  the  living  or 
<<  vital  principle  j  and  when  difeafe  oc- 
"  cuis,4t  is  owing  to  fome  circumftanccs 
*«  happening  to  the  folids  or  fluids  of  the 
«*  human  machine,  or  to  fome  (ituation 
•*  into  which   they   are   thrown,   fiom 
•*  whence  they, cannot  properly  excrcife 
"thofe  powers,  or  feel  the  impulfcs  of 
<<  the  vital  principle,  and  not  to  any  de- 
**  fe€k  or  imperfeflion  in  thofe  powers 
•«  9r  prtncipleK."     All  which  he  eluci- 
datirs  by  dating  a  cafe. — When  fpeak- 
ing  of  difcafe  in  general,  he  afferts,  that 
•*  it  is  a  preter  or  fuper-natural  aife£kioii 
•*  of  fome  part  or  p^rts,  or  the  whole  of 
••  the  machine,  by  which  the  fyftem  i« 
•*  injured  or  d.fturbcd  ;  or  the  a£lion  of 
«*  a  part  impeded,  perverted,  or  dcftroy- 
••'  ed,  attended  with  peculiar  fymptoms, 
^*  adapted  to  the  nature  of  the  affeflion, 
*'  and  parts  afie6Ved,  or  appearances  de- 
"  viating  from  health,  from  fome  gcne- 
"  ral  or  partial  aflfeflion,  by  which  the 
•'  fyftem  in  general,  or  in  part,  is  op- 
**  preffcd  or  disfigured.** — Such  a  defi- 
rition,  the  Doctor  thinks,  comprehends 
fully  every  dileafc,  however  arranged, 
and  whatever  called  by  any  writer,  p.ii- 
ticutarly  as  fome  difcafcs  receive  their 
appetlaii(>ns  from  the  immediate  a(9ing 
caufe,  or  from  tome  collection  in  a  part 
or  parts  of  the  body,  as  dropfy,  (lone, 
hernia,  &c. ;  whilft  others  are  only  an 
aflemblage  of  fymptoms.  Hence  is  fuch  a 
definition  abfolutcly  necclTary. — When 
on  the  fubjcfl  of  flooding,  after  enu- 
iDcrating  the  various  means  made  ufe 
of,  and  thofe  unfuccefsfully,  the  Do£lor 
proceeds :  "On  confidering  this  fubjcft, 
*^  1  have  been  led  to  conclude,  that  this 
^  flux  is  of  the  pafCve  kind,  owing  to 
**  want  of  irritability  and  tone  in  the 
**  vafcular  parts  of  the  uterus,  and  de- 
**  itiQi  of  nervous  energy,  from  a  torpid 
*<  date  of  the  nerves  belonging  to  that 
''  organ.     For  in  tbefe  defperate  cafes 
*^  the  uterus  and  vefl'cts  feem  to  be  in  a

THIS  elegant  and  philofophica!  ef- 
fay,  to  which  the  j^old  medal  of  the 
Humane  Society  hath  heen  fo  dcfervcJly' 
adjud;;ed,is  divided  into  fcvcn  re£lion8. 
the  firft  of  which  afcerrains  the  general 
ctfci^s  of  fubmcrfion  on  living  animals. 
The  mod  ftriking  tffc^^,  and  that  from 
which  the  mod  important  deductions 
miy  be  drawn,  is,  rhat  the  right  auricle 
and  ventricle  arc  filled  with  b/nck  blood, 
and  the  left  fiinis  venofus  and  left  auri- 
cle alfo;  but  the  left  ventricle  is  only 
pbout  half  filled  with  the  farne  coloured 
blood:  that  the  trunks  and  finallcr 
branches  of  the  aricncs  procceiiinj*  from 
the  Itht  ventricle  contain  a  quantity  of 
this  black  blood  alfo. 

T-he  fecond  fet^ion  determines  whe- 
ther the  water  prodfices  thefe  clnngrs 
difc^ly,  by  enterinj;^  into  the  cavjiy  oi 
the  lungs,  or  JA'./:r/i'/^,  by  excluding  the 
atniofphcric  air.  By  a  very  ingenious 
experiment  Dr.  C  afcertains  the  faff, 
iliat  wiiter  enters  the  lungs  of  drounmg 
animals;  but  hy  another  experiment, 
cquallv  iai'sf'H!^ 'I  v»  he  fhcvvs  that  the 
quani:ty  is  inconfiderablc,  and  ihnt  as 
much  or  more  may  be  in  roduccd  into 
the  lunys  of  a  hving  Hitnnal  without 
proiliKing  death,  though  it  <>ccafi«>ns  a 
difficulty  of  breaihmj;,  a::d  a  fu^eblc 
pijlfe  for  a  fliort  period.  And  hw-  fhcv.'s 
cic.;:ly  thr.t  the  water  pr<n1ijct>  all  the 
changes  tl.at  take  place  in  iljowuing  /«- 
dtr<^i\'j  by  extluditig  the 
air  from  the  lungs. 

In  the  third  fiction  it  appears,  that  the 
quantity  of  air  taken  into  the  l^ngs  at  :i 
lii  tjle  m(i)irai'on  is  vcrv  inconfiJerable, 
wi.en  coMip.ired  ujth  what  thoy  contciiu 
after  a  cj.npiete  expiration.  And  (roni 
otiier  ciicuinftances  it  alfo  appears,  chat 
the  dilit.iiion  of  ihe  lungs  is  not  the 
fin-! I  cduic  of  rcrpiraticn. 

The  fourth  I'e^lion  is  employed  in 
determining  the  chemical  efitdls  of  the 
air  on  the  lungs  in  refpiratirtn.  Dr.  G. 
here  enters  upon  a  mod  difficult  and 
important  fubjeft ;  in  the  invelligatioii 
of  which,  he  confirms  the  obferviitioa  of 
Lower,  that  the  blood  acquires  a  Hond 
red  colour  in  pa(fmg  thiough  the  lungs, 
and  t|)at  this  colour  is  produced  by  the 
chemical  a^ion  of  the  air.  He  niakc^ 
it  very  evident  that  what  is  denomiiiateil

^phlogifticatcd  air,  changes  the  colour 
of  black  blood,  and  char  a  fmall  portion 
of  fuch  air  Hifappears  in  the  procefs.  It 
is  not,  however,  taken  in  by  abforption, 
but  by  chemical  attra£^ion.  His  expe- 
riments derr.onftrate,  that  the  a6tion  of 
the  heart  depends 'upon  the  6ond  red 
colour  of  the  blood,  and  vicfVfrsd.'^ 
He  does  not  venture  to  give  an  opinion 
vrhat  it  is  that  is  feparated  from  the  air; 
but  he  draws  this  very  juil  concludon, 
that  the  c'lemical  change  which  tii^ 
blood  undcfgoci  in  the  lungs  by  refpi- 
ration  give%  ii  a  flimulating  quality,  by 
which  it  is  fitted  to  excite  the  left  auri- 
cle and  ventricle  to  conta^tion  :  and  that 
the  chemicnl  quality  uhich  the  blood 
acquires  in  paiDng  through  the  lungs  is 
ueceiTarv  to  keep  up  the  sifWon  of  the 
heart,  and,  confcquently,  the  heafth  of 
the  body.  —  In  pcrufing  this  fedion,  we 
cannot  help  Idmcniing  that  this  elegant 
1%'ritcr  appears  to  be  a  ft  ranger  to  the 
difcovtijcs  of  D«.  Harrington,  lefpcfV- 
ing;  ihc  ccnftituenc  prir.ciples  of  aimo- 
iphtric  air  ;  bccaulc,  had  he  been  fa- 
miliar with  iticfe.  ilicy  would  have  en- 
abled hiU)  t«»  rtdvancc  one  ftcp  further 
in  afceriHsniii^  luc  j-rcciJe  natiirc  of  that 
chcinical  ch  >:ii»».-  Ahicb  he  Co  judicioufly 
obfctves  I  call  \  rakct  place. 

The  Hfrh  Icdtion  n  employed  in  de- 
termining the  naure  of  the  dikafc  pro- 
duced b)  lubieifion.  He  gives  very 
fdCisfa6lorv  realons  why  it  (hould  not 
be  coiifuleied  either  a^  lyncope  or  the 
higher  decree,  alphixid.  nor  apoplcxia. 
Htf  appears  ro  us  clearly  to  prove  that 
the  dilcjf'e  conlill::  in  the  prclcnce  of 
black  bloJ  in  :hc  left  lide  of  the  heart 
siud  aitenal  Ivftcin.  We  therefore  con- 
cur with  iiiin  in  the  propriety  of  nam- 
ing this  dilcal'c  Mdnnama,  which  he 
\vilhes  to  place  in  the  cinls  ...acbexia^  er- 
dcr  Innpttii^o  \  under  which  he  propofes 
to  place  it  as  a  ^enus,  with  this  name 
and  delinition  :

the  lungs. — After  advancix)g  ip  far  in 
this  elegant  wor^,  we  caonor  help  ob- 
ferving  that  wc  were  forcibly  ilruck 
vrith  the  ionpropriety  of  the  following 
paragraph:  ••  WjhcA  the  body  is  waim- 
''  ^d  uaiformly,  aad  the  hegt  i)f  the  in* 
^' terior  pAit's  about  ^8,  wc  direct  our 
J 


**  attention  to  the  thorax;  inl  if  tkr 
*'  patient  make  no  attempt  to  infpife; 
^*  we  proceed  to  inflate  the  lungs  with 
"  air." 

To  us  it  appears  that  the  inflation  of 
thelunus  with  air  ought  unqucflionably 
to  be  the  Jirjl  thing  a; tended  to  upon 
every  idea  of  this  difeafei  but  more 
panicularly  if  it  fhould  piovcy  as  \ve 
have  no  doubt  it  will,  when  the  confli- 
tucnt  principles  of  the  atmofphere  are 
generally  known,  that  this  is  the  moft 
cfle£lual  method  even  of  communicat* 
ing  warmth  to  the  fyftem. 

Dr.  Goodwin's  reafon  for  introducing 
a  largi  quantity  of  air  into  the  lungs  it 
founded  upon  juft  pbfervations.'  He 
does  not  appear  to  be  averfe  to  the  prac- 
tice of  holding  the  patient  with  hislicad 
downwards,  with  a  view  to  a  difcharge 
of  water.  From  Dr  Goodwin's  princi* 
pies  we  (houid  be  inclined  entirely  to 
explode  the  praflice  of  bleeding  in  this 
dileafe.  «     ♦     ♦        ■

THIS  very  ufcful  pra6lical  EflTay,  to 
which  the  filver  medal  of  the  Humane 
Societv  was  adjudged,  cannot  be  better 
chara^^erifed  than  in  the  words  of  Dr. 
Lettfoni,  in  his  addrefs  011  the  delivery 
of  the  medals  :  •'  1  cannot,  Gentlemen, 
**  forget  to  mention  the  methodical  and 
"  ingenious  Ellay  to  which  the  filvei^ 
<*  medal  has  been  adjudged  §  which 
•*  contains  not  only  many  experiments 
**iliuftrative  of  the  caufe  of  death,  but 
''  alfo  a  minute  and  ufeful  detail  of  the 
**  means  of  refufcitation ;  to  which  are 
"  added,  tables,  conftru£ted  in  a  man- 
**  ncr  equally  ingenious  and  ufeful, 
**  which  Ihcw,  in  a  glance  of  the  eye, 
«*  the  proportions  of  premature  deaths, 
**  and  of  fuccefsful  recoveries,  with  the 
**  particular  Hates  of  the  body,  the 
**  Tympioms  of  life  and  death,  and  the 
**  means  employed,  whether  fuccefsful 
•*  or  the  contiary.  Thefe  tables  muft 
"  be  highly  important  jn  future  difqui- 
**  fiiions  of  this  kind;  with  which,  I 
/'  trull,  the  publick  will  be  often  fa- 
<'  vourcd,  as  long  as  fcience  is  founded 
*•  upon,  and  illullrated  by,  experiment,

Hence  it  it  evident  that  Mr.  Kite  it

We  apprehend  it  is  on  account  of  this 
dtffcicnce  in  the  impreilions  made  on 
the  mind  of  the  medical  reader  by  thefe 
two  refpe^able  ElTays,  that  the  Humane 
Society  have  wifely  propofed,  for  their 
next  prize  medal,  to  drtermine  in  what 
circumftances  of  this  difeafe  bleeding  is

MINERALOGY  is  the  knowledge 
'  of  thoie  natural  bodies  which  have  no 
kind  xii animal  or  njigetablt  \\ic\  and  is 
one  of  the  molt  advanugeous  inquiries 
towards  the  ufes  and  concerns  of  civil 
fociety.  Many  learned  and  curious  gen- 
tleman have,  long  iince,  applied  their 
attention  to  this  great  branch  of  natu- 
ral philofophy^  and  followed  variout

The  cclchnted  Linnamt,  tfter  miay  ~ 
who  had  preceded  him  on  thefe  mattertf 
pdbliihed,  in  17^6,  a  Mineralogical  Syf- 
tem,  under  three  clafles,  viz.  i.  Pitror, 
%.  Wuiritt  and  j.  Foffilia*  The  two 
firft  claffes  could  ht  eaBly  fpared,  at 
being  comprehended  in  the  very  laft 
clafs.  But  among  maiiy  varidut  other 
Syftems  of  Mineralogy,  bnly  that  of 
Axel  Frederick  CronsTbdt, who 
Audioufly  concealed  his  fi'ame,  laid  eifec* 
tually  the  foundation  to  the  prefent  im« 
proved  and  rational  ftate  of  mineralogy 
m  Europe,  as  he  introduced  the  analy« 
tica!  rhtfmiPrv,  as  a  brifi;  to  this  fci- 
encc.  He  drew  hi&  djji  .,  •,■  •  ^  •.",  and 
fPicieSt  from  the  true  compoiiuon  ^nd 
internal  properties  of  the  mineral  inte* 
grant  parts  of  each  ore ;  whilft  the  va^ 
riities  arifc  from  the  external  appear- 
ance of  each  comp<>und.  By  this  meant 
the  advantages  of  both  fyftems  are  com- 
bined to  form  a  fcientific  do£l;rine  of 
mineralog!cal  knowledge. 

Linnaeus  had  been  happy  enough  in 
the  Botanical  arrangements  he  roado 
according  to  the  varieties  of  the  fexual 
parts  of  Plants i  but  on  alTuming  the 
various  figures  and  cryflallizationt  of 
Minerals,  to  fix  their  clallification,  he 
lod  the  true  object  of  his  ambition  1 
iince  vaiiout  Mineral  fubftances  we 
know  to  aflume  the  very  fame  configu- 
ration amongft  themfelves.  For  in« 
(lance,  the  native  calces  of  A^ftniCf 
Blende,  Cinnabar,  and  Gnj  Copptr  OnSf 
are  tetrabidral  \  whilft  the  ZedHtCf  Flu9rg 
Galena,  and  Marine  Salt,  and  fome 
other  Minerals,  appear  under  a  cubic 
(hape:  and  the  Microcojmic  Salt,  a« 
mongft  other  fubftances,  alfume  the 
cryftallized  (hape  of  Nitre^  Vitriol,  SaU^ 
amtmniaCi  Alitm,  and  Glauber* s  Saltt  ac* 
cording  to  the  alTertion  of  Mr  Pott. 
And  Macquer  has  already  obfcrvedf 
that  Cgrrojive  Sublimate,  if  crvftallized 
by  cooling,  takes  the  form  of  neeMts  i 
whilft,  by  evaporation,  it  is  formed  into 
cubis,  or  into  loztngts.  This  want  of  a 
real  genius,  and  of  a  fup«irior  perfpi- 
cuity,  of  which  Linnaeus  found  himfelf

Sometimes 
he'wou'd  fill  his  bofom  between  his  Ihiit  and 
his  flcin  with  a  number  of  tiicfe  captives ;  and 
Sometimes  would  confine  ihem  in  bofilcs.  lie 
was  a  very  Mcrofts  aphji^r,  or  B  e-^irJ,  and 
Very  iujuiious  to  men  that  kept  bees ;  for  he 
would  Hide  into  their  bee- gardens,  and,  fit- 
ting down  before  tlie  A(k>L>,  would  rnp  with 
his  finger  on  tlic  hive?,  and  fo  t;ike  the  bees 
jis  they  came  out.  He  has  bccii  known  to 
overturn  hives  for  the  fake  of  honey,  of 
wluch  he  was  paflTiouatcly  fond.  Where  me- 
theglin  was  m;tkjn«:,  he  woul.l  Vuiger  round 
the  tubs  and  veHel^,  begging  a  draught  of 
what  he  called  bte-^amt.  As  he  ran  about, 
lie  ufed  to  make  a  humming  noife  with  his 
lips,  refembliug  the  buzzing  of  bees.-  This 
lad  was  lean  and  fallow,  and  of  a  caJavcruus 
complexion;  and,  except  in  his  favourite 
piirfuit,  in  which  he  was  wonderfully  adroit, 
difcovered  no  manner  of  underftandin^.  Had » 
his  capacity  been  better,  and  dirc<5ted  to  the 
fame  obje<^,  he  had  perhaps  abated  much  of 
our  wotidcr  at  the  feats  of  a  more  modern

This  writer  is,  we  believe,  the  firfl.  who 
has  defcribed  it  fcientifically,  as  found 
in  this  country.  But  we  apprehend, 
that  enthufiaftic  gardener,  Sir  William 
Temple,  a  century  aeo,  complains  o£

If  this  author  (hould  be  thought  by 
any  ro  have  been  too  minute  in  liis  re- 
fcHiehcs,  let  it  be  remembered  that  hit 
ftudies  havft  been  in  the  great  book  of 
Natuic.  It  muft  be  confeflcd,  that  the 
OL'ouoniy  of  the  feveral  kinds  of  crick- 
ets, and  the  diftinflion  between  the 
ftock-dove  and  the  ring-dove,  are  hum* 
ble  purfuits,  and  will  be  efteenied  tri- 
vial by  many,  perhaps  by  fome  to  be  ob- 
jects of  ridicule.

Cffit  or hahituuL — "As  clear  perception, 
"  foand  realbning,  and  folid  judgement, 
**  are  oblcrved  in  a  healthful  i^atc  of  the 
"  brain  and  its  fluids,  fo  can  their  ahe- 
**  ration  or  pervcrfion  be  eafily  concciv- 
•*  ed  by  the  efi'cfts  cf  acrimony,  irritJi- 
"  tion,  and  over-diftcntion  from  febrile 
**  heat  and  friflion  cf  their  coRiponeat 
<*  parts,  anatomical  inquiry  leads  to 
"  think  that  the  dcliiium  in  fevers  is 
"  chiefly  owing  to  morbid  changes  in 
"  the  fluids  of  the  brain,  irritation,  &c." 

Many  proofs  are  adduced  of  this  from 
the  d^flc£lions,  and  a  cleardcfinition  made 
between  pbreaitis,  or  acute  febrile  mad- 
nefs, and  that  chronic  madnefs  which  it 
deflitutc  of  fever. 

Madnefs  the  author  proves  to  be  the 
cflc£ls  of  diftcnded.veflels,  an  impeded 
vitiated  circulation,  and  changed  nuids, 
op)K>fing  ar  perverting  the  foul's  regular 
a6bion  or  powers  in  the  medullary  fub- 
flance  of  the  cerebrum,  cerebellum,  m 
which  perception,  rcafoning,  judge* 
menr,  imagination,  and  memory,  feen 
to  refide,  &c. 

What  the  foul  or  mind  fpccifically  is, 
has  not  yet  been  fatisfd£lonly  difcovcred, 
and  perhaps  never  may ;  but  it  is  cer- 
.  tain  tbat  morbid  changes  of  the  blood,  or 
its  over-didended  accumulations,  con- 
cretions, indurations,  extravafations  in 
the  brain,  produce  thb  etfe£ls  ubfervable 
in  madnefs,  from  the  prevention  or  pcr- 
vcrlion  of  the  foul's  powers.  This,  per- 
haps, is  fuflicient  for  human  beings  to 
know,  to  afcenain  either  the  dtfficuUy  of 
cuiing  infanity,  or  to  dirc6^  the  choice 
of  remedies  moll  proper  for  the  malady. 

In  the  prognollics  of  infanity  or  mad- 
nefs, the  author  obfcrves,

Id  the  cure  of  madnefs,  the  Author 
proceeds,  from  confidcring  all  iht  caufcs 
enumerated,  -and  recommends  medicines 
and  regime o  for  each ;  nor  are  mental 
applications  negleiUd. 

The  Dolor's  geceral  modes  of  cure 
of  madoefs  are  : 

After  obfcrving  how  the  mind  of  tlie 
infane  ihould  be  managed,  and  atrcrting 
that  perfons  accul^omed  to  attend  the 
mad  ioould  always  be  employed,  he  pro- 
ceeds to  the  diifcrent  modes  of  cure. 

He  makes  two  general  diviiions,  C2>11- 
ed,  tomkal  difl€nfion  and  atontcal  diji:n- 
fion^  which  are  tully  explained. 

Then  the  diet  is  conndcred,  which  is 
recommended  to  be  very  dry,  to  keep  all 
the  Yeflcls  of  the  body  as  empty  as  polli- 
ble  i  and  as  fubi^ituies  for  drinks  recom- 
meods  tamarinds,  roafted  apples,  or  other 
fruits.— 'He  then  declares  he  has  cured 
fome  few  in  (lances  of  madnefs  by  camphor 
in  large  dofes,  and  nitre,  with  laxatives, 
and  an  extreme  dry  diet. 

The  evacuating  plentifully  the  fluids 
of  the  whole  body,  mull  certainly  alfo 
empty  the  velTcls  of  the  brain  in  a  cer- 
tain degree. 

The  emptinefs  of  vcfiTcls  being  conti- 
nned  for  many  months,  or  perhaps  a  year 
or  two,  by  the  dry,  anttpblojiiftic  rcgi- 
roeo,  may  permit  the  coats  of  over-dif- 
tended  veUeU  to  recover  their  former 
lize,  from  the  canals  being  continually 
emptier,  and  contrafling  and  accommo- 
dating themfelves  to  the  gentler  force 
and  dimini/bid  quantity  of  the  circulating 
fluids.—- Nitre  and  camphor,  laxatives, 
profufe  fweating,  are  remedies  to  dimi- 
nifh  fuperabundant  fluids. 

The  Author  relates  that  a  great  num- 
ber of  cafes  of  the  manias  or  furious 
madnefs,  have  been  cuicd  by  vinegar ^ 
which,  he  fays,  *'  a£ls  as  a  lefrigeranc 
*'  10  many  fevers ;  it  diminiflies  jiutri- 
'  eJoD,  bv  contn^kmg  the  U6teal  'Mbiorh" 
€iu  rc^dtj  and  would  be  very  cffica-

**  eiotfs,  with  water,  as  a  drink  for  the 
**  infane,  uhofe  llate  of  flomach  or  in- 
**  teftines  do  not  contrair.dicate  the  ufeof 
*•  vegetable  acid.— The  cure,  then,  of 
'*  infanity  arifing  from,  or  accompanied 
*<  with  t9Hual  difitnfioH  of  velJels,  de- 
**  pends  on  dfplttion,  the  preventing  re* 
•*  plitiottf  with  the  ufe  of  antiphlogillic 
«*  regimen  and  remedies." 

He  then  next  proceeds  to  dirc£l  the 
curi  of  madnefs  in  a  tcnicaJ  dijlcnfi$m% 
which  likewifc  confifts  in  dry  diet,  gen- 
tle tonids,  £cc.  and  is  applicable  not  to 
the  florid,  or  rUofe  aflili£lcd  with  the 
tnanfat  or  raving  madnefs,  but  to  the 
pallid,  melancitoiic,  and  dti)i]irated,  in 
ojder  no:  only  to  dimini/h  the  fize  of  the 
relaxed  coats  of  vcH'els,  but  to  chan^^e 
the  lax  texture  of  the  b!ood,  and  give 
firmncfs  to  the  fulids. 

Madnefs,  aiil'ing  from  acrimony,  is 
next  confidercd,  as  llie  venertaly  fcrc- 
fbulouStgou'y,  01  rheumatic \  which  are 
to  be  treated  according  to  circarallanccs, 
for  which  rational  lules  are  given,  and 
diflcrcnt  forts  of  niineral  alteratives  are 
recommended,  i:c.  in  conjundion  with 
drv  diet,  &c. 

Then  follows  the  treatment,  where 
accumulations  of  ferim^  atagulabte 
l^mjb,  txcjiofes,  pretirnatural  drynefs^ 
tndurationi  ot  the  brain,  ^'c.  arefuppofed* 

The  Author  objcfls  10  diluting;  and 
ohfcrves,  if  evacuations  be  ncccfl'ary,  rc- 
fiilmg  the  vtlTcls  muft  be  prepoflerous. 
Vomiting  is  objc£led  to  :  as  it  forces  a 
nuantity  of  blood  to  the  head,  mud  con- 
firm the  difeafe,  and  render  the  cure  im* 
pofliblc,  or  very  difficult.  As  to  evacu- 
ations by  bleeding,  he  fays,  *'  Bleeding 
*'  at  the  nofc  being  cudomary,  if  fup- 
<*  preded,  has  caufed  madnefs'.  Bleed- 
«•  ings  are  neceffary  in  the  jugu/ar,  occi" 
•<  pital,  angular,  JroKtalf  or  nafal  inier" 
**  nal  vein,  if  potltble ;  for  thefe  lad 
«  four  veins  communicate  with  the  fi* 
**  nufes  and  veins  of  the  brain  itfelf, 
'*  therefore  more  promptly  evacuate  the 
**  blood  from  the  part,  attested,  and 
<*  fliould  be  partioularly  attended  to  in 
**  janguineoui  apoplexy,  tpiltpjy%  and  ma* 
<*  niacal  affeStom,'*  This  is  demon- 
(Irated  by  a  variety  of  illuflrations.  The 
mode  of  emptying  immediately  the  vef- 
fels  of  the  brain  leems  very  reafonablej 
it  is  the  6 1  (I  propoial  of  the  fort  we 
m'jct  with  in  any  medical  author,  and  is 
well  worthy  the  attention  of  thofe  who 
attend  the  infane.

known  often  to  iucreife  the  paroxyfius  of

2.  Suf»pofe  it  would  allay  irritation?,  by 
diminiihing  the  nervous  inAtience  »yid  arte- 
rial a^^ion,  yet  thefe  cffcdls  wduld  be  dia- 
metrically  oppofite  to  every  rational  attempt 
ID  remove  th«  caufes  of  the  difeafe ;  for,  if 
iBadnefs  be  principally  caufed  by  fluids  over- 
dtftending  vefTcIs,  and  a  tardier  circulation 
through  the  veins,  or  from  accumubiions  or 
Hagnations  in  the  brain,  opium,  by  its  feda- 
tive  properties,  would  be  more,  likely  tp  fix 
t!x  diforder  in  thofc  parts  than  remove  it. 

|.  In  perturbations  of  mind,  amongft  the 
■ervous  and  eafily  irritable,  opium  produces 
wanderings  of  the  fancy,  delirium,  and  dif- 
Cra^led  pains  of  the  head,  fimibrr  to  ftrong 
intoxicating  liquors.  If  its  fedative  powers 
adl  on  the  nenrwis  fyfkem,  this  checks  the 
circotiting  artertal  pulfations,  by  lelfening 
the  irritability  of  the  heart  and  mufcidar  fi- 
bres (^  the  arteries,  rendering  their  a^flion 
flower;  hence  a  greater  quantity  of  blood 
may  be  colledled  and  retained  in  the*  brain ; 
which  coiinteradling,  as  in  madnefs,  the  ner- 
irous  animal  principle,  is  produflive  c^ 
phrenzy,  delirium,  &c.  in  proportion  as  the 
party  who  takes  opium  is  nervous^  an«l  irri- 
table in  mind  and  body. 

4.  it  occafions  collivenefs,  which,  in 
madnefs,  fhould  always  be  prevented ;  there 
aie  likcwife  many  other  objedlions,  not  ne- 
eelfary  to  be  recited  on  the  prefent  occafion; 

5.  opinietf  therefore,  as  they  cannot  rati- 
CRially  be  prefcribed  but  as  mere  palliatives 
//*!  ttrnporcy  whofe  efle^  are  never  perma- 
nent ?  but  by  a  repetition  and  increafe  of 
their  dofe,  incurable  cafes  excepted,  they  are 
excluded  in  the  tre.:tment  of  madndi;,  as 
contrary  to  the  care  recommended,  which  is 
not  to  palliate,  but  to  remove  caufcs. 

The  Author  objcfts  to  bltflering  tbt 
BeaJf  or  any  other  parr,  eithtr  in  mad- 
liefs  or  apoplexy  ;  where  fuloef^k  and  fio« 
ridicy  abound,  or  where  there  apptan 
alrtady  an  viereaft'l  jUmaluj,  or  iirica- 
rion,  as  in  the  mafiia,  or  furious  mad- 
ncfs,  in  pallor  ot  countenance,  debility, 
and  melancholy,  where  ferum  and  co'.d- 
ncfs  are  prefent,  vellc^irories  tre  allowed. 
This  fccms  founded  on  true  rcafoning, 
and,  if  we  remember  right,  is  agreeable 
fo  fomc  of  ilie  do^\rines  delivered  in  the 
lc6lurc^  of  Dr.  Cullcn  of  Erinburph. 
Pr.  Rowley  fays,  blillers  alwavs  cauie  a 
ereat  flimuius,  and  ootiing  can  be  mv)ie 
irrational  than  their  ufc  where  great 
mental  irritability  abounds.  He  Icenis  to 
think  ir  is  ad<MnK  fuel  to  fire. 
TAe  vMn'ous  Mnd  (lifTufive  reafoningi 
^rc  rerv  acute,  and  the  methods  of  treat* 
^^tnt  comprjh.i.d  a.  laft  field  of  theore- 


tic t1  and  practical  kadwledse,  throngfi 
which  the  limits  of  our  pubficatiim  p;e* 
vent,  us  from  following  the  laborious 
Author. 

He  obje6ls  t©  vomits,  opium,  bliftcrs, 
and  many  common  indifcrimioate  modcf 
of  treatment,  which  feem  well  founded. 
This  ahf^rufe  treatife  on  madnefs  it 
concluded  with  a  trandation  of  fomc  let- 
ters from  the  Greek  of  Hippocrates,  de* 
fcribing  the  madnefs  of  Dcmocrttus. 
Thefc  appear  in  the  true  fphit  of  the 
Greek  original,  ^^nd  it  is  imDOllible  to 
lead  them  without  being  fe&f:b*y  zft'c^ttd 
at  the  mifcry  (h:  whrde  nation  oJT  the  Ab* 
derites  exprefs  fur  tiie  calamity  of  mad- 
nefs happening  to  that  great  philofopher. 
The  treatife  on  iDidnefs  concludea 
with  thefe  remarkable  pafTaeei : 

''  Thns  liave  been  explained  and  comnmi- 
nicated  many  nettr  doQ rimes  concerning  mad- 
nefs, its  caufes,  and  cure.  The  data  or  faUt 
on  which  thefe  principles  have  been  con* 
ftm^cdy  are  anatomical  enquiries,  the  moft 
certain  of  all,  and  indu(flIVe  reafoningrs  firom 
the  morbid  ap^^earances  of  parts,  conflituting 
many  new  lights  on  infanity.  Several  methods 
of  cure,  hithusrto  uH-utemptedj  are  drawn  firora 
the  foregoing  reafonings,  and  above*  thirty 
years  conftint  and  extenfive  experience  and 
reflection  on  the  powers  of  roedidne  in 
every  brancli  of  the  art. 

<<  If  the  curative  modes  recomnnended 
ihonld,  as  they  muil,  in  fome  inftances  fail ; 
yet  the  caufes  of  this  failure,  from  contem- 
plating what  is  here  advanced,  will  be  better 
underftood  than  heretofore.  The  next  ufefiil 
knowledge  tn  curii^  difeafes,  is  to  compre- 
hend, and  give  the  reafon*;,  why  cures  fhould 
not  be  expected.  This  is  the  diftinguifbing 
mark  of  real  medical  learning,  contralted  to 
rajb  boafling  and  dthjive  empiricijm,"

Among  the  printed  books,  one  of  the 
mod  valuable  articles  appears  to  be  a 
rare  and  ineftimable  copy  upon  vellum 
of  the  Complutcnfian  Polyglott,  of 
which  only  three  copies  were  fb  print- 
ed ;  the  other  two.  are  in  the  libraries 
of  his  Catholic  MajeAy  and  the  King 
of  Sardinia.  A  curious  difiertation  on 
this  famous  edition,  by  Mr.  De  Mifly» 
may  be  fecn  in  the  ••  Origin  of  Print* 
ing,"  1776,  p.  53. 

The  fale  of  this  magnificent  eollec-* 
tion  was  propofed  to^  have  been  begun 
at  12  o'clock  on  Monday  March  a,  to 
have  continued  22  days;  and  recom- 
mencing on  Monday  April  20,  to  haVe 
continued  36  days.  From  the  unfore* 
fecn  delay  in  the  arrival  of  the  books, 
the  fale  is  now  to  begin  on  the  loch  of 
April  with  the  fecond  part  firft.  We 
ihall  note  the  produce  of  the  mod  cnri« 
ous  articles,  and  lay  them  before  our 
readers  when  the  whole  is  over.

HISTORICAL  CHRONICLE. 
.  The  French  Peers,  met  at  the  Loovre  eo 
the  acth  of  December ,  came  to  the  foUmv- 
ing  refolution^  which  was.  prefented  the 
next  day  to  the  King  by  the  Duke  de  Mor- 
temar  and  dc  Luines : 

"  Sire,  The  Peers  of  your  kingdom  are 
^ger  to  give  your  Majefty  and  the  nation  a 
proof  of  their  zeal  for  the  profperity  of  the 
ftate,  and  their  defire  to  cement  an  union 
with  all  the  orden:,  in  fupplicaCing  your  Ma- 
jefty  to  receive  their  folemn  vim's,  which 
they  bring  to  the  foot  of  the  thtxnie,  of  fup- 
porting  all  the  impufts  and  publick  chaigetf 
in  the  ju^  proportion  of  their  fortunes,  wi&i- 
out  .-my  pecuniary  exception  whatever ;  and 
they  do  not  doubt  but  thefe  icntiments  will 
be  uflumimouily  exprefled  by  all  the  other 
gentlemen  of  your  kingdom,  who  will  bo 
fouud  united  to  depofit  their  honuge  in  the 
mind  of  your  Majefty." 

There  were  only  ai  Peers  at  the  meet^ 
mg  t  but  it  was  figncd  by  39,  proxies  hav« 
ing  been  given  for  that  pnrpofe. 

Hiftory,  Coys  a  French  meteorologift,  does 
Jiot  afford  us  an  example  of  fo  long  and  cold 
a  winter  as  the  prefenL  The  froft  began  on 
the  24th  of  November  with  a  K.  £.  wind, 
and  continued  iocrcafmg  niglu  aiul  day  till 
the  a4Ch  «)f  December,  Mhien  a  temporary 
thaw  came-  on,  which  lafted  only  two  days, 
after  which  the  froft  returned,  and  conti- 
nued till  the  fccond  of  J.tiuury.

A  ZEALOUS  advocate  for  the  propofed 
Federal  Conftitution,  in  a  certain  public  af- 
fembly,  faid,  that  *•  the  repugnance  of  a  great 
*  part  of  mankind  to  good  government  was 
'  fuchy  that  he  believ^,  that  if  an  angel  from 
'  heaven  was  to  bring  down  a  conllitution 
«  formed  there  for  our  ufe,  it  would  never- 
*■  thelefs  meet  with  violent  oppofition.'  He 
was  reproved  for  the  fuppofed  extravagance 
of  the  fentiment ;  and  he  did  luX  juftify  it. 
Probably  it  might  not  have  immediately  oc- 
curred to  him  that  the  exi>erimeat  had  been 
tried,  and  that  the  event  was  recorded  in  the 
molt  faithful  of  all  hiltories,  the  Holy  Bi- 
ble ;  oiherwife  he  might,  as  it  feems  to  me, 
liave  fupported  his  opmion  by  that  unexcep- 
tionable authority. 

The  Supreme  Being  had  been  pleafed  to 
nouriih  up  a  fmgle  family,  by  continued  acts 
of  bis  attentive  providence,  till  it  became  a 
great  people }  and  having  refcued  them  from 
bondage  by  many  mii*ades  performed  by  his 
fervant  Mofes,  he  perfonally  delivered  to 
^at  cbofea  fervant,  in  prcCence  of  the  whole 
station,  a  e0«yffntne»  and  code  of  laws  tor 
ikarMGnraacCf  accompanied  dnd  isuidimicd 


with  promifes  of  great  rewards,  and  threats 
of  fcvere  puniihments,  as  the  confcquencc  of 
their  obedience  or  difobedience. 

This  conftitution,  though  the  Deity  him- 
felf  was  to  be  at  ks  head,  and  it  is  thcrefoiv 
called  by  political  writers  a  Tbtocracy,  could 
not  be  carried  into  execution  but  by  the 
means  of  his  miuiftersi  Aaron  and  his  fons 
were  therefore  commiffioned  to  be,  wiili 
Mofes,  the  firft  cftabaOied  minidry  of  the 
new  government. 

One  would  have  thought,  that  the  ap- 
pointment of  men  who  liad  diftingulflied 
themfeives  in  procuring  the  iiberiy  of  their 
nation,  andhad  hazarded  tlieir  lives  in  oi^cn- 
ly  oppofujg  the  wUl  of  a  powerful  monarch 
who  would  have  retained  that  lution  in  (la- 
very,  might  have  been  an  appointment  ac- 
ceptable to  a  gratefal  people ;   and  that  a 
conftitution  framed  for  them  by  the  Dciiy 
himfelf,  might,  on  that  account,  have  been 
fecure  of  an  univcrfal  welcome  reception  ;

I  mentioned  before  the  varieties 
that  appeared  amongft  the  pUnts  which 
I  raifed  (  and  as  I  did  not  procure  rny 
feeds  from  a  feed-Hiop,  but  from  aw  ac- 
quaintance of  Dr.  Lettfom's,  I  fuppofe 
they  were  genuine. 

I  oflTcrcd,  in  06lobcr  laft,  fomc  flicc* 
of  the  frefli  root  to  an  horfe,  who  hardly 
taQcd  it.  This  very  day  I  made  the 
fame  experiment.  Out  of  feveral  roots, 
moll  of  them  were  rotted  by  tijc  froft. 
.Having  oiTcred  one  that  was  found  to  an 
horfe  who  had  been  conftantly  kept  up  at 
liable,  he  fcarcciy  tailed  ir,  and  rcfufcd 
any  more  of  ir.  Another  horfc  would 
■r.t  even  tafle  it.  I  left  it  in  the  man- 
ger f'K  a  couple  of  hours,  and  found  it 
fucfniiii^ly  untouched. 

I  rather  chole  to  ojfcr  it  to  horfcs  that 
had  been  kept  up  at  liable,  fuppoling 
t'nat  a  frd/b  vegetable  might  be  accept- 
able ;  but  I  could  not  perceive  tiiat  it 
Vi«s  at  all  grateful  to  them.

I 
ih<>ii!d  be  lorry  to  mention  any  thing 
tli-r  nj.iy  flem  in  rhe  Itall  coniradi^ory 
:j>  ^- !nt  Or.  L.etti'om  fayi.  (vol.  LVIIJ. 
1C4  ;),  reipediing  the  avidity  of  horlls 
feeding  ujxin  11,  had  I  not  made  a  re- 
t>:u  ex ;>crimcnr.  Time  alone,  and  a 
0:iii_;cr.:  attention  to  its  variations,  may 
^!ve  a  competent  idea  how  far  it  is  a 
di/*:;4v-.c  rpecies  :  but  that  is  of  no  great 
eonlequeiicc.  Its  utility  for  cattle,  and 
Y'lher  ules  that  may  hereafter  be  found 
out,  may  probably  give  it  a  very  high 
rank  amongd  vegetables,  and  prove 
that  Dr.  Lettlbm's  communication  of  it 
has  been  of  more  ftrYice  to  the  coiimu- 
nity,  tbdti  if  he  had  imported  thoufuDdi 
9 f rdre exotics^  mcuiy  l^faulJfu^.

of  younger  brothers,  far  fuperior  to, 
and' therefore  not  to  be  degraded  by, 
the  humble  flyle  of  creepers;  indeed 
they  were  often  feen  to  carry  their 
heads  at  lead  half  as  high  as  their  proud 
fclders.  A  pair  of  luch  1  have  in  my 
hall  4  they  arc  of  caft-iron,  at  leafl  two 
feet  and  a  half  high,  with  round  face?, 
and  much  ornamented  at  the  bottom. 
But  there  i$  fomething  fingular  belong- 
ing to  thcth,  at  lead  I  never  met  w.rh  a 
iimilar  inltance  ;  they  have  each  a  kind 
of  round  pan,  about  four  inches  diame- 
ter, and  one  deep,  hanging  loofe,  whe- 
ther dcfigned  for  ule  or  ornament,  1 
know  not ;  for  of  the  latter  they  afford 
but  little,  and  of  the  former  none  has 
yet  been  difcovercd  :  bur,  when  I  was 
a  boy,  they  ferved  me,  and  hare  done 
my  children  fince,  to  make  a  noife  with. 
Proceed  vvc  then  to  the  parlours  and 
bed-chambers,  where  we  find  them 
with  diffcreiit  forms  and  decorations, 
fomc  with  plates  and  ornaments  of  brafs 
affixed,  and  others  with  a  plain  and 
fmooth  neck,  over  which  feveral  hoU 
low  pieces  of  "brals  of  various  Ihapes  and 
figures  are  put,  fo  as,  when  jomcd,  to 
make  an  handiome  appearance. 

So  much  for  this  admirable  hiftory  of 
andirons,  which  I  ihall  hope  for  your 
alTiiUnce  to  get  inferred  amongft  the 
memorabilia  or  the  Antiquarian  Society, 
which  is  the  only  return  I  can  expect 
for  all  my  labour;  for,  in  this  coal- 
burning  sgc,  1  can  never  hope  that  the 
Ironmongers  Company  will  be  grate- 
ful enougli  to  honour  me  with  my 
freedom.

the  feet-end  of  a  cofiiDi  which  contain* 
ed  the  body  of  a  boy  about  ten  years 
old.  On  looking  into  it,  it  appeared 
like  a  body  of  chalk  rubbiih,  or  coarfe 
mortar }  which  railing  the  curiofity  of 
the  workmen,  induced  them  to  break 
off  more  of  the  coffin,  and  take  out  fe- 
veral parts  of  the  body  to  view  them. 
Amongft  others,  1  had  an  opportunity

BEING  highly  entertained  by  your 
correfpondent's  account  of  the 
fquirrel,  vol.  LVllI.  p.  774,  I  take  the 
liberty  to  acquaint  you  with  a  ftrange 
revolution  that  is  going  on  among  thole 
animals  in  the  Americ/in  woods.  I  have 
been  informed  by  muny  of  the  farmers 
in  the  back  country,  that,  when  they 
were  boys,  the  laigc  grey  fquirrel  was 
more  numerous  than  any  other  fort  of 
the  fame  kind  of  animal ;  that  within  a 
few  years  theie  has  been  a  great  fcarcity 
of  grey  fquirrels;  and  that  the  common 
red  fquirrel  has  become  very  numerous, 
which  formerly  were  fcarcely  known, 
and  the  grey  fquirrel  is  often  feen  clofely 
purfued  by  the  red,  and  flying  before 
it.  Hereafter  I  may,  perhaps,  trouble 
you  with  one  or  two  more  which  I  made, 
or  met  with,  during  m^  re^^lca^^  vcivVi^i 
American  woods.

In  the  firft  line,  it  is  a  thread  with 
which  the  artificial  curls  of  the  Eaftern 
ladies  are  generally  prcfervcd^  but 
which,  with  regard  to  his  midrefs,  he 
conceives  totally  unneceflary*  its  office 
being  amply  fupplied  by  Nature.  In 
the  Kcond  line,  he  fancifully  alludes  to 
it  as  the  warp  with  which  her  hair,  tlie 
woof,  is  interwoven :  and  here  his  ob* 
ie£kion  is  not  lefs  poetical ;  for,  as  the 
locks  play  about  the  cheek,  blending, 
in  the  language  of  metaphor,  the  hya- 
cinth with  the  rofe,  he  pi6lures  the  lat» 
tcr  as  the  natural  warp  of  the  former, 
and  therefore  dirmtlTes  the  artificial  tat 
(thread),  as  derogating  from  that  beau- 
ty which  '*  needs  not  the  foreign  aid  of 
omament,** 
But  is,  when  unadom'J,  adom'd  the  moft. 

It  is  to  be  obferved,  that  the  Ihort  t 
attached  to  the  firft  cbam  is  to  be  un- 
derftood  as  an  expletive,  to  fill  up  the 
oieafure,  as  the  u  affixed  to  the  word 
gftad  in  the  fecond  line  of  the  Brft  ode 
of  Hafiz.

By  her 
he  left  Peter  his  heir,  a  minor,  whofe 
wardlhipwas  committed  firft  to  Wolfey, 
and,  after  the  Cardinal's  difgrace,  to 
George  Earl  of  Shrewibury,  who  mar- 
ried him,  kejor/;  bt  nvas  nimtun,  to  the 
Lady  Anne  his  daughter.  He  dying 
35  Hen.  VIII.  (nine  years  before  Le* 
land's  death),  left  Henry  his  Ton  and 
heir,  then  but  eleven  months,  one 
week,  and  five  days  old.  This  Henry 
was,  in  157a,  made  Baron  Compton. 
His  eldeft  foa,  William  (by  his  firft 
wife,  Frances,  daughter  of  the  Earl  of 
Huntingdon),  was  made  Earl  of  North- 
ampton. His  youngeft  fon  (by  a  fecond 
wife,  Anne,  daughter  to  Sir  John  Spen* 
cer  of  Althorp,  co.  Northampton),  was 
Sir  Henry  Compton,  K.  B  who,  by  his 
wife  Cecily,  daughter  to  Robert,  Earl 
of  Dorfet  (by  his  wife  Margaret,  dau. 
of  Thomas  Howard,  Duke  of  Norfolk), 
was  father  of  the  Richard  Compton  of 
Biftern,  faid  by  your  correfpondent  to 
be  named  in  Blome's  Lid  of  Gentry,  at 
the  end  of  his  Britannia,  1673.  As 
both  G.  R.  and  the  editor  of  the  Bock 
of  Peerage  are  very  imperfectly  inform- 
ed as  to  the  more  lecent  branches  of  this 
family,  and  as  I  know  you  to  be  equally 
Audious  of  accuracy  and  of  authority  in 
your  communications  to  the  publick,  I 
trouble  you  with  the  following  additi- 
ons, as  well  as  corrc6hons,  to  the  in- 
formation derived  from  each  of  them. 
The  "  family  of  Compton,  now  re  tiding 
at  Bidern,"  do  not  derive  their  defcent 
or  inheritance  from  Richard  Compton 
of  Biftern  abovementioned,  but  bear 
the  name  by  dtreflion  of  the  will  of 
Mrs.  Eleanor  Bave,  widow  of  Dr.  Bave 
(dated  Oft.  17,  1741),  who  left  Biftern, 
with  all  the  other  ellates  of  her  former 
hufband,  Henry  Compton  (of  which,  at 
his  death,  (he  became  pofTelTed,  in  pui» 
fuance  of  a  will,  dated  lune  17,  1723), 
to  Henry  Willis,  fecond  fon  of  her  bro- 
ther James  Willis  of  Ring  wood,  on  the 
condition  of  himfelf  and  his  heirs  tak- 
ing upon  them  the  name  of  Compton, 
and  telinquiihing  that  of  Willis.  What 
arms  they  bear  I  know  not,  as  both  the 
Willi  above  referred  to  arc  filcnt  in  that 
point.

npHE  iETHEROElDES  Conflfts  of 
-■-  three  ckj/ant  gUls  fpliercs,  near 
five  feet  in  circumference.  Thele  arc 
filled  with  a  fluid  of  a  beautiful  azure 
colour,  in  which  are  furpencied  the  pla- 
nets, made  of  gold  and  t;  v.^r.  The  iuf- 
pt'nfion  of  them  \i  To  dLhc^ic  ^s  not  to 
be  diCccrned  without  the  ciolcrt  mfpcc- 
tion;  and  the  fpecitic  gravities  of  tiiefc 
orbs  fo  nicely  adjufted,  thit  they  move 
without  the  Icalt  vibration,  or  niomcn* 
t^ry  impulfc,  through  their  revolutions; 
and  wiitn  lioppcd,  they  are  neither 
fhook  nor  jarred.

WHILST  in  the  lapfe  of  ages  fuc*> 
ceflfive  fi;enenitioDS  are  pafling 
Away,  we  dwell  wich  pkafnre  on  the 
contemplation  of  any  circumftances, 
which  conned  us  that  are  now  ezifling 
with  thofe  who  have  preceded  us  in 
■K>re  ancient  days;  for  the  mind  is  gra- 
tified not  more  with  the  profpe^  of  fu-^ 
ture,  than  with  the  retrofpef^  of  paft 
years. 

In  the  moil  limited  view  of  this  fub- 
jeCl,  lineage  or  confanguinity  firft  meets 
•ur  confiaeration.  Pride  in  anccftry  is 
univerfally  prevalent.  The  native  in- 
habitant of  Peru,  of  China,  of  Tartary, 
of  Arabia,  will  each  glory  \n  tracing 
his  refpe&ive  origin  to  Mango  Copac^ 
to  Fo-hi,  to  Tamerlane,  to  Mahomet. 
To  be  animated  with  the  minuteft  por« 
tion  of  blood  dcrited  from  illuftrious 
progenitors,  creates  a  degree  of  high 
fpirit  Inconceivable  to  the  generality  of 
thofe  whole  annals  are  more  ihort  and

keld  in  efteem  the  pofterity  of  her 
Decti  and  Fabii:  Britain  looks  with 
reverence  on  the  families  of  her  Percy, 
Bruce,  and  Llewellyn.  It  it  true  in- 
deed that,  in  the  'i\r\(k  judgement  of 
impartial  wifdoro,  to  him,  who  by  (ig- 
nal  ferviccs  for  public  weal  ennobles 
himfelf,  is  the  firft  place  of  honour  af- 
(igncd  :  yet  a  ju(t  ellimation  of  rank  in 
fociety  will  not  witl^-hold  refpeCl  from 
hereditary  title;  much  lefs  will  bene- 
volent philofophy  diminifli  the  gratiB- 
cation  which  mud  arife,  from  recount* 
logy  through  a  fet  ies  of  years,  the 
names  and  exploits  of  eminent  men, 
with  whom,  by  lineage  ox  coiifangui* 
mt/,  their  po&trity  are  fo  imiDediaccly

To  live  in  the  fame  country,  and  t^ 
enjoy  the  fame  laws,  are  further  cii> 
ciHnftances  conneding  us  with  our  fore* 
fathers.  Our  own  Shakfpeare,  not  left 
than  Homer,  and  more  fo  than  Virgil, 
has  happily  availed  himfelf  of  thefe 
circumllances,  and  therc;by  rendered  his 
hillorical  dramatic  writings  particularly 
intereding  to  us»  When  our  own  kings^ 
and  the  principal  people  of  their  times, 
are  prefeated  to  our  view,  every  a£lioa 
engages  our  moft  fixed  attention,  every 
word  comes  home  to  our  bofoms  ;  for* 
in  feeing  and  hearing  them,  we  feel 
ourfelves  to  be  in  company  with  mei^

its  utiliiV  as  a  fupply  of  food  for 
thofe  of  the  human  fpcciei  who  inlubit 
this  part  of  the  continent,  and  oi)taiLed 
without  any  other  trouble  than  that  of 
gathering  it  in,  the  fvveetncfs  and  nutii- 
tious  (quality  of  it  atira£ts  an  inBi.ite 
number  of  wild  foul  of  every  kind, 
which  flock  from  diOant  ciimcs  to  tnjoy 
this  rare  rcpad,  and  by  it  becc^mc  iuext 
prcflibly  fat  and  delicious.  In  future 
pei  iods  it  will  be  of  great  fcrvicc  to  the 
infant  colonies,  as  it  will  afford  them  a 
prcfent  fuppiort,  until  in  the  courfe  of 
cultivation  other  fupolics  may  be  pro- 
duced :  whereas  in  tho(e  realms  wliicli 
are  not  turnilhed  with  this  bounteous 
gift  K)i  nature,  even  if  the  climate  is 
temperate  and  the  foil  good,  the  firll 
fcttlers  aie  often  ixpofcd  to  great  hard- 
ih'tps  troiTi  the  want  of  an  immediate 
f^fource  for  neceflfary  food,  This  uie- 
ful  grain  grows  in  the  water,  where  it 
In  about  two  feet  deep,  and  where  it 
^nd^  a  rich  muvidy  foil.  The  ftalks  of 
it,  and  the  hTMnchcs  and  ears  that  hear 
the  Itcd,  rcfcmblc  oats  both  in  their  ap* 
pearanqe  and  manrcr  of  growini(.  Tnc 
ilalks  are  full  of  joints,  -nd  tile  more 
tluo  eight  feet  above  the  water.  The 
natives  gati;cr  the  grain  in  the  following 
inanncr  :  nearly  alwut  the  ^imc  that  it 
begins  to  turn  from  its  milky  Itate,  and 
to  ripvn,  they  run  their  ^arioes  into  the 
midft  ot  if.  and  tying  bunches  of  it  to* 
geihor,  juft  h?5ow  the  cars,  with  bark, 
kavc  it  in  thi*  lituaiion  three  or  four 
w^.ks  longer,  till  it  is  pcrtef^ly  ripe.

Culture  would,  no  doubt,  enlarge 
this  grain,  as  it  hath  all  thofe  we  have 
at  prefcnt  in  common  ufe.

He  informs  us,  that  it  u  to  be  found  in 
the  royal  garden  at  Trianon,  and  in  tho 
botanical  garden  at  Upfal  ;  and  ima* 
gines,  it  would  certainly  fucceed  in  mod 
parts  of  Germany,  In  the  Hortut  Ma'- 
lobar icus  a  fpecies  of  ZixMitm.  is  men^ 
tionvd  growing  00  the  dry  land. 

Whether  the  fummer  would  be  warm 
or  long  enough  in  the  Northern  part  of 
Europe  to  bring  this  iort  of  corn  to  per- 
fe£lion«  is  doubtful ;  but  as  a  fubftitute 
for  rice  in  our  lately-atttrnpted  fettle* 
ments  in  the  Southern  hcmilphcre,  where 
the  climate  may  be  too  cold  for  that 
grain,  it  (hould  fecm  to  be  a  very  de- 
ii.abic  acquifition,  and  well  wonh  in- 
troduction, to  fuw  in  the  moralfcs  and 
Aagnated  waters  liiat  always  aiM/Uiid  in 
uninhabited  countries,  and  which  re- 
quire a  greater  number  of  hands  and 
more  Ial>our  todram,  than  new  enablifh* 
ments  can  arVord,  The  Chinefc  indeed, 
who  have  carried  cultivation  and  the 
knowledge  of  vegetables  far  beyond  the 
turopcans,  inHead  of  laying  their  fcoa 
and  Iwamjjs  dry,  convert  them  to  utility 
by  raiiiiig  in  them  eiculent  aquatics. 

Linr^Rus  hath  called  thi!»  plant  Z<aui- 
ma  I  but  what  could  induce  the  cele* 
braied  IwianiQ  to  dcgra(!e  this  highly^ 
bcnchcial  grain  with  the  name  of  that 
pernicious  weed  which  tbe  enemy ^  in  the 
parable,  Jonjo^d  among  the  nvbeat  ivbiU 
meftJlept,i\oei  not  caBly  appear.

it  is  aftonifliing  that  one,  who  ere£ls 
himfelf  into  a  literary  judge  of  the  lite- 
rary merit   of    a  philofbphical  work, 
iiould    thus    arrogantly   pronounce    a 
falfliood.    However  little  he  may  un- 
derhand the  fyftem,  it  is  evident  that 
be  has  perufed  Dr.  C's  treatife  with  the 
utmoft  attention  {  it  is  therefore  unne* 
ceflary  to  inform  him,  that,  in  p.  371 
of  the  (econd  edition,  the  author  has 
particularly  dated  the  principal  objec^ 
tions  of  Mr.  Dc  Luc,  Mr.  Lavoifier, 
and  Mr.  De  La  Place,  and  endeavoured 
to  refute  them.  He  would,  indeed,  have 
•paid  but  a  bad  compliment  to  the  un* 
derftanding  of  his  readers,   if  he  had 
trcfpalfcd  upon  their  time  by  replying 
to  x^eak  and  frivolous  obje^ors*. 

Our  Critic  next  proceeds,  in  the  fame 
flyle,  to  obfcrve,  that  Dr.  C.  employed 
fthermomctrical  fcales,  with  the  fracti- 
ons of  degrees  fo  minutely  divided  upon 
them,  as  to  be  hardly  difcerniblc  by  a 
micTofcope.  For  the  proof  of  this  aner* 
tion  he  refers  us  to  p.  189  of  Dr.  C's 
work,  where  the  author  informs  us, 
that  he  had  employed  a  magniBer,  to 
enable  him  more  diftin^ly  to  mark  rhe 
changes  of  a  variable  temperature.  From 
this  the  Critic,  by  a  very  logical  mode 
of  reafoning,  inters,  that  the  divi- 
Aons  on  the  Icales  were  hardly  difcern.- 
ibie  by  a  microfcope.  There  is  furely 
no  man,  whofe  underllanding  was  not 
warped  by  prejudice,  that  would  draw 
fuch  a  concfuiion  frem  fuch  premifes  f. 
The  Critic  next  directs  our  attention

to  feveral  plain  truths  dated  by  Dr.  C«  $ 
fome  of  which  were  ufed  as  illuftrations, 
and  others  were  employed  as  the  foun* 
dation    of  his    fubfequent    reafoning. 
Thefe  truths  appear  fo  extremely  evi- 
dent, that  the  very  mentioning  them 
excites    the    Critic's    ridicule.        He 
thinks  it  was  altogether  fuperfluous  to 
obfcrve,  that  an  unlimited  quantity  of 
heafr  cannot  be  contained  in  a  finite  bo- 
dy i  and  that  the  quantity  of  heat  ia 
two  pounds  of  water  is  double  of  that 
conuined  in  one  pound  at  the  (ame  tem- 
perature \  and  yet  it  is  remarkable  thac^  * 
by  the  ftatement  he  has  given  of  the 
latter  proportion,  he  has  proved  himfelf 
groflly  ignorant  of  the  firft  ptinciples  of 
the  work  he  has  undertaken  to  criticife« 
By  the  inverted  commas  prefixed  to  the 
palTage,  and  by  the  reference  to  Dr.  C't 
Treatife,  he  wifhes  to  make  it  appear, 
that  the  author  has  afferted,  that  if  one 
pound  of  water  contain   50  degrees  of 
heat,  two  pounds  of  the  fame  water,  at 
the  fame  temperature,  will  contain  too 
degrees.   .The  Critic  has  here  tranf- 
lated  ]^r.  C*s  propofition  into  his  own 
language,  with  a  view  to  render  it  ftill 
more  ielf-evident,   and  to  place  in  a 
clearer  light  to  the  publick  the  folly 
and  abfurdity  of  mentioning  fo  plain  a 
truth.     By  this  tranilation,    he  (hews 
that  he  has  not  yet  learned  todiflinguifli 
between  the  dtgrtes  and  the  qiutntitm  of 
heat  in  bodies.     The  degrees  of  heat  ia 
bodies  exprefs  nothing  more  than  fub- 
divilions  of  temperature ;  and  tempera- 
ture of  heat  refers  folely  to  the  effects 
produced  by  that  principle  on  the  ther- 
mometer.   The  degree  of  heat  mufl, 
therefore,  be  precifely  the  fame  in  all 
bodies  that  have  the  fame  temperature. 
Thus,  if  one  pound  of  water  h^ve  the 
fame  temperature  with  two  pounds  of 
that  fluid,  they  have  exa6lly  the  famt 
numbtr  of  dfgrees  of  hear,  although  it  is 
manifell  that  the  quantity  of  heat  in  the 
latter  mull  be  double  to  that  in  the  for- 
mer.    Notwithftanding  this  inPancc  of 
grofs  ignorance,  the  truth  of  this  pro- 
pofition is  extremely  evident.      Dr.  C's 
work,  however,  will  not  be  ihjjrcd  in 
the  opinion  of  an  enlightened  |  ublick 
by  the  ftatement  of  fuch  plain  and  obvi- 
ous truths  j  for  it  is  well  known,  that 
felf-evidcnt  propofition  $  form  the  bafis 
on  which  the  whole  fupcrilrutlure  of 
human  knowledge  rcfts.

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his  candour  appears  to  peculiar  adraa- 
tagc ;  for,  not  to  mentioii  vague  afler- 
tions.  he  refers  us  to  two  particular 
palTages,  rerpe£ting  which  every  man 
nav  judge  for  himfelf.  From  thcfe 
paflages  he  concludes  that  the  author 
dots  not  know  the  meaning  of  an  ordi- 
ii0le,  nor  the  diflfcrence  between  ton' 
^otrfioH  and  divifiQn  in  geometry.  It  is 
proper  to  inform  the  reader  who  has 
not  feen  Dr.  C*s  work,  that  in  one  of 
his  diagrams  a  drait  line  is  placed  ver*> 
ticallyi  which  is  obvioufly  the  axis  of  a 
curve  ;  that  from  this  (Irait  line  a  num* 
her  of  perpend icularii  are  drawn,  which 
pafs  to  the  curve  itfelf,  and  char  thefe 
perpendiculars  are  named  ordinates. 
What  idea  the  Critic  has  affixed  to 
the  word  ordinate^  I  know  not ;  but  of 
this  I  am  certain,  that  he  is  cither  him^ 
felf  ignorant  of  its  true  meaning,  or  is 
guilty  of  mifrcprefentation.  As  to  the 
fubditution  of  the  word  con/vtrfitm  for 
dtvifiom^  a  man  lefs  difpofed  to  cavil 
would  probably  take  it  for  granted,  that 
h  arofe  either  from  inadvertency,  or 
fiom  an  error  of  the  tranfcriber* 

The  Critic  next  amufes  the  publick 
with  a  particular  ilatcment  of  the  errors 
of'  fome  of  Dr.  C's  experiments.  In 
jullice  to  the  publick,  as  well  as  to  the 
author,  it  is  neceffary  to  oblerve,  this 
pretended  Oatement  contains  a  feries  of 
palpable  falfehoods.  The  Critic  aflerts 
that,  in  the  Aril  edition  of  Dr.  C's  book, 
dephlogiliicatcd  air,  when  raifed  to  loi^, 
was  laid  to  have  communicated  to  wa- 
ter at  51  fix  degrees  of  heat.  This  is 
utterly  falle,  as  any  one  may  perceive 
by  looking  into  the  publicaiii^n  ufclf. 
In  the  experiment  to  which  he  re<'^i:r& 
tte  are  expreiTly  told,  that  the  dcphlo- 
gifticated  air  communicated  only  three 
degrees.  It  is  equally  falfe  that,  in  the 
experiments  which  were  made  fomc 
years  ago  before  Dr.  Price  and  Dr. 
Pricftley,  the  dephlogifticatcd  air  cotii- 
municatcd  10  water  1^15  of  a  degree,  for 
this  was  the  heat  iui^iaried  by  the  ait , 
and  by  the  bladder  in  which  it  was  cun- 
tatncd;  nor  is  it  true  tUa  the  pure  air, 
in  the  experiments  for  determining  its 
capacity,  recited  in  Dr.  C's  late  publi- 
cation, wan  raifed  almofi  to  212,  lor  it 
w;<i  raifed  only  to  i7»»9»  ^^  ^"e  I'uc- 
ceeding  paragraph,  having  expatiated  en 
che  eiiors  of  Dr.  C  s  expeniuenis  for 
determining  the  capacities  of  dcphlogif- 
iic^ttd,  atmoCphencal,  and  fixed  air,  a 
piirag'sph  is  w traduced,  which  the  read-

tioil.  This  paragraph  imports,  that  the 
author  has  ailerted,  that  the  do£lrine  in 
his  Treatife  does  not  depend  upon  th« 
differrtice  of  heat  imparted  by  thefe  airs ^ 
and  that  it  would  be  equally  true,  evea 
fuppoHng  no  fuch  difference  to  exid.  W« 
may  here  perceive  a  manifcft  defign  to 
imprefs  the  readers  with  the  idea,  that 
Dr.  C.  has  affirmed,'  that  his  do£Vriiie 
does  not  depend  upon  the  difference  of 
heat  imparted  by  any  of  theiie  airs,  of 
which  the  Critic  had  been  previoufty 
difcourHng,  that  is,  by  dephlogifticated, 
armofphencal,  or  fixed  air;  whereas,  in 
truths  nothing  like  this  has  ever  been  af- 
ferted  by  Dr.  C.  The  faa  is,  that  the 
author,  in  treating  of  the  capacities  of 
fixed,  inflammable,  and  atmofpherical 
air,  has  faid,  that  if  the  heats  imparted 
by  thefe  thr^t  kinds  of  air  were  pcrfe£lly 
equal,  it  would  not  afifeft  the  do6)rine 
contained  in  the  fupfequcnt  pages  ;  but 
it  is  plain  that  the  Critic,  by  leaving 
out  the  word  ibree,  and  by  changing  tl)e 
conne£lion  of  the  fentencc,  has  entirely 
perverted  the  meaning  of  the  author.  It 
may  be  prefumed  that  the  reader,  who 
hns  perufed  Dr.  C's  book  with  any  de- 
gree of  attention,  will  readily  perceive, 
that  his  do£^rines  do  not  depend  upon 
the  difference  of  the  heats  imparted  by 
common,  fixed,  or  inflamniable  air;  for 
it  is  well  known  that  common  air  confifts 
of  tvNo  dill;in£t  aerial  fltiids,  pure  and 
phlogillicated  air,  that  of  this  compound 
vni\\  it  10  the  pure  part  alone  which  ad-^ 
miniAeis  to  c<«int>uftion,  and  that,  in 
many  phlo<;iftic  proceifes,  pure  air,  by 
its  union  with  the  inflammable  principle, 
is  converted  into  fixed  air.  It  b  there- 
fi>rc  iiecelTij  V,  for  the  proof  of  Dr.  C*« 
tlie<ii  y,  to  (hew  tliat  tlic  {loition  of  the 
atrnolpherical  mals,  which  conitAs  of 
pure  air,  contains  a  greater  quantity  of 
elementary  fiic  than  the  fixed  air  into 
which  it  is  relolvcd  by  combuHion ;  but 
it  is  l>y  no  mtans  necelfary  to  prove  that 
the  whole  mafs  contains  more  elemen- 
tary fire.  Dr.  C.  has  fhcwu  that,  of  the 
two  fluids  which  compote  the  atmofphc- 
ric  mai&,  namely,  pure  and  phlogiflicat^ 
ed  air,  one  has  a  greater  capacity  for 
heat  than  fixed  air,  and  the  other  lefs  } 
and  it  is  eafy  to  Ciinceive,  that  the  rela- 
tive quantities  in  which  thefe  twp  fluids 
exid  in  the  atmoiphere,  may  be  fo  ad- 
julled,  that  the  capacity  or  the  com- 
pound may  be  exadiy  the  iamc  with 
that  of  axed  air.

laws  mav  be  quoted,  or  arguments  in* 
trodvced,  on  tne  ground  of  policy  or 
aocxent  ofage,  he  would  be  bound  t» 
maintain,  that  none  casie  nearer  in  point 
to  the  prei^nt  moment,  tlian  thofe  ad* 
duced  at  the  Revolution,  when  the  greK 
man  and  cbc  gveat  lawyers  of  that  day 
thought  it  thtk  indifpenfable  duty  to 
fup^ly  the  vacant  branch  of  the  Legifla- 
tttre,  before  they  ventured  to  trench  at 
all  on  the  prerogatives  of  Royalty*  Hs 
fpoke  with  admiration  of  the  great  ta* 
lents  of  the  Right  Hon.  Gent^  [Mr. 
Pitt},  wKo  had  brought  forward  the  dif- 
cuflion  ;  but,  notwitbftandkig  his  ex* 
tenfive  knowledge  of  tiie  laws  and  con* 
Oittttion,  his  I»(x>rious  lefearches  inta 
the  hidory  znd  records  of  the  country, 
he  had  not,  in  his  [Mr.  P*s}  opinion^ 
been  able  lo  produce-  one  psecedent  iit 
point,  or  one  well-liounded  argument,  to 
invalidate  the  right  of  the  preftnt  Princo 
of  Wales  ta  be  admitted  by  Parliameoc 
to  the  Regency  of  his  Royal  Fathers 
dominions,  during  his  Majcfly's  inca* 
pacicy  to  govern. 

Mr*  Roilff^  in  fupport  of  the  motion^ 
Nq  nidH^  be  i^id,  bad  a  greater  refpc^ 
for  the  Prince  of  Wales  than  he  bad  { 
but  he  couki  by  no  me»ns  approve  of 
the  Noble  Lord's  idea,  who  r}x>kc  Uft 
but  one,  of  appointing  his  Royal  High- 
nefs  Regent  full,  and  rcftridttng  him 
aficriva).-dk.  He  fpoke  in  high  terms  oF 
the  Righs  Hon.  Gent.  [Mr.  Pitt]  :  ho 
bad  reHored  the  public  credit,  extended 
commei  ce,  and  exalted  our  name  among 
the  nations.  In  his  wifdom  he  truOed. 

The  Aitortifj  Gen*  in  reply  to  Lord 
North,  faid,  it  was  not  meaM  by  the 
refoiution  to  legiflate,  but  to  put  the 
Houfc  in  a  capacity  to  legiftate.  He 
contended,  at  great  length,  from  la^ 
and  legal  analugisrs,  that  no  fbn  could 
hare  aay  hereditary  right  duimg  the 
life  of  his  father,  if  he  thought  there 
wus  a  (ingle  member  in  tli«  Huule  who 
entertained  4  doubt  of  any  ri^ht  attach- 
ing to  the  Heir  Apparent  to  the  Crown, 
to  the  executive  power,  otherwife  than 
by  the  appointment  of  Parliament,  he 
would,  though  he  i^ood  alone,  divide 
the  Houfe  upon  it.  He  infilled  on  com-, 
ing  to  a.deci£on  on  the  ^ucftion  of 
right;  for,  (ince  it  had  been  (lirred  bj 
high  auibority  in  both  Houfes  of  Par- 
liament, it  mu0  be  determined. 

Mr.  fajr  reprobated  the  infidioua 
mode  \u  \vVuc\l  \Vve  "!^\^x  V\^iw.  Gent. 

by  fouAid\u()  iA'vxiko\M\iM\si>  ^^tnax. 
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iftitntionil  qaeftion  on  the  opinion  of 
an  unnuthorifen  indiTiduaL  For  hn  owv 
Mity  of  fo  lirtlt  confequcncc  did  he 
hold  ir»  chnt,  had  not  the  Rii(h(  lton« 
Gent,  and  thoic  wlio  fnppoit  him  chofcn 
IP  go  out  of  tbcir  way  ia  fearch  of  pre* 
cedenu,  and  grounded  argumenti  upon 
tfacni  fo  extremely  futile  and  inappli- 
xable,  he  (hould  have  declined  faying  a 
word  on  the  fubj^^;  but,  fcemg  ih« 
imprefllion  fuch  arguments  are  likely  to 
make  upon  the  committee,  it  was  im« 
poflible  for  ftcfh  and  blood  to  rdifi  the 
temptation  of  refuting  them. 

He  treated  with  fome  degree  of  indigi 
Bant  fevericy  the  abfurdity  of  recurring 
10  times  of  anarchy  and  confufion,  when 
the  nation  was  involved  in  civil  com* 
motions,  to  fearch  for  precedents  to  juf- 
tjfy  thf  prcfene  proceedings. 

7*he  reign  of  Henry  Vi.  was  certain- 
ly the  iT>o(l  unfortunate  fur  the  purpofe 
that  could  have  been  feied^ed  (  a  reign 
In  whichy  tlirough  the  weakneft  of  the 
King,  the  Queen  had  been  futfered  to 
fiiare  in  the  executive  government,  and 
who  by  her  cabals,  and  attachment  to 
her  favourite  minifter  the  Duke  of  Suf* 
folk,  had  brought  forward  thofe  wars 
which  teiminated  in  the  death  of  the 
J^ing,  theciuel  murder  of  the  Heir  Ap- 
parent, and  her  own  imprifonmcnt.  \t 
was  not  a  liule  ftngutar^  he  f'aid,  that 
prguments  iliould  be  urged  m  favour  of 
an  cicf^ive  Regency,  founded  on  prece- 
dents, when  the  Heir  Prdumptivc  was 
ali'«ilhaatcd  for  no  other  cauit,  but  that, 
at  Tome  diilanc  day,  he  might  fuccec(l 
CO  the  throne. 

The  opinion  of  the  Rt.  H.  Gent.  [Mr, 
put]  he  underflood  to  be  prccifcly  this, 
and,  if  wrong,  he  dclired  ro  be  c<>rre£l- 
cd,  that  the  two  Houfes  of  Parliament 
had  a  cl^ar  and  indifputcd  tight  to  ciftCX 
a   Regent  aii  iibiium,  cipher  for  a  year 
or  a  month,  as  they  Should  thiuk  tit, 
but  that  it  would  be  improper  now  lo 
cxcrcilc   it.     This   tjfiods  of  nr^umcnt 
vas   fomething  like  that  adopted  by  a 
very    eminent   lawyer   when  attorney- 
gf  ner^l,  who  had  now  a  lent  in  another 
tflTcmbly  [l-,ord  Thurlow]  on  an  occa-r 
fon  when  he  [Mr.  Fox]  hid  aliened, 
as  his  opinion,  that  the  Pjiilianicnt  of 
tliit  country  had  a  right  to  tax  our  co- 
lonies in  America.     ^*  I  do  not  under- 
Hand,"  laid  the  learned  gentleman,  with 
a  quaintncfs  of  language   )>ecul>ar  to 
himletf,  **  the  meanmg  of  that   right, 
whicbf  the  moment  ii  /scxiftciil'd,  bc- 
€omci  tvrongm " 
Hcrcmdikcd  on  the  extreme  impro- 


trumpeting  forth  their  gratitude  to  tbdf 
Sfyvereignji  as  calling  on  them  to  main^ 
tiin  and  to  fupiwrt  the  do£kriiiet  thcf 
cfpouied  (fee  p.  48)  I  for  bia  own  part« 
though  he  had  been  hog  honoured  wttl% 
the  confidence  of  the  illuftrious  <perlba 
who  was  the  oh]c6t  of  the  prefeot  mo- 
tion, he  /(jtould  never  n>ake  hit  gratii« 
tude  fur  that  conl^enee  a  ground  for 
Uis  public  conduct  either  in  that  houfc 
or  out  of  it. 

The  ad  of  Queen  Anne  for  regulating 
the  fuccelhon  of  the  crown    cipreiilf 
declared,  *''  ihat   it  cannot  be  altered 
but  with  the  confent  of  vlie  ICin^,  Lords^ 
and  Commons."     Rut,  favs  the  Right 
Hon.  Qent.  we  may  eic£r   whom   we 
pleafe   to  the   Regency.     He,   on  th* 
other  hand,  maintained,  that  an  clcc* 
tivc  Regency  was  pregnant  with  as  n-.a- 
ny  dangers  as  an  cle£^ive   monarchy* 
And  it  might  happen  (though  he  hopc4 
in  God  at  a  very  diltant  period)  that 
what  thty  were  now  about  might  in« 
volve    the    naciou    in    much    trouble. 
V/iiat  mull  be  the  Gtuation  of  a  Regent 
cic£lcd  by  the  Houfe  >  He  would  be  a 
mere  phaiuom,  a  creature  of  their  own, 
a  mockei-y,    and    an  infult  on  every 
maxim  of  government,  and,  as  fuch^ 
deth  u£^ivc  of  that  balance  of  power  on 
whKh  the  fabric  of  the  Britifli  conftitu* 
tion  ii  founded,     What  is  the  did'ei- 
encc,  he  would  alk,  between  an  ele£tive 
monarchy   and    an    elective  executive 
^lowcr?  were  the  ufivl  prerogatives  to 
be  abridged  in  the  Regent,  though  the 
Sovereign,  It  was  admitted,  was  inca- 
pable of  exercidng  them  >  Where  xhtt% 
were  they  to  be  lodged  ?  and  what  mul% 
be  the  preamble  of  the  bill,  which,  if 
it  wak  carried,  mufl  follow  it?  **  Where- 
as  his   Royal  HighneCs  the  Prince  of 
Wales  had  not  preferred  any  claim  oC 
rig?it  to  the   Regency  of  this  realm  i 
therefore  it  is  requihte  to  declare  that 
m»  fuch  right  exifted."  And,  from  fuch 
a  m^irked  difrcfpefi  to  his  Royal  High- 
ntls,  the  Right  Hon.  Qei^t.  knew  ihn 
he  could  not  expedt  his  favour. 

The  Aacute  of  Charles  II.  declaref 
pohtively,  chat  the  two  Uoufes  of  Par* 
liainent  cannot  make  laws,  and  that  he 
who  aflvns  the  contrary  l'ubje£ks  himfeif 
to  the  penalty  of  premuuirM*    He  com- 
bated the  arguments  of  the  Attorney  Ge-

adapt  thtm  to  our  native  idiom  and  ar- 
ticulation, and  no  longer  be  content  to 
receive  thtm  prcvioufly  maimed  and 
diftortcd  by  Gailic  pronunciation. 

The  abfurdity  of  feparatingmen  front 
focial  connc6tions,  and  immuring  theni^ 
in  convents,  wds  never  fcft  in  a  flronger 
light  than  in  the  Hiftory  of  the  Prior# 
at  Selborne.  This  priory  was  founded 
in  1232,  by  Pur  re  de  ia  Rocht^  witlr 
ample  endowments,  and  had  originati/ 
a  prior  and  fourteen  canons,  who  be« 
came  very  diifolutc,  and  fquandcred 
their  revenues  in  a  manner  highly  in* 
confident  with  the  intention  of  iheir 
eftabllfliment.  They  fuffered  the  build*, 
ings  to  be  dilapidated ;  alienated  their 
eflatc-«  ;  pawned  their  plate  and  rclick£« 
and  negle£led  to  fill  up  the  vacancies  im 
the  focicty.  At  length  their  irregularis 
ties,  which  might  naturally  be  ekpedled 
in  per  ions  fccluded  from  the  commoa 
intercourle  of  the  world,  and  not  capa- 
ble of  employing  their  time  in  any  m« 
telle£lual  amufement,  loudly  called  om

been  led  to  take  great  pains  on  this  fub-

joint,  a£ting  upon  natural  princij>Jcs;  fo 
that  the  artificial  joint  of  the  knee  bends

kpce.  It  has  likewiic  ihe  adv;inrriec  of 
being  much  lighter  rh^n  tiic  inaciiincs 
of  this  kind  commonly  made. 

A  R T .  U .  A  Cafe  of  Hydropto 'la.  By 
Mr.  J amcs  RuiTel ,  Apoibecarj  in  I  ^ondon . 

This  cafe  being  very  uncommon  and 
curious,  we  ftail  give  it  in  the  authors 
own  words. 

**  On  tlic  I  sth  of  November,  1:87,  about 
eleven  o'clock  in  the  evcuinjr,  I  w;is  dcfircd 
tn  vifit  Francis  SLinicr,  of  Calcic  Street,  Pic- 
cadilly. I  found  him  in  a  flate  of  gieat 
anxiety,  and  extremely  reAlcfi?,  with  a  quick 
and  fmall  pulfb,  and  compbining  of  confulcr- 
able  oppreiiioti  about  tlie  prxcordia. 

•*  TliO  accrnint  the  patient  gave  of  himfelf 
was,  that  he  was  about  fixty  yeai:>  of  age ;

clof*  of  the  year  17S6 :  and  that  fince  that

Ftmfmtt  Funeral  of  Almirat  Crng, 
ON  the  fifth  of  Oeceinber,  Ailmiral  Greig, 
fee  Tol.  iA'III.  p.  1 1 25,  was  intciTcd  with 
great  faiicral  pomp  ac  Revel,  by  order  of 
licr  Iroperinl  Majetiy  of  RuHia.  Some  days 
before  the  proceiVion  took  place,  the  biKly 
lay  in  fbtc,  drelTed  in  the  Admirars  grand 
iinifurm,  having  a  crown  of  latircl  on  its 
head.  Tlie  coffin,  placed  on  fix  mafTy  filvcr 
feet,  was  covered  with  hlack  velvet,  lined 
urith  white  fattin,  and  handles,  fri'iges,  and 
galons,  all  made  of  filver.  Tiie  pillows  for 
his  heaid,  and  for  the  ftate-bcd,  were  of 
white  fattin,  trimmctl  witfi  rich  Moi^d  lace. 
On  each  fide  of  tlie  bed  were  tlirce  tahow- 
rcts  (Ilools),  covered  with  white  fattin, 
richly  trimmed  wiih  frin;|c  and  tufr<:  of;*o)d. 
On  ihcfc  Hools  were  placed  the  Admiral's 
ikaff,  and  tlie  five  ditlerent  ordvi  >  <>t  knif(!it- 
hood  wliich  had  been  contVrred  upon  him. 
{The  enamel  of  on?  of  tlie  points  of  tl?e 
erofs  of  St.  Ge/>rge  had  been  carried  away, 
and  the  point  bent,  by  a  ball  he  received  in 
the  fight  in  the  .Archipel3;;o  witli  the  Turks 
laft  war.)  On  twelve  Ibnds  covereil  with 
black,  and  ornamented  witli  white  crape  and 
iowers,  were  pUced  twelve  lan;e  filver 
candle(l!cks,  with  funeral  wax  tapers.  The 
three  fl.igs  of  tiie  dcceafed  were  hung  at  tlie 
bead  of  the  bed  ;  two  ortioeis  of  the  Sate 
Major,  .ind  fix  Capu^iu^  (u'lhe  marine,  wlvo 
Vfen  .dcenutcly  relieved,  attended  at  the 
fides  of  the  bed,  and  two  Lien'.enanls.  guard- 
ed the  door  of  the  hail,  and  lub-officers  from 
tlicnce  quite  to  the  door  of  tlje  court ;  alfo  a 
number  of  private  ctntineis. 

The  prcxrellion  was  anfiverabl^,  in  every 
rtipcil,  to  the  grandeur  of  tl'.e  above  fo- 
lemnity.  The  bt)Jy  w;.s  dr.'.wo  by  fix 
horics,  prOjOerly  derorattM  and  artended,  and 
pLiCcd  in  a  tomb  prepared  on  purp  >fe  in  the 
cathedml  of  Revel,  amidft  a  triple  diicliargc 
of  all  the  troop'j  and  canrun  from  tlie  ram- 
part*, tog'-thcr  witli  t!io''c  of  the  flc2t. — 
Such  hgnours  wcry  never  before  paid  to  any 
aaval  cunnnander  in  Ruilia. 


Statiof  the  apfmrs  abroad. 

Tliough  the  carnage  of  war  fccjms  for  rhe 
prefent  to  be  fufjicnJcd,  the  preparations  for 
renewing  it  are  cvciy  where  revived. 

On  the  20th  pu(l,  hi?  SwcdiOi  Miijedy 
liad  a  me'etln.;  w.ili  tb.c  ma^idratcs,  and  50 
Antients  of  Uie  citizens  at.  the  Tuvvn-liall  ;n 
Stockholm,  in  which  they  niutu^dly  agreed 
to  defend  the  State  at^intl  the  aL:acks  uf  the 
common  enemy.  The  above  parries  have 
never  before  met,  fince  the  time  of  the  me- 
morable revulution  about  16  ycar>  ago,  in 
that  country. 

In  confeqnence  of  the  above  meeting,  tlie 
preparations  for  war  have  attained  frefh  vi- 
gouTi  and  a  courier  ha.^  been  fent  to  Coocn* 
t^agen*  wiih  letters  addrdfeti  inimediatciy  t» 
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his  Daniih  Majef^y,  which  caufed  a  vifible 
commotion  at  ciiat  Couit. 

In  the  mean  time,  M.  dc  Kalitchoff,  the 
Ruiiian  Minifter  at  the  ILip^ue,  having  do- 
raanJed  of  the  States  General,  if  they  had 
aurhurifed  Mr.  Edioit,  the  Biitifh  Minifter 
at  Copenhagen,  to  ufc  tlu^ats  wl^en  he  ad* 
drelTed  the  Prince  of  Hclle,  Comniandor  of 
the  auxiliary  troops  of  Denmark,  is  faid  to 
have,  received  for  anfwer,  that  tlieir  Iligli 
iMightinclfes  intention  in  offering  their  medi- 
ation to  the  Euiprefs  and  to  the  King  o£ 
Sweden,  wa.s  friendly,  and  made  only  with 
a  view  to  accelerate  the  ncgociation  for 
peace,  as  much  as  it  could  depend  upon  their 
efforts ;  and  that  pofi:ivc  orders  had  becii 
given  to  the  Dutch  Minifter  (the  Karon  de 
Nagcl)  at  the  Court  of  L'4iJor.,  to  compl.iia 
if  the  Bhtilh  minifter  lud  exceeded  his 
comm  flion  :  upon  the  whole,  there  is  little 
doubt  of  the  war  being  prafecutod  with  vi* 
gour  in  this  q\wrter,'the  moment  the  tcrni 
of  the  truce  is  expired. 

Tlic  conqueft  of  Ockzakow,  by  the  fa- 
cridce  of  only  i  i,cco  men,  has  been  reprc- 
fenrcd  fo  g'orhus  for. the  Rullians,  th:tt  her 
Imperial  Majefty  is  bvying  tioaps  through* 
out  her  immenfe  empire,  m  order  to  cany 
on  lier  ravages  againit  wlutover  power  ftiall 
dare  to  oppofe  the  pmgrefs  of  her  arms* 
Higlily  inccnfed  againft  the  Polilh  republick^ 
(he  has  ventured  to  quarter  troops  in  one 
pait  of  the  PoUih  territories,  ami  to  excite 
difturbances  in  anoilier. 

In  the  mean  time  his  Prullian  Majafty^ 
whofe  coffers  are  full,  and  whole  troops  aie 
in  the  beft  condition,  ufcs  every  incitcmenC 
to  cnfpirit  the  Polandcr^  to  roule  from  their 
lethargy,  and  by  their  exertions  feize  the  op- 
poitiuuty  which  now  oifer<  to  rocover  their 
freedom,  and  once  more  affume  thsir  raulc 
in  the  general  fyftem  of  turope. 

The  Emi^ior,  perha|>s  a  little  piqued 
at  the  unoxj)Cc1cd  fucoefs  of  the  Rmiian 
General  Puteinkin,  wiiom  lie  had  h-.;ld  ch-iap 
as  a  warrior,  has  notwithrt.-ndiig  beea 
obliged  to  tempvrize,  and  to  fend  a  deputa- 
tion to  Pctf I  ib';urg,  to  congratulate  her  Im- 
perial Mnjefly  on  the  important  conqueft  o£ 
OckzaKow;  and  even  to  invite  the  gfcat 
officers  of  ftate  and  of  war  to  a  grand  mu* 
fical  concert  on  the  occa.^ion  in  which  tho 
portrait  of  the  Emprels  was  expofed  to  pub- 
lic view,  crowned  w:th  green  burels,  and 
illuminated  wi:li  great  tafte  and  magnifi- 
cence. The  neKt  day  Te  Oeuni  was  fucg» 
and  every  outward  demonftration  of  joy  was 
exhibited,  though  its  fincerity  was  nut  with* 
out  fiifpicion.  Be  that  as  it  may,  his  Im- 
perial Majefty  is  inc(ur.kitly  employed  ia 
devifing  the  means  of  opening  the  enfuing 
campaigo  early,  with  tlw  wliole  force  of  hia 
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FHOM  THE  LoKDOV  GaZKTTZ. 

Mmdridy  Jan.  20.  Tlie  Kiiig  of  Spain 
was  prociaimccl  in  this  capital  ou'Satui-day 
the  17th  inft.  with  atl  cuftonuiry  ceremonies. 
The  Conile  0.c  Akcmira,  as  Alfa^ez-Major 
of  Madrid,  ht^re  tlie  Royal  Staiu^ard,  and 
u'as  accompanied  in  the  prt'CclTiou  hy  a  great 
number  of  grandees  or  hoifcs  vciy  ricIJy  ca- 
parifoned,  and  ;dro  by  ttie  CorregiiUiTy  AU 
|rua/il5y  Herald*iy  .ind  others.  I'he  proda- 
niation  was  rc|)e:ircd  in  different  parts  of  ttie 
city  ;  and  filver  and  gold  coins,  prepared  for 
the  occafum,  were  thrown  by  il^e  Heralds 
jimortg  the  people.  The  firft  proclamation 
was  made  in  the  great  f«}uare,  in  front  of  the 
palace.  Their  Catholic k  Majeftics  were 
)>rcfcnt,  feated  in  a  b;dcony,  aitd  attended 
by  the  anibainidors  and  other  foreign  mini- 
fler^,  and  by  tlie  princip.d  ^dicers  of  ilate.

It  may  be  proper  to  inform  the  public, 
that  this  Academy  confiils  of  two  fchcols  ; 
one  for  Greek  and  Latin,  where  the  flu- 
dents  of  the  higheit  dafs  are  alfo  to  be  in- 
ftnidled  i.i  Logic,  and  in  natural  and  moral 
Philofophy:  The  other .  fchool  is  for  Eng- 
lifh,  Writing,  Arithmetic,  Geometry,  and 
the  pratlicsl  bianchcs  of  the  tMathcmaticks, 
fuch  as  N'r-vigation,  Surveying,  ace.  Each 
fchool  has  a  mailer  or  tutor ;  and  the  mailer 
of  the  Latin  fchool  is  to  have  the  fupcrin- 
icndcncy  c;f  the  whole,  and  adl  as  prelident. 

No  boys  are  to  be  admitted  into  the  Latin 
fchool  until  they  begin  tiie  Latin  gram- 
mar ;  nor  into  the  Englifh  fchool  until  they 
can  rend  and  write  j  nor  into  cither  under  the 
age  of  eight  years.

In  the  Houfe  of  Commons  the  addre&'tvas 
moved  for  V)y  Ld  Kilwarlin,  when  Mr.  Grat* 
tin  propofed  an  amendment,  to  which  the 
Houfe  agreed,  and  the  aildrefs,  fo  amended^ 
was  ordereil  to  he  prefented. 

Feb,  7.  Went  up  with  their  addreiTes  to 
the  Lord  Lieutenant,  who  returned  fmoere 
thanks. 

Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  prefled  the 
bufmefs  preparatory  to  the  paHiugthe  mobey 
bills  J  as  a  precedent,  he  inftancedthe  Refto* 
ration  Parhament  of  Ch.  1 1 .  Iiaving  fent  to  call 
the  king  back  to  his  throne,  they  inftantl^ 
proceeded  to  bufmefs.  On  the  29th  of  Ma^f 
he  arrived  at  Whitehall— the  money  bills 
were  ready — three  days  after  twe  of  them 
were  read,  and  received  the  royal  affent. 

Mr.  Gruttan.  Refpe(fl  to  his  Majelly, 
refpedt  to  the  great  perfon  they  all  looked 
up  to  for  Regent,  Ihonid  prevent  them  from 
letting  any  inferior  ohjeft  ocaipy  their  de- 
liberations till  the  3d  eltate  was  compleat. 

Attorney  GentraL  A  new  idea  this^-to 
fuffier  government  to  be  diffolvcd — tJie  army 
to  be  difbanded — the  public  creditors  to  re 
main  unpaid — out  ef  refpefl  to  the  king  and 
the  heir  apparent  1  lf^\yman  of  prufellion 
would  venture  to  affcrt  that  the  prefent  allem- 
bly  was  not  a  perfe(5lly  legal  Houfe  of  Peers, 
he  would  ihdce  his  cliaradter  as  a  lawyer,  that 
he  would  force  that  man  to  give  up^his  ctia-^ 
radler,  or  lus  atfcrtion.  This  brought  on  a 
long  debate. 

Mr.  Gratt  in  carried  his  point,  the  bufi- 
nefs  of  fupply  was  put  off  till  the  i2th^  'and 
the  houfe  adjourned  to  the  r  ith. 

Wednefilay  the  i  ith  the  houfe  met  in  com- 
mittee— the  Right  Hon.  T .  Connlly  moved, 
**  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Committee, 
that  an  humble  .iddrefs  be  prefented  to  his 
Royal  Highnefs  the  Prince  of  Walesi  hum- 
bly to  requcft  his  Ro;  al  Highnefs  to  take  uj  - 
on  himfelftliegovemmenrof  this  realm,  dur- 
ing the  continuation  of  his  Majefty's  indif- 
pofition,  and  no  longer,  under  the  (lyle  and 
title  of  Prince  Regent,  in  the  name  and  (lead 
of  Lis  Majelly  to  excrcife  and  adminiiier,  ac- 
cording to  the  laws  and  conftitution  of  this 
kingdom,  all  legal  powers,  jurifdi6tions,  and 
prerogatives,  to  the  crown  and  government 
thereof  belonging."  After  a  hnig  debate,  this 
motion  was  carried  without  a  divifion. 

A  like  addrefs,  but  more  full,  was 
moved,  on  Monday  the  20th,  in  the  Houfe 
of  Lords ;  and  carried  by  a  majority  of  nine- 
teen. A  proteft,  however,  was  entered 
againft  it  by  feveuteen  Lords;  andwhcn^the 
two  houfes  w.iiied  on  tlie  Lord  Lieutenant 
to  tranfmit  their  aildrefre«,  as  ufual,  to  Eng-

And  I  Ihall  take  the  liberty  of  offering 
a  few  remarkf  on  each,  a«  referable  10 
the  Infirmary  at  MancheRer. 

I.  fnlitatiet.  Adequate  Aippliei  of 
frifi  air  are  cHentiaJ  to  iti  fiirtljt  but 
the  limpiraluri  of  it  muA  alfo  be  re- 
garded. Kith  a  view  toyoialrirtr.  For 
cold  i»  not  only  ungrateful  to  the  feel- 
ingi  of  the  fick,  commonly  very  acute, 
but,  in  many  direafec,  11  injuriouj  by 
ill  redaiive  aaion,  and  11  hai  often  bccB 
fufpeaed  of  giving  energy  to  infefiion. 
The  ventilation  too  fbauld  be  accom* 
plilbed  withouiany  current  of  ivind,  per* 
cepiihleaileafl  by  the  patieniii  far,igno. 
rant  of  the  nature  and  effefll  of  conta- 
gion, they  have  no  apprehenfioDt  of  dan- 
ger from  li,  but  have  firong  prejudice* 
againft  a  flow  of  cool  ait,  efpeciallr 
when  in  Led  or  aflcep.  Th«fe  preju- 
dicei,  if  they  are  to  be  deemed  fuib, 
claim  not  only  tenderner*,  but  indul- 
gence !  for,  ihouijh  filonced  by  autho. 
rity,  they  will  operate  fecrelly  and  for- 
cibly on  the  mind,  by  creating  foar, 
anxiety,  and  watchfulntft.

infirmnry,   appear  to  be  of  infuflRcicnt 
dim^nfioiis  to  produce  a  due  degree  of 
warmth  tothepatienis  who  are  at  a  confi- 
de rablediliance  from  the  fire.  Yet,  to  fuch 
who  are  near  it,  the  heat  is  at  prcfcnt, 
perhaps,  incommodious  and   unwhole- 
fomc.     A  frame  of  wood,  lined  with 
tin,  like  a  Jcirchen-hafter,  iUouId  there- 
fore be  placed  on  each  fide  of  ttie  chim- 
ney,   which   would   refleft  warmth  on 
the  patients  remote  from,  and  be  a  de- 
fence to  thofc  who  arc  contiguous  to  it. 
The    draught    through    the    chimney 
V^ould  alfo  be    tlius  greatly   increafed, 
and   the  air  of   the  chamber  rendered 
more  falubrious,  both  with  rcfpc6t  to 
purity  and  temperature. 

Near  the  fire  there  is  a  confiant  flow 
lipwards  of  rarened  hot  air,  which  is 
accumulated  near  the  cicling.  A  fupply 
offrcib-air,  therefore,  from  the  outTide 
of  the  building,  and  from  the  galleries, 
might  be  conveyed  to  each  fide  of  the 
chitpney,  through  pipes  opening  about 
two  Icct  below  tht  top  of  the  room,  by 
which  the  air  would  be  wariped  with- 
out contaminaLion,  and  retain  fufficient 
fpetific  gravity  to  defcend.  Thefc  pipes 
might  be  carried  from  the  chimney, 
plon^  the  cicling,  to  its  tenter,  by 
whiph  the  waiiij  and  frefli  air  would  be 
inore  equally  d;ffufed  through  the  whole 
chimbtr. 

All  the  ralhcs  Qiould  be  made  to  fllde 
downwards,  that,  accoiding  to  the  fea- 
fon  uf  I  he  year,  more  or  Ids  air  may  be 
admitttd  into  the  chambers  of  the  fick. 
Jjocks  or  bolls  ihould  be  contrived  for 
the  opening  of  the  faflies,  that  the 
nurfes  or  the  patients  may  not  have  it 
in  their  j  o.vcr  to  clofe  them  when  fuck 
yent'latioQ  is  deemed  necclVary,  In  cold 
leather,  a  thin  board,  of  the  length  of 
the  window,  and  floping  '  upwards, 
^ould  be  fixed  at  the  top  of  the  falh 
frame,  {o  as  to  diref^  the  air  which  en- 
ters towards  the  cieling.  A  portion  of 
^ach  trar.lom  window,  at  the  back  of 
the  inhrmary,'  may  be  hung  on  a  fwi- 
vel,  with  the  fdmc  precautions,  as  to  its 
pperiu're,  which  have  been  recommend- 
ed lor  the  fafhcs.  The  admilTion  of 
|iir|  by  openinjji  in  the  architraves  of 
the  doors,  or  in  the  doors  thentfclvcs, 
is  an  iiiiprover^tnt  adopted  in  leveralof 
^he  wards,  and  fhould  be  extended  to 
all  of  ihep.  And,  -41  their  fuppiiei  of 
fiir  mull  be  deiived  from  the  galleries 
of  the  hofj-»iial,  care  fiiould  be  taken 
;hac  they  are  perfectly  well  ventilated.

John  Pringlc,  would  be  advifcablc.— 
•*  By  them,"  fays  he,  **  we  might  hope 
for  a  ihorougli  purification  of  the  air  in 
every  ward ;  and  working  them  might 
be  a  good  exercife  for  the  convalcf- 
cents." 

2,  Cleanlinefs.  The  matron  of  the 
houfe  (hould  be  ftri£lly  enjoined  to  at- 
tend to  the  frequent  renewal  and  airing 
of  the  bcd-cloaths,  and  to  the  wafliing 
of  the  blankets,  quilts,  &c.  fince  thefe, 
being  of  a  foft  and  porous  texture,  are 
difpofed  to  imbibe  and  to  retain  putrid 
and  contagious  effluvia. 

Scouring  the  chamber- floors  at  fea» 
fonabie  times  is  indifpenfably  neceflary. 
Yet,  as  the  damp  exhalations  they  oc- 
cafion  may,  in  (bme  cafes,  be  injuri- 
rious,  hot  water  with  foap-lyes  Ihould 
be  employed  to  expedite  the  operation, 
to  render  it  more  complete,  and.to  di- 
minifii  the  generation  of  cold. 

Dry- rubbing,  tvitb  farul^  is  a  prac- 
tice which  (hould  be  forbiddeil.  It 
fouls  the  furniture,  diftra6^s  the  patients 
with  noile,  offends  the  lungs  by  the 
duft  it  raifes,  and  may  give  difienfioft 
and  activity  to  many  morbific  particles. 
All  the  wards  and  the  galleries  ihould 
be  white-wafiieJ  annuallv,  and  oftener 
wh^n  malignant  diftempcrs  have  pre- 
vailed. *  The  frame- work  of  the  beds 
fliould,  at  the  fame  time,  be  well 
fcoured.  It  would  be  an  ex  pence  aUo, 
fully  compcnfated  by  its  benefits,  if  the 
flock-beds  were  on  fuch  occafions  re- 
moved, 

3 .  TA/  numbtry  fiate,  and  accommoda-' 
tion  of  the  patients.  The  contamination 
of  the  air  arifcs  chiefly  from  the  crowd- 
ing too  many  fick  perfons  together  in 
one  chamber.  Sir  John  Pringle  lays  it 
down  as  a  rule  in  the  eflablilhment  of 
military  hofpitals,  "  to  admit  fo  few  in- 
valids mto  each  ward,  that  a  perfon, 
unacquainted  with  the  danger  of  bad 
air,  might  imagine  there  was  room  to 
take  in  double  or  triple  the  number." 
If  the  dimenfions  of  our  infirmary,  and 
the  preifing  claims  for  admilfion  into  it, 
be  infurmountable  obflacles  to  the  adop- 
tion of  this  irule,  permit  me,  however, 
to  fuggeft  the  propriety  of  making  a  di- 
vifion  in  all  the  larger  wards.  Additi- 
onal fides  would  thus  be  formed,  which 
would  afford  a  more  favourable  pofitioQ 
for  the  beds,  by  feparating  them  from 
each  o;hcr.  Ventilarion  would  be  in- 
creafed by  the  conftru6tion  of  new  fire- 
places, &Ct  and  the  temperature  of  the 
air  would  be  rendered  much  more  equal, 
comfortablci  and  falubrious.

Previous  to  his  inirodu£tion  into  the 
?albot  family.  I  now  fit  down  to  give 
yoD  the  bed  information  I  can  relative . 
IQ  the  fubjeA  of  your  enquiry  (and  1 
Mieve^  without  vanity,  1  can  fay,  you 
will. receive  better  frcm  no  man);  and 
this  letter  (hall  be  dire£^ed  to  the  printer 
of  the  Gentleman's  Magazine,  as  I  know 
no  other  addrefs  to  you  but  to  Mr.  J.  D, 
]Frocefter. 

Bifbop  Rundle  was  a  very  intimate 
fi'iend  of  my  father's,  with  whom  he 
Icept  a  conftant  correfpondcnce  to  the 
time  of  his  death,  which  happened  in 
<743j  and  my  father  furvived  him  about 
^hree  years.  1  have  a  great  number  of 
the  Bifliop's  letters  now  by  me,  which 
1  value  exceedingly,  and  often  read 
with  great  pleafurCi  I  pcrfe£Hy  well 
remember  the  Bifliop,  and  have  often 
Decn  with  him  at  my  good  friend's,  Mr, 
John  Talbot  (the  father  of  the  prefent 
Earl  Talbot),  with  whom  he  always 
jived  when  he  came  to  England,  and 
ivhom  he  made  his  executor.  I  was 
then,  a  boy,  and  frequently  made  one 
of  Mr,  Talbot's  family  during  my  ho- 
iidavs.  Mr.  Talbot  vvas  the  third  fon 
of  the  Chancellor.  Edward,  the  eide^V, 
1  with  whom  Thomfon  the  poet  travelled, 
djcd  young.  William,  the  late  Earl 
Talbot,  was  the  fecond  fon,  and  fuc- 
fpedcd  his  fither  in  his  honours. 

Bitfiop  Rundle  was  born  in  thd  parifli 
oi  Milton  Abbot,  near  the  town  of  Ta- 
yiftock,  in  this  county.  His  father  was 
a  reputable  fanner.  He  was  educated 
at  Exerer  fchool,  unrler  Mr.  Jolin  Rey« 
Holds  (uncle  to  Sir  J"ft)ua  Reynolds), 
>vho  \yas  n>allcr  of  the  free-fchool  liiere 
y^iih  g:reat  icputation  for  pjiany  years, 
^nd  whoCe  early  carp  of  hi.-n  the  Bilhop 
\  often  graufuliy  mentioned  in  his  letters 
IP  my  father.

father,  Bifliop  Talbot,  which  was  the 
foundation  of  his  future  fortune.  Hit 
friend,  *Mr.  Edward  Talbot,  died  iii 
X720  ^  but  Mr.  Rundle  was  then  well 
eflabliflied  in  the  family.  On  the  death 
of  the  Bifhop  of  Durham,  Mr.  Rundle 
fpent  mofl  or  his  time  with  his  fon,  who 
was  fuccelfively  folicitor-general  and 
lord  chancellor,  who  zealoufly  fupport* 
ed  him  with  his,  intcrel^  when,  by  the 
powerful  interference  of  Bifliop  Gibfon, 
he  was  prevented  from  fuccceding  to 
the  fee  of  Glouceftcr,  which  was  then 
given  to  Dr»  Martin  Benfon,  who  had 
alfo  been  chaplain  to  Bifliop  Talbot^ 
and  was  the  intimate  friend  both  of  Dr. 
Rundle  and  my  father.  Not  loiig  af- 
ter, Dr.  Rundle  was  promoted  to  the 
fee  of  Dcrry. 

I  alfo  well  remember  Mrs.  Sandys  of 
Miferden  (whofe  correipondence  with 
Bifliop  Rundle  you  are  about  to  pub* 
lifli);  1  have  often  feen  her,  wheir  I 
was  a  boy,  with  Bifliop  Benfon  and  the 
late  Abp.  Seeker,  then  Bp.  of  Oxford. 

My  father's  early  and  intimate  ac* 
quaintance  with  the  Talbot  family  in- 
troduced me,  at  a  very  early  period  of 
mv  life,  to  the  valuable  chara6\ers  I 
have  mentioned  above;  and  there,  is 
nothing  I  reflcft  on  with  more  pleafure, 
than  that  I  haye  been  known  to,  and 
beloved  by,  them.  I  have  written  this 
letter  in  hafle$  but  it  has  brought  to 
my  mind  many  a  plealing  fad  remem- 
brance of  thofe  early  days  of  mine,  ma- 
ny of  which  were  fpent  with  thofe  cx- 
ccllept  men,  either  in  the  Talbot  fami- 
ly, or  with  Bifliop  Seeker  atCuddcfden. 

I  ath  glad  to  Bnd  fome  of  Bp.  Run- 
die's  letters  are  about  to  be  pubiiflied, 
and  I  ihall  have  great  pleafure  in  read- 
ing them :  whatever  he  wrote,  came 
from  the  heart.

breathed  bis  lad,  was  bung  on  one  of

'  died :  his  bowels  were  burnt,  and  hit 
body  being  divided  into  four  parts,  the 
quarters  were  fent,  ift  terrorem,  to  4citics. 
Thi&  evidently  anlwcis  10  •ur  hanging, 
draiMfing^  and  quarteriMgy  and  has  the 
intention  of  exhibiting  a  tc  ruble  IpcMa- 
c!c  to  the  people,  jul^  a»  our  hanging  a 
dead  body  in  irons  u  meant  to  do.  But 
it  vwi  ie's  much,  you  t>blcrve,  from  giJi- 
bcttng;  the  gibbet  in  tiiis  Cdi'e,  as  in  the 
two  former,  I'erviiv^  only  as  a  commoo 
gallows,  to  deprive  liic  p<i«ty  of  life. 

Matthew  Pa ii3,  A*  I).  '2;!6,  p.  432, 
fpeaking  c>f  the  execution  of  two  inefl, 
fays,  •*  paratiim  ex  horribik  [read  pn^ 
ratum  K^  hornbiUI  patibulum  Londoniis 
quod  vulgus  gibttum  appcllai."  One 
of  them,  after  be  *was  dead^  was  hung 
upon  Sigibbeif  and  the  other  was  gib- 
betcct  alive,  to  jperiOi,  a^  we  may  liip* 
pofe,  both  by  pain  and  hunger.  Tliefe 
cafes  fecro  to  come  up  fully  to  tire  point 
in  luind,  as  the  body  of  the  fird  was  put 
upon  the  gibbet  when  dead,  iu  ordei  to 
he  a  permanent  fpcdack  of  terror ;  and 
the  other  was  not  to  die,  as  probably 
being  the  mod  guilty,  by  the  mere  and 
fimplc  aft  of  fulpenii«»n,  but  by  a  more 
J/ngc^in^,  cruel,  and  terrible  kind  of 
eff-aiii.    It  is  rcmarksiblc  chat  the  UUi«* 


rian  ufes  the  word  birrihUi  oa  the  oeca* 
(ion,  \yhich  he  forbore  to  do  in  his  two 
former  indances,  as  if  he  intended  to 
exprtfs  fomething  here  of  a  nature  un* 
commonly  ihockmg  and  terrifying. 

The  word  gibbet.  Sir,  I  have  obferved 
above,  is  French  as  well  as  Engliih) 
and  therefore  it  may  be  proper  to  en« 
quire  how  matters  were  carried,  in  re- 
fpeft  to  the  gibbet,  in  France.  Now  in 

Matthew  Paris,  A-  D.  1248,  p.  747,, 
the  King  of  France  ordered  all  clippers 
of  the  coin,  patibulis  laqueatos,  *veftt$ 
preEfcntari,  that  is,  to  be  hanged,  and 
then  expofed  to  the  wind ;  whichf 
though  irons  be  not  mentioned,  appears 
to  be  the,  very  thing  we  English  do  now, 
and  to  have  the  fame  intention. 

Du  Frelne  cites  thefe  words  from  the 
Chronicon  Flandrias,  c.  86:  "Et  le 
feit  le  Roy  Phillipe  decoler  a  Paris  fur 
un  cfchaflfant,  et  feit  le  corps  pendre  au 
giber  de  Montfaucon."  There  were  (\x 
kings  of  France,  of  the  name  of  Philip, 
and  the  laft  of  them  reigned  from  A.D« 
1328  to  A.  D.  1350;  but  the  paflagt 
may  leLte  to  oue  of  the  former,  and 
probably  does. 

It  appears,  upon  the  whole,  that  gib* 
beting  was  ufcd  in  this  country  as  early 
as  A.  D.  1236,  in  the  rtign  of  King 
Henry  III,  and  that  in  all  probability 
we  derived  the  cuQom  from  our  neigh- 
bours the  French.         Sam.  Pbgge.

This  gunpowder  Priedlcy,  through  your 
indolence  and  inattention,  can  Icarcely 
dadi  now,  cv^njemei  in  anno.  You  ought 
to  dep  forth  out  ot  charity  ;  becaufe 
the  Doflor  announces,  if  you  do  nor, 
his  intention  of  giving  dre  at  the  whole 
Bench.

The  Weftera 
world  prefeQted  htm  with  an  inexbauftr 
ibie  variety  offubjedb;  and  the  frequency 
of  his  dehneations  fo  improved  his  hand, 
jthat,  aiDong  thofe  fpecimens  he  left  be* 
hind  hiip,  were  not  a  few  which  have 
been  pronounced,  by  good  judges,  equal 
to  the  works  of  prpfelTcd  draugliifmtn.

attachment  in  his  friendihtps  \  a  behavi- 
our perfe^ty  inoffcnfive,  an  integriijr 
that  notlung  could  corrupt )  a  rigid  ad- 
herence to  truth,  and  fur  a  pliancy  and 
vivacity  of  temper  which  rendered  hin> 
acceptable  to  all  companies.  His  only 
blcQii(h,  in  Ihort,  was  a  cenain  thought* 
Icfs  improvidence,  tp  whofe  afcendancy 
it  is  to  Ue  imputed,  tharxhe  pubHck  hat 
never  profired  by  his  botanical  remarks^ 
which  were  always  haftily  fcribbled,  in 
a  hand  almoft  illegible,  upon  the  firft 
fcraps  of  paper  he  ceold  meet  with  t 
theie,  blurrtd  and  blotted,  anc}  foir.e- 
timcs  foiled  with  dirt,  were  promtfcu* 
oufly  thrown  together,  from  which  cauff 
the  greater  part  of  them  have  been  irre- 
trievably loit.

iK>ttt  blood,  and  aoo  as  the  entire  quan- 
bty  contained  in  bodies  at  the  tommon 
temperature  of  ^lie  atmofphere,  and  that, 
in  the  coorfe  of  his  fubfequent  enquiries. 
lie  had  dccefled  miflakes,  which  obliged 
liim  to  chanee  the  number  130  and  aoo 
for  1580  and  1 500.  This  is  anotiter  at- 
tertipt  to  miilead ;  for  Dr.  C.  did  not  af- 
lerl  \A  the  firtt  edition  of  his  work,  that 
venous  blood  contained  only  130  degrees

temperature  of  the  atmofphere  contained 
only  too.  He  expreHly  fayt  on  the  con- 
trary* in  p.  4  of  that  edition,  that,  al« 
though  about  aoo  below  the  common 
temperature  of  the  air  wai  the  greatef^ 
degree  of  cold  ever  obferved  in  nature, 
yet  we  had  no  reafon  to  believe  that  the

nSragts  in  fome  of  the  fubfcquent  parts

emblems  of  antiquity  through  the  de- 
predations of  time,  and  to  refcue  the 
monuments  of  erents,  tranfmitted  to  us 
only  by  the  pen  of  hiAory,  from  the  ir- 
retrievable diadet  of  oblivion,  from  the 
deftru^^ion  of  ignorance,  and  the  mif- 
apprehenfioh  of  theories.  We  are  pleafed, 
however,  with  the  idea,  that  late  as  the 
prefent  generation  is  fuppofed  to  exift  in 
the  annals  of  time,  and  in  the  age  of 
mankind,  fome  relicks  of  ancient  bra- 
very and  invention  are  yet  preferved,  un- 
dillurbed,  or  at  leaft  uninjured  by  plun- 
der or  rapacity. 

We  naturally,  in  the  ftudy  of  anti- 
quity, dired  our  refearches  to  that 
branch  of  it  which  ^  to  be  difcovered 
in  our  own  country.  Although  we  read 
of  Egyptian  pyramids,  of  Grecian  fta- 
tues,  or  Roman  edifices,  and  all  that  has 
exerted  the  pen  of  hiAory  in  its  defcrip-  . 
tion  of  the  works  of  ages  however  re- 
mote, and  which  have  moAIy  fubmitted 
to  the  ruinous  de{lru6l(on  of  time»  they 
can  only  roufe  our  admiration  and  ado- 
niibment ;  yet  we  inveOigate,  with  a  more 
intuitive  obfervation  and  attentive  delight, 
what  remains  of  antiquity  in  our  own 
country,  be  it  ever  fo  indi{lin£i;  we  ex- 
plore it  with  a  more  ardent  eagernefs,  we 
feel  an  impulfe  of  ungovernable  anxiety 
to  delineate  every  fingle  vedige  of  pro- 
bability, and  multiply  them  by  our  emo- 
tions into  obje£^s  wliich  perhaps  were 
bevond  a  poflibility  of  exigence.  Cer- 
tainly, however,  that  <eflimonv  h  not  to 
be  reje6^cd,  which  is  authenticated  by 
uncontradi6led,  as  well  as  ocular  evi- 
dence. An  hiflorian  may  perhaps  de- 
termine the  event  of  an  a*Slion,  though 
he  undoubtedly  tranfmits  his  work  to 
poHerity  from  oral  authority,  as  accom- 
plifhed  in  one  particular  place ;  it  may 
be  eiilier  contradi6led  or  differently  ap- 
propriated by  another  {  and  both  may 
llrongly  and  clearly  be  euilty  ef  mis- 
information, from  the  evidence  of  local 
'  tradition  t  ev^n  that  too  may  be  quef- 
tioned,  where  it  is  not  fupported  by  the 
exiftence  of  the  very  remains  which  fig- 
nalized  the  a£lion. 

'We  are  infatuated  with  a  love  of  arms, 
and  animated  at  the  thought  of  encount- 
ering difficulties,   as  we  tread  that  fpot 
which  terminated  the  contention  of  York 
and  Lancafler ;  Bofworth  Field  is  exag- 
gerated with  all  its    glories,    like  the 
battles  of  Philippi  or   A^ium,  and  we 
sre  tempted  to  defy,  with  the  frbwn  of 
phUofophy,    the  probability  of  danger. 
Occurrcaccs  of  later  periods,    however 

us  or  memorsiblc,  agiuce  our  fancy 

J2c  phreazy  of  applaufe  and  adinw 


ratien.  We  cwen  glow  with  iiDabibO|( 
ardour  at  the  (ight  of  a  cloifter  invented 
by  Inigo  Jones  i  and  are  loft  in  the  ex* 
aniinaiion  of  a  pi£lure  from  the  band  of 
Sir  Godfrey  Kneller.  Can  this  be  an- 
tiquity, in  comparifon  with  thofe  tranf* 
anions  which  nrft  rendered  the  name  of 
Britain  formidable  to  the  mod  powerful 
dominions  in  Europe ;  or  with  tnatfmgle 
effort  of  Roman  iagacity  and  fortitude, 
in  the  difcovery  and  capture  of  the  ifland  } 
Is  the  fpur  of  Oliver  Cromwell  to  be  re* 
verenced  before  the  table  of  Kin?  AU 
fred  ?— The  inquiry  and  regfird  of  truth 
will  fometimes  add  to  the  value  of  that 
information,  from  which  fource  we  re- 
ceive much  in{lru6lion.  That  the  fecond 
vifit  of  Casfar  to  this  ifland  was  the 
caufe  of  all  its  future  greatnefs,  and  con« 
fequently  of  its  fuperioruy  in  national 
profperity  over  its  neighbouring  coun- 
tries, needs  no  energy  of  perfuafion  to 
convince  your  readers.  The  memory, 
therefore,  of  that  event  deferves^o  be 
cherilhed  ;  and  the  dignity  of  the  a^ion 
for  ever  prefe|j|fed  in  the  minds  of  Bri- 
tons. The  preparations  of  the  iflanders,  to 
defend  themfelves  from  the  depredations 
of  Caefar,  yet  remain  almoft  in  their 
perfe£l  ftate.  I  allude  to  the  piles  of 
chefnut  wood  driven  into  the  bottom  of 
the  Thames,  to  prevent  the  paifage  of 
Caefar  ♦.  This  has  been  faithfully  de- 
livered to  us  in  his  own  words  (De  Bell. 
Gall.  1.  5.  c.  it.)  to  which  I  refer  the 
reader.  Camden  feems  fond  of  his  re- 
mark, by  faying  ht  was  the  firll  topo- 
grapher who  diAin^uiihed  the  real  fpot 
where  thefe  flakes  lay  ;  that  they  are  now 
to  be  feen  in  the  parifli  of  Shepcrton, 
Middlefex  is  beyond  the  probability  of  a 
doubt  I  and  that  they  are  the  identical 
flakes,  is  undeniable  g  becaufe  it  is  about 
eighty  miles  from  the  Tea,  as  Cxfarhim- 
felf  alTerts ;  and  becaufe  his  camp  was 
n6t  a  mile  from  that  point  of  the  Thames, 
upon  a  neighbouring  hill,  well-known 
by  the  name  of  St.  George's  Hill.  The 
remains  of  the  camp  may  be  vifibly  traced, 
the  circumference  and  fpace  of  it  exa£lly 
concurring  with  his  own  defcription. 
What  confirms  this  is,  workmen  at  dif- 
ferent times  have  dug  up  broken  frag- 
ments of  weapons.  Upon  the  rebuilding 
Walton- Bridge,  two  years  fioce,  they 
found  feveral  very  valuable  articles  ^ 
among  the  reft,  a  perfe£t  fpear,  with  the 
name  Julius  C^far  indented  legibly  in 
Roman  characters.  Thefe  were  felefled 
with  (ome  care  by  the  foregoan  of  the 
bnAg|e«  atkd  >Mt.t«  iilvtrMv^\  ^«\d  foe 
VcT^.  tT\N\i\  \>Mtv%.

tp  be  to  the  Suut^  of  the  Zenith,  and 
probably    nearly  perpendicular  at   the 
other  end  of  the  town.     If  it  had  not 
jbecfn   fnow,  we  doubtlefs  ihould   have 
Jliid  a  much  louder  report  of  the  thun- 
der,   for  the  dilchar^e    of  a  common 
piece  is  much  diminiflied  in  fnow.

ceiTcd  from  Henry  VII 1.  as  an  honora- 
ry gratuity  for  his  valour  at  the  liege  of 
Boulogne.  It  wars  one  of  the  gates  of 
that  town;  compofed  of  wood,  with 
traufverfe  bracers,  wcU  (ludded  with 
iron  nails,  and  a  fmali  wicket-door  con- 
iie£ted  to  it.  When  I  faw  it,  it  (lood 
in  the  coa^h-houfe,  hy  the  Hde  of  the 
tattered  remains  of  the  body  of  a  very 
otd  family  coa(.h. 

This  Sir  William  Hardrcs,  it  (hould 
leem  from  the  archives  of  titat  family, 
bad  received  from  King  Henry  the  do- 
mains on  which  the  man  lion  was  ere6)cd 
in  tefiimonv  of  his  i'ervices,  perhaps  at 
the  above  uege,  which  had  continued  in 
fiscceilion  to  the  heirs  of  that  family  un- 
till  the  time  when  1  vifited  it ;  which 
happened  to  be  at  the  critical  time, 
wh«n  all  the  old  and  original  furniture, 
confiding  of  pifVures,  chnirs,  bed-tteads, 
books,  &c.  were  parceled  out  for  an  auc- 
tion— the  Gali  of  Boulogne  was  alio  to 
be  included  in  the  (ale;  but  by  whom  it 
ivas  purchafed,  or  where  it  is  dcpolited, 
I  am  now  left  to  hnd  out. 

A*  one  of  youi  correfpondenis  ap- 
pears to  be  at  a  lofs  to  account  for  the 
origin  of  the  fign  of  the  BuU  and  Gate ; 
it  is  probable  that  he  vvill  now  perceive 
that  the  modern  lign  is  a  I'uhar  etymen 
of  the  Boulogne  Gat£,  above  dc- 
fcribed;  which,  having  ferved  to  com- 
memorate an  atbon  which  King  Henry 
Vlli.  icemed  by  hiftory  to  have  taken 
lome  pains  to  accomplilh,  and  therefore 
leudered  po]«lar,  was  made  the  fubje^l 
of  a  fign.  Thus  the  ^uii  and  Mouth  is 
a  vulgar  corruption  of  the  Boulogne 
Mouth,  or  the  entrance  into  the  har- 
bour of  Boulogne.  In  like  manner,  the 
celebrated  corruption  of  a  fign  at  CheU 
ica,  near  the  water- fide,  which  fhbuld  re- 
prefent  a  groupe  of  Bacchanals  dancings 
and  now  ridiculoufly  metamorphofed 
into  the  Bag  of  Nails.  —  Query 
v^  he  nee  the  origin  of  t  he  Hole  in  the  IVall? 

If  theie  kind  of  curious  enquiries  en- 
gage the  attention  of  your  correfpon- 
dcnts*,  it  may  not  be  unacceptable  per- 
liaps  to  fuggcil  a  hint  for  the  origin  of 
the  fign  of  the  Brtir  and  Ragged-ffaff.

It  is  not  improbable,  therefore,  that 
the  (ign  of  the  Rag^ed'JiaJf  derived  iu 
origin  from  the  arms  ot  the  Earl' of 
Warwick,  who  was  eternized  in  the  dif- 
pute  of  the  houfes  of  York  and  Lancaf- 
ter.  The  bear  prefixed  to  it  is  doubtleis 
of  the  fame  kind  of  origin ;  but  as  I 
have  no  book  of  Heraldry  immediately 
at  hand  to  turn  to  for  the  application  oif 
a  device  to  any  of  the  Earl's  followers  ; 
I  ihall  leave  this  inveftigation  for  the 
attention  of  any  other  curious  corre* 
fpondent  in  thefe  kind  of  refearches.

Heaven,  three  days  after  her  interment, 
4s  the  Roman  Catholics  affirm  ;  the  fef- 
tival  in  commemoration  of  which  event 
is  celebrated  by  that  Church  on  the  15th 
of  Augufi,  and  now  called  the  AiTump- 
tion  («cc  p.  217.) 

That  enthufiaiiic  legendarift,  Riba- 
denaira,  gives  a  full  and  very  curious 
account,  in  treating  upon  this  feaft,  of 
the  death,  refurre£tion,and  afcenfion  of 
the  Virgin.

**  I  praie  you  geeve  me  leave  to  impart  unto  you  my  greefe  that  my  fo  remote  dwellja^ 
depriveth  roe  of  your  fweet  and  refpef^ed  Anti^uarum  fociecy,  into  which  your  kindn'eft 
towaides  me,  and  grace  with  them,  made  me  an  entrance,  and  unto  which  (^notwithflaod- 
mg  fo  long  difcontinuance)  my  longing  deiire  layeth  a  contynual  clayme.  1  heard  by  my 
biTther,  chat,  in  the  late  Queene's  tyme*  it  was  lykelie  to  have  receired  an  edabliihroenft 
jDd  extraordynarie  favour  from  fundrie  great  perfMuages,  and  methinkes  tliat,  ysider  fil 
learned  a  king,  this  plant  IhouU  ratlier  grow  to  his  full  iieight,  than  quailie  in  the  fpQng  s 
k  imports  do  little  difgrace  to  our  nation,  that  others  have  fo  manye  academyes,  and  we 
jwoe  at  aU,  eipeciidly  feeing  we  want  not  choice  wyttes,  every  way  matchahle  with  tbeiri» 
both  for  number  and  fufhciency.  Such  a  work  is  worthy  of  your  folicitation  and  indevooTy 
and  you  owe  it  to  your  own  fame  and  ttie  goo<1  of  your  country.     But  of  this  enough.

To  give  aifent  in  his  Majefty's  name, 
by  a  commiflion,  as  if  he  were  dill  ca« 
pable  of  governing,  would  be  a  mean 
fraud,  a  low  forgery,  incondftent  with 
the  true  maxims  of  the  con(iitution.  He 
defied  any  gentleman  of  the  law  to  pro- 
duce a  lingle  ioftance  of  fuch  an  undue 
exertion  of  power.  It  ought  to  be  a 
man,  a  living  man,  that  Ihould  iland  in 
the  place  of  the  Monarch,  not  an  idol 
of  date.  If  any  fuch  puppet,  anj  /uch 
idol  ihould  be  fet  up,  faid  Mr.  B.  I 
difclaim  all  allegiance,  1  renounce  all 
obedience  and  loyalty  to  a  king  fo  cho- 
feii,  and  a  crown  fo  formed.  [A  great 
cry  of  hear!  hear!  hear!]

cult,  and,  in  many  cafei,  conjefluralt 
but  thii  it  no  reafoti  for  not  attempting 
the  exptanaiion.  The  author  coquiret, 
when  pofilive  ptoofi  appear  of  the 
foul's  being  united  with  the  body;  iia 
gradual  progrelt  in  acquiring  ideas  bjr 
the  (ionics,  ti  the  body  increafes  in 
liic  and  flreogth,  and  as  the  mind  ia 
exercifed.  li  i>  explained,  why  forae 
men  become  I'uperlor  lo  others  m  ibcir 
tntelleflual  faculiiti.  "  Tho  fouVTayi 
the  author,  *'  eniert  the  hndy-  wiih  the' 
"  firftbreath.anddeiwrciw(,ththelaft." 
Thefe  fubjeas  are  iliumioated  with  un- 
common erudiiioH,  and  often  in  a  man- 
ner  enlireiy  new.

From  thefe  extremes  of  national  cha- 
ya£iery  the  author  concludes,  that  a  dif- 
ferent treatment  is  necelTary  for  thofe 
oppofite  conftltutions.  This  idea  he 
•pplies  4n  every  part  of  iiis  work,  and 
in  every  difcafe;  for  he  will  not  allow, 
that  two  perfonsy  Ubourinj;  under  the 
fiime  fymptomsy  with  oppolite  conliitu- 
tions,  (hould  be  treated  exadly  in  the 
ihe  fame  manner.  The  learned  author 
ibcws  himfelf  an  enemy  to  all  narrow 
medical  fyftems,  and  fully  proves  their 
incongruityy  even  to  common  fenfe.  In 
ibme  parts,  he  feems  to  lament,  the  op- 
pofition  which  all  improvers  and  im- 
provements meet  from  intfj^  SMii§limcef 
mnd  sgMwroMig :  thefe  he  con hders  fworn 
enemies  to  every  fpecies  of  induflry,  or 
»ew  difcovchcs.  Amongft  the  difkreat 
parts  of  the  work  are  anecdotes  of  Me/' 
mtr  and  mMgniti/m,  of  various  forts  of 
impoftors  and  impoiitions  in  medicine, 
and  foroe  are  treated  with  great  feverity 
or  pleafantry.  Duplicity  and  artihce 
be  hates  and  defpifes;  credulity  and 
folly  he  thinks  merits  pity;  but  injufttce 
teceives  no  quarter;  as  appears  in  an 
anecdote  of  the  famous  couit  phyfician. 
Van  Swieten.  He  earneftly  recommends 
Karroooy  and  iiberality  amongO  the 
prii6^itioners  of  this  humane  and  ho- 
nourable profeffion. 

In  the  treatife  of  fuicide  is  an  anec- 
dote of  M.  de  Voltaire,  whom  the  au- 
thor met  fome  years  ago  at  Paris,  which 
is  as  follows.  *^  An  £nglifli  gentleman 
**  of  fortune  had  been  Gtttng  many 
*'  hours  with  this  great  wit  andcenfurer 
**  of  human  character.  They  difcourfcd 
**  chiefly  on  the  depravity  of  human 
**  nature,  on  tyranny  and  opprefTion 
**  of  princes,  poverty,  misfortunes,  &c. 
*'  They  worked  up  each  other  to  fuch  a 
**  pitch  of  imaginary  evils,  that  ihcy 
«<  propofed  to  commie  fuicide  the  next 
*'  morning  togtilicr.  The  Englifhman 
•'  arofe,  and  ex|>c£led  M.  dc  Voltaire  to 
**  perform  his  prumifc;  to  whom  this 
.  •*  genius  replied  :  *  Ab*  Monjiiur,  par^ 
*■  aontitx  mot,  j  ai  bien  dormt^  mon  iave- 
**  ment  a  bitn  o^et\  et  te  foleil  efi^  tout  a 
**jMt,  clair  aujoitfu  hut\**  The  treaiife 
on  fuicide,  though  (hort,  contains  the 
mod  perfualive  arguments  againf>  the 
comniiinun  of  the  crime;  it  is  clearly 
proved  contrary  to  divine,  human,  or 
political  laws,  and  on  no  conlidcration 
juHiiiabte. 
After  the  frightful  account  of  infa- 
piijr,  (he  rcddci*i  mind  is  greatly  ic- 


lieved  by  a  ferici  of  pDrxoas  and  aiw 
cietot  letters;  which  certainly  contain 
the  true  fpirit  of  the  Greek,  originals 
the  author  has  remarkably  well  acouit- 
ted  himfelf  in  the  tranflation.  The 
expraliions  of  j;rief  on  the  fuppofed  mm 
fimiijof  Democritus  are  fo  fmcerely  and 
lamentably  depi£led;  that  thofe  who 
read  them  without  the  molt  tender  emo- 
tions, at  this  awful  period,  muft  be  de- 
void of  thofe  fine  feelings,  which  are  the 
greatell  ornaments  of  human  chara£ter. 

'<  One  of  the  moft  ancient  and  moil  cu- 
rkHis  anecdotes  concerning  madnefs  is  amonjii: 
the  works  of  Hippocrates,  who  was  called 
by  the  Abderites  to-  come  to  Abdera  to  cure 
Democritus  of  infenity.  The  embalTy  and 
epiftles  on  this  famous  occafion  denHNiflrate 
the  origin  cf  the  dodliiiie  of  madnefs,  as 
anfins  from  bUek  biie  or  mtUncbdy^  M'hich 
opinion  prevailed  for  above  2000  years. 

The  moft  confiderablc  circumftaiKe  con* 
ceming  Democritus  is,  the  dille^on  of  ani- 
mals, to  diiipover  tlM  caufe  of  madnefs.  His 
countrymen,  obferving  him  to  purfue  tliefe 
kind  cf  Ihidies,  which  were  .very  extraorJi- 
i:ary  in  thofe  ages ;  retiring  and  living  ia 
(iepulchrcs ;  engaged  in  the  deepeft  contem- 
plation ;  ttiey.  concluded,  he  was  in  a  fla^'Q 
of  melancholy  madnefs.  Tliis  is  no  luicom- 
mon  compliment  to  all  men  of  extraordinaiy 
gen* us,  or  u  ho  poflefj  an  elevation  of  fenti- 
ment  above  tlie  generality  of  cotempora- 
ries. — Democritus  continually  Lmglnng,  oq 
all  occafions,  whether  feiious  or  mirthful, 
confinned  their  fufpicions  For  ihis  rcafon, 
they  fent  Amelefagoras,  one  of  th:ir  chief 
citizens,  to  Hippocrates,  that  moft  emiiienL 
phyfician  at  Cos,  with  the  fubfequi.nt  epiftle^ 

^  The  Senate  and  People  of  Abdera  to  Hip- 
pocrates. Health. 
''  Onr  city,  Hippocrates,  is  in  very  great 
danger,  togetlier  with  that  peribn,  who,  we 
hoped,  would  ever  have  been  its  greateft 
ornament.  Bnt  now  (O  ye  godsQ  it  is 
much  feared,  that  we  (hall  only  be  capable 
of  envying  others,  fmce  he,  who  through 
extraordinary  ftudy  and  learning,  elevated 
the  city,  is  fallen  fick :  fo  that  it  is  much  ap- 
prehended, if  Drmocritvis  become  mad,  onr 
city  Abdera  will  be  defolate :  for,  wholly 
forgetting  himicH,  watching  day  and  niglit, 
laughing  nt  all  tilings,  fmall  and  great,  and 
efteeming  them  as  nothing;  he  occupies^ 
after  this  manner,  his  whole  hfe.

**  The  Court-do  therefore  order  and  do 
cree,  that  the  faid  Andrew  Robinfon  Bowes 
and  I^dy  Strathmore  be  divorceti,  and  live 
feparatc  from  each  other :  but  that  nekber 
of  the  panics  marry  during  the  natural  life- 
of  the  other  of  them." 

The  re-hearing  of  the  caufe  between  the 
fame  parties,  rcf|>cdling  the  right  of  Lady 
Sirathrtiore  to  tlie  cflates  of  her  ancedors 
under  a  private  deed  of  fettlcment  made  pre- 
vious to  her  nuiTiage  with  Mr. Bowes,  camo 
on,  ;:nJ  was  determined  by  the  Lord  Clian- 
cellor  at  Lincoln's  Inn  Hall. 

The  Counfel  for  Lady  Stratfimore,  with 
'  infinite  ability,  fupported  the  former  decree 
pronounced  in  favour  of  her  Ladyihip  by 
Mr.  Juftice  Buller.

The  fettiers  wer^  then  told,  that  nothing 
CDoId  draw  thefe  laws  into  exercife,  but  their 
own  demerits ;  and  as  it  was  then  iii  their 
power  to  atone  to  their  country  for  all  the 
wrongs  done  at  home,  no  other  admonitions 
than  thofe  which  their  own  confciences  weidd 
4liAate,  it  was  hoped,  would  be  necefTary  to 
4S§t^  their  happinefs  and  prof^^rity  in  their 
new  countny. 

But  fuch  is  the  inveteracy  of  vice,  that 
neither  lenient  meafnres,  nor  fevere  whip- 
ping, operated  to  prevent  theft ;  ^  rigorous 
sneafines  were  therefore  adopted,  and  after 
a  formal  trial  in  the  Criming  Ccniit,  two 
•nien  were  hung  in  one  day,  and  foon  after 
two  ethers  fufki-ed  in  like  way. 

It  is  here  ncceffary  to  obfervc,  that  while 
tfie  fqnadron  were  under  way  ft*om  Botany 
£ay  to  Jackfon's  Port,  two  ftrange  fail  ap- 
ptareiH  wito  their  'hulls  juft  in  view ;  and 
ibon  after  Governor  Phillips  had  landed  in 
Sydney's  Cove,  he  was  waited  upon  by  a 
party  bearing  a  French  flag. — ^Thefo  (hips 
wovBd  to  be  two  French  frigates,  which 
failed  from  Europe  in  Auguil  1785,  under 
tho  command  of  Monf.  La  Perieux,  on  a  voy- 
age of  difcoveries  to  the  South  S^.  They 
were  in  fome  dilh^s  for  ftores  and  provi- 
sions, but  the  Governor  could  not  contiibute 
nmch  to  their  relief  However,  they  ro- 
oiained  five  weeks  in  Botany  Bay,  and  dur^ 
ing  that  time  vifits  were  continually  and  re- 
ctptacally  made,  as  the  diftanoe  from  that 
jdaee  to  Sidney's  Cove  was  but  ten  milts 
McroCs  ttw  iMod. 
The  coavi6ts,  during  this  interval,  were 
•mpJoyed  la  cuuiag  wood  £or  icfkoes^  and  U» 


ckXIbA  provender  forthe  cattle aad  fiioep^  at 
the  foil  prodnced  very  indiffBrenC  pafknre,  at* 
though  it  was  in  the  midffle  of  the  New  Hq^ 
landers  fommer.  An  averfion  to  labourt 
however,  induced  foroe  of  the  new  fettlert 
to  proje^  an  efcape  for  Europe,  on  boanl  oC 
the  Franch  (hips ;  thefe  t^orts  were,  how- 
ever, in  a  meafure  ft*uftrated;'tbe  officers  of 
the  French  ihips  would  not  hearken  to  my 
propofals  except  thofe  made  by  the  £ur;  for 
it  was  difcovered  two  days  aftier  Monf.  La 
Perieux  had  failed,  that  two  women  were 
mifling.  We  mult  not  omit  faying,  that 
Mpnf.  Perieux  loft  two  boats  crews  in  a 
ftorm,  and  that  he  related  he  had  fourteen 
of  his  people  murdered  at  Navigator's  liland. 

The  natives  killed  three  of  our  men  in  the 
woods,  two  of  whom  were  gathering  bufhes 
for  thatching ;  but  they  did  not  eat  them,  at 
their  bodies  were  reflored,  and  buried.  Af- 
ter this  hoftility,  they  became  very  fliy, 
and  did  not  for  fome  time  approach  t^e 
colony.

In  the  ciofe  of  a  fyilematic 
Preface  to  his  cranflation  in  rhyme,  men- 
tioned above,  appears  a  phantom  of  im* 
potfd  perfection,  to  which  he  has  mofl 
ma^.plicably  given  mj  name.  Mr.  Wef* 
ton  is  a  heing  whofe  prejudices  are  at 
Arong  at  his  talents.  In  ihis  Ame  Pre- 
£ice,  he  accufes  Pope  of  havini?  meanly 
inflHtnced  K\^  friends  to  exalt  his  compo- 
fitions  above  their  juA  lev^I,  for  the  pur- 
fott  of  lowering  Dryden's,  and  tearing 
the  laurcU  from  his  brow.  I  believe 
Pope  injured  by  this  accufation  ;  and  I 
am  afraid  that  my  acquaintance  with  Mr, 
W.  and  the  hyf^rb^U  of  his  encomium, 
ihould  fubje^  mt  to  a  fimilar  imputa- 
tton,  and  induce  many  to  believe  that  the 
general  aflcrtions  of  that  Prcfice  have 
my  concurrence. 

Hence  it  is  that  I  wiHi  you  would  al- 
low a  place  in  your  Magazine  to  the  en- 
futn^  ftri£^ures.  In  combat  with  the 
opinions  of  a  man  I  efleeun,  to  whom  I 
am  obliged,  they  were  drawn  from  me 
by  jealoufy,  "  even  to  a  Roman  (Irid- 
nefs,"  for  the  poetic  glory  of  the  lad 
half'century.

In  this^  in  every  age,  fince  firft  the 
lifht  of  Poefy  dawned,  there  have  been 
finy  pretenders  to  its  infpirations  for  one 
tliat  has  been  really  infpired ;  but  no 
perfon  in  their  fcnies  will  affirm,  that 
the  poetic  character  of  any  period  takes 
\\%  colour  fiom  the  pottafiert  who  infed 
St.  Mr.  W.  catinot  be  fo  abfurd  as  to

NEAR    AlDGATE. 

THIS  veftige  of  Gotliic  arcliireflure 
is  beneath  the  houfc  ot  Mi.  Relph, 
llie  South-call  corner  of  Lcadcnha!!- 
^h^ecty  And  fcrves  to  (bcw  to  what  a  pro- 
^digious  height  that  part  of  the  city  has 
l>6eD  raifed  iince 'the  foundation  ot  this 
•ftru^turcy  the  floor  of  which  was  cvi- 
^otly  00  a  level  with  the  coinmon  wav. 
The  chapel  coofifts  of  pillars  and  arches 
in  beauuful  preferration,  and  is  fup- 
pofed  to  have  been  built  by  Norman,  the 
rrior  of  St.  Catharine  of  the  Holy  Trinity, 
next  Aldgate,  about  the  year  1108.  It 
has  two  ailcs,  and  the  keys  of  the  arches 
are  fculptured  with  well-executed  maiks, 
&c.  At  the  extremity  arc  dill  to  be  fcen 
the  iron  hinges  on  which  the  cafcmsnts 
turned. 

The  gentleman  who  pofTefTes  this  ve- 
nerable remain  informed  me,  the  ailes 
have  been  filled  near  fix  feet  within  his 
time,  and  the  ear.h  now  reaches  within 
two  feet  of  the  capitals  of  the  pillars, 
which  are  judged  to  be  buried  at  leaQ  16 
feet,  as  may  be  fecn  from  the  annexed 
engraving.     (Stetlate  I) 

The  length  of  the  chapel  from  North 
to  South  (cantrary  to  our  mode  of  build- 
ing facred  edifices)  is  48  feet,  and  from 
£4(1  to  Wcfl  16  feet;  the  walls  arc  of 
fquare  pieces  of  chalk,  in  the  manner  of 
Rocheder  caftle,  and  the  arches  of  flone, 
exhilMiiog  as  (kilful  mafonry  ai  any  thing 
'in  this  age  of  refinement. 

It  we  allow  10  feet  for  the  prcfent  in- 
ternal aUitude,  and  16  for  the  parts  of 
the  fhafcs  buried,  we  may  with  truth 
conclude  the  flreet  pavement  to  be,  at 
leafl,  26  feet  higher  in  that  ficuation  than 
it  could  have  been  at  the  foundation  of 
this  beautiful  chapel.  Investigator.

IT  has  always  been  the  cafe,  in  every 
civil  government,  that  there  was  a 
particular  religion    eHabliflied   by   the 
laws  of  the  land,  which  was  more  fa- 
voured than  any  other;  and  the  mo- 
Barch,  or  iupreme  ruler,    always  pro* 
felTed  that  religion  which  was  (o  eila* 
bliflied.    This    has    been   founded   in 
good  policy,  or  elfe  it  would  not  uni- 
Terfally  prevail.     Different  fe£bries  in 
religion   have   been  more  tolerated   in 
this  country  than  in  any  other;  but  the 
human  mind  is  never  content  with  what 
it  poflefl'es,  and  is  continually  afpxring 
to  fomething  not  within  its  reach.     It 
is  proper  this  propensity  fliould  be  gra* 
titled  fo  far  as  it  does  not  interfere  with 
the  fafety  of  the  State.     The  DiflieDters 
have  already  been  tolerated  in  the  ex* 
ercife  of  their  religious  worihip;   and 
they  are  likewile  in  every  infiance  pro- 
te£tt:d  by  the  laws  of  this  kingdom  as 
much  as  the  Proteftants ;  and  yet  they 
are  not  content  without  enjoying  the 
emoluments  of  places  under  Govern- 
ment  \  for  it  can  only  be  with  a  merce- 
nary view  that  they  wiih  to  aboliih  the 
Tcft  AQi :  and  whether  is  it  better  to 
indulge  the  ambition  of  a  few  enthufi- 
ads,  or  endanger  the  government  of  the 
nation  ?  It  would  certainly  be  highly 
impolitic  to  try  the  experiment,  and  the 
coti/cffucncet  would  be  felt  by  every  m- 
diridiutl  in  the  courfc  of  lialf  a  century*. 
2d  the  fuppoGtion  is  probable,  that 


we  might  have  in  a  ibort  time  a  bench 
of  Catholic  or  CalviniA  bilhops,  and, 
perhaps,  a  miniAry  of  the  fame  perfua- 
fion  :  who  would  not  then  iliudder  for 
the  fate  of  the  Proteftant  religion  !  But 
God  forbid  this  ibould  ever  happen  !

If  the  prectpi«« 
tate  be  mixed  with  charcoal- du0,  aod 
expofed  in  a  retort  to  a  flrong  heat,  cbe 
lead  will  be  revived,  and  the  ackl  d 
fluor,  which  was  united  to  it,  will  paft 
into  the  receiver  poiTeifed  of  all  its  ufual 
properties.  This  feems  to  be  an  inge* 
nious  and  unanfwerable  proof  of  its  elE*  - 
iAence. 

He  obferved,  that  no  pyroptiorus  can 
be  made  without  an  alkali  be  prefent ; 
and  the  reafon.  whv  it  can  be  prepared 
of  alum  and  coal,  is,  that  the  common 
alum  always  contains  a  little  alkali^ 
which  is  added  in  order  to  make  it  chry^ 
flail ize  {  for  if  this  be  ftparated  from  it^ 
no  pyrophorus  can  be  procured  from  ir^ 
His  laft  diflerution  was  his  very  valu« 
able  obfervations  on  the  acid  of  the  galU 
nut.  Ehrhart,  one  of  Scheele's  mod 
intimate  friends,  afTerts,  that  he  wae  « 
the  difcoverer  of  both  of  the  acids  of 
fugar  and  tartar.  We  are  alfo  indebted 
to  him  for  that  mafl.er-piece  of  chemical 
decoropofition,  the  feparation  of  the 
acid  ^  of  phofphorus  from  bones.  This 
appears  /rom  a  letter  which  Scheele 
wrote  to  Gahn,  who  has  generally  had 
the  reputation  of  this  great  difcovery. 

We  may  flamp  the  chara£ler  of 
Scheele  as  a  philofopher  from  his  many 
and  important  difcoveries.  What  con- 
cerns him  as  a  man  we  are  informed  of 
by  his  friends,  who  afRrm,  that  his  mo., 
ral  chara£^ei^  was  irrc^proachable.  Fiom 
his  outward  appearance,  you  would  not» 
at  fiifl  fight,  have  judged  him  to  be  a 
man  of  extraordinary  abilities;  but  there 
was  a  quicknefs  in  his  eye,  which,  toaa 
accurate  obfcrver,  would  point  out  the 
penetration  of  his  mind.  He  mixed  but 
little  with  the  crowd  of  common  ac* 
quaintance  ;  for  this  he  had  neither 
time  nor  inclination,  as,  when  his  pro-* 
felfion  permitted  him,  he  was  for  the 
moft  pait  employed  in  his  experimental

ble  myfelf  very  little  about  noble  rela^ 
tions,  either  on  mv*  father  or  on  mf 
mother's  fide,  for  mt  was  as  nearly  re* 
lated  to  the  late  Earl  of  Orrery  i  and 
with  Ulyifes  I  can  truly  fay,  Kix  em 
nqftra  voco.

THE   Forms   of   Government, 

AND  THE  Duties  of  Kings. 

By  the  late  King  of  Prussia. 

Senty  in  1781,  to  bis  Secretary  ofState, 

DE  Hertzberg,  hul  ivritten  in 

1776,  or  1777,  as  appears  from 

his  Letters  /o  Voltaire. 

*'  Laws  teach  men  to  prefer  the  general  good 

to  the  intereft  of  individuals." 

THIS  great  truth,  to  do  unto  others 
what  we  would  thev  (hould  do  un- 
to  us,  is  the  foundation  of  law,  and  of 
fociety;  from  thence  fprings  the  love  of 
our  country,  confidered  as  the  afylum 
of  our  own  happinefs.  But  as  laws 
could  not  be  fupported  or  executed 
-without  fomebody  to  watch  over  them 
conllantly,  this  gave  rile  to  mngiilrateA* 
chofen  by  the  people,  and  iubmittcd  to 
by  them.  This  was  the  true  origin  of 
fovereignty.  The  magiilrate  is  the  firft 
fervant  of  the  State.  Some  thought 
that  the  greateft  political  happinefs  was 
to  be  found  in  being  ruled  by  wife  and 
good  men.  Hence  aiufe  arillocracies. 
Others  preferred  an  oligarchy.  Athen^, 
and  the  greater  part  of  the  Greek  re-

cxpcA,  if  the  Hoal'e  of  Comtnoai 
Ibould  not  prefer  the  true  inlcteft  of 
the  nation  to  that  vi!e  ei>rrupiiomvhieh 
dcbafes  it.  Ai  to  the  monarchical 
form,  we  have  fcen  many  difleient  fpe- 
cici ;  the  true  monarchiea!  form  of  go- 
verhmcnt  is  either  the  beft  or  ihc  tvorft 
of  all,  according  as  it  isadtiiniSered. 

We  hue  alteidy  remarked,  that  r.iio- 
kind  hli  only  conterred  [H'e-cmincncc  on 
one  of  their  own  fp:cics  on  account  of 
the  Cervices  they  expefl  from  him.  Thcfe 
Gonfift  in  mainraining  jullice  and  the 
\tvn,  in  counteraAing  the  corruption  of 
manneri,  in  defending  the  State  ag>in(l 
ill  enemies.  The  htli  magintite  ought 
to  hive  a  conftant  attention  to  agricul- 
ture, 10  promote  plenty,  to  encouiage 
indultty  and  commerce.  He  a  like  a 
permanent  centtnel,  whofe  duty  It  is  to 
watch  DTCT  his  neighbouts,  and  the  con- 
duA  of  thofe  who  are,  or  may  be,  enc 
nie*  to  the  State.  It  is  expefied  of  htm, 
that  his  forefrghc  and  prudence  Ihould 
form  cunr.caioni,  and  choofe  allie!^,  moll 
conduaiire  to  the  intcrcrti  of  his  people.

fcft  and  the  aide  fccncry  (»f  Nature  inbound- 
Jefs  variety,  and  which  are  much  admired  by 
^l  ilrangcrs  of  talle  and  judgement. 

Of  the  river  Foith,  ai\d  its  beautiful  banks, 
juftly  efteemcd  the  glory  of  Scotland,  the 
pn)pofcd  views  will  include  a  confiderable 
part,  from  the  Ocean  to  the  neighbourhood 
of  Stirling,  an  extent  of  more  than  50  nules. 

The  cntiancc  into  tlic  Forth,  upon  the 
Konh-eaft,  is  diftinguilhed  by  the  Ifle  of 
Mny,  whidi  is  three  miles  in  circumference; 
anil  the  entrance  upon  the  South-eafl,  by  the 
Bafs,  a  rock  of  cM)e  mile  in  circumference, 
\vhich  rifcs  boldly  from  the  fea  to  the  hcigljt 
<if  400  fe^t,  moflly  pei'pendicubr.  The 
Forth,  immediately  within  thefe  iflands,  is 
ni:as  miles  wide ;  it  oi)€ns  to  18;  contradb 
at  Edinburgh,  20  miles  from  the  main  fca,  to 
lix ;  and  at  xXm  Qiieen's  Fen^,  nine  miles 
^bove  Edir.burgh,  to  one.  it  widens  again 
to  more  than  tluflc  miles,  having  the  appear- 
.^ce  of  a  fpncious  inland  lake,  l-ordcrcd  with 
Ufwns  mid  fents  to  AII02,  where  it  t^kes  the 
fifim  of  a  copious  navi.^ablc  rNcr,  winding 
rduad  a  numbtsr  of  peninruias,  rich  ia  coiu> 


The  iflands  of  the  Forth  ferve  both  to  m^ 
nament  that  great  body  of  watery  and  to  pro« 
te£l  its  (hipping.  The  moft  diftingniihed  of 
thefe  .li-e,  the  Ifle  of  May,  on  which  there  is 
a  light-houfe :  the  Bafs,  on  which  are  thtf 
remains  of  a  chapel,  and  of  a  fottreis,  for- 
merly a  (late-prifnn  1  Inch  Keith,  ahnoft 
facing  lEdinburgh,  on  which  ifland  the  Frencts 
in  1564  ereAed  a  fortrefs}  a  part  of  t)ie 
walls  and  baftions  are  ftill  in  good  condition : 
Cramond  ifland,  feeing  the  village  of  tlut 
name,  on  tlie  South  fide  of  the  Forth,  above 
Edinburgh :  InchColm,  on  the  oppofire  ftde, 
whereon  are  confiderable  remains  of  a  mo- 
naflciy,  wiili  a  tower,  whofe  walls  are  en- 
tile :  Inch  Garvio,  i:i  the  flrait  or  pafs  ;it  the 
Quetn*s  Ferry,  uhich  pafs  was  defended,  in 
former  timev,  by  means  of  a  fmall  foiti^fs 
upon  that  ifland« 

Bcfides  the  river  Forth,  whofe  fcenery 
compofes  the  leading  featnrc  in  tliat  divifiuR 
of  the  kingdom,  the  general  views  Are  en- 
riched by  the  following  great  ridges  of  hiUi- 
or  more  proi^erly  oi  moiuitains. 

On  ilw  South  fide  of  the  Forth  are  the 
Pentland  hills,  at  tlic  diAance  of  four  miles 
South  welt  from  Edinburgh.  Beyond  thefe»  1 
a  cliain  of  hij^h  Iruids  nins  Eaftward  as  far  a^ 
tlie  German  Ocean,  and  divides  the  Lothians 
from  the  banks  of  tlie  Tweed.  On  tlie 
Noith  fide  of  the  Forth  are  the  Ochil  hills, 
lying  North-weft  from  Edinburgh.  Behind, 
at  a  confiderable  di (lance,  appears  the  South 
front  of  the  Grampian  mountains,  ftretching, 
in  a  North-caft  diicdlion,  from  the  banks  of 
Loch  Lomond,  to  the  ocean,  near  Aberdeen.  yt 
The  Weilcrn  extremity  of  tliis  great  ridge  is 
faintly  i)erccived  from  the  eminences  around 
Edinburgh  :  at  Stirling,  35  miles  fi'um  that 
city,  it  api>ears  in  all  the  grandeur  of  thq 
Alps ;  and  it  marks,  in  (biwig  colours,  the 
boiindaiy  between  tlie  Low  Couiitrics  aiid 
titc  Highlands.  ' 

Of  ftriking  obje^s,  which  compofe  nug- 
nificent  fcenerv,  Edinburgh  and  its  euvimn.*; 
difplay  a  greater  Ihare  than  is  uiually  to  be 
met  with  in  large  cities,  or  in  their  vicinity. 
The  Earteni  extremity  of  tiie  loivn  is  bound- 
cd  by  three  loAy  liiUs,  viz.  Arthur's  Scat, 
rifing  to  the  heiglit  of  700  feet  above  llie  !«• 
vel  of  the  Foith  ;  S;»li(bury  Cmigs,  of  infe- 
rior height,  but  more  romantic ;  and  the 
Calton  ilillj  from  whofe  fummiu^,  cfpeci- 
ally  from  Arthur's  Seat,  are  prelcnted  fuch 
luxiui;mt  profi>edls  of  town  and  countiy,  of 
water*,  iflancis,  (hipping,  eminences,  and 
far  di!^ant  niouninin:;,  as  greatly  lurpafs  tlxc 
pimcis  ol'dclciiptioq. 

Here  alfo  the  gnad  touches  of  Nature 
are  agreeably  blended  with  ftriking  works 
of  art.

WHETHER  the  empire  of  North 
.  America  were,  foondeil  by  men  who 
retreated  from  the  face  of  Jufticc  in 
Europe  under  the  roafk  of  confcience 
and  liberty,  or  were  tranfported  thither 
by  the  hand  of  Juftice  in  futcecding  - 
ages,  certain  it  is,  that  the  firft  Hirtory 
of  the  feitlemcnt  here  treated  of  will  be 
found  in  the  Newgate  Calendar;  and 
that,  if  the  original  mhabitants  of  New 
South  Wales  have  any  crimes  to  an- 
fwer  for  in  a  ftate  of  nature,  the  citizens 
of  Great  Britain,  who  arc  fcnt  to  mingle 
with  them,  will  import  among  them  a 
frelh  cargo,  improved  by  civilization. — 

The  account  of  the  expedition  given 
by  Capt.  Tench  agrees  with  that  in  our 
Jaft  month's  Mifcellany,  pp.  273,  274. 
It  is  a  well  written,  informing  account, 
drawn  up  on  the  fpot,  and  dated  Sydney 
Cove,  port  Jackfon,  New  South  Wales, 
July  10,  1788.  He  obferves  of  the 
place,  that,  **  if  only  a  receptacle  for 
•*  convicts  be  intended,  it  Aands  un- 
•^  t^udlled,  from  the  fituation,  extent,

Tnc  anticipated 
dingcra  perhapt  contrtbatcd  to  kfep  the 
ftrceti  mere  free  from  crowda  than  otherwife 
they  might  have  been ;  and!  co  Che  credit  of 
the  miiitaryt  we  moft  fay,  ihac  they  were 
mere  orderly  aod  attentive  than  they  g^- 
aeiallyjire  when  pet  into  a  ilreet  commif* 
finn.  That  no  material  accident  happened,  we 
in  ginnt  meafure  attribute  to  the  diligent 
ttccntioo  of  the  Magiflr^tes,  the  High  Con* 
Aeblet,  and  the  reft  of  the  Ptace-offieers, 
who  gave  the  moft  j>rttdcnt  and  cfteAeal  dt« 
n£Boaa  to  the  Military. 

The  thrae  regimenti  of  Ouarda  were  an- 
te arma  hy  three  e^clock  ta  the  BM>rninf, 
end  took  their  ftetioot  at  half  paft  ft? e, 
hy  lining  the  ftreett  from  St.  Janici*i  to 
Temple  Bar.  Panics  of  the  Oxford  Bloes 
paraded    the    ftieeti.     Tbe    Light    Ilorfe 

£'  larded  every  avenue  leading  to  the  ftreett 
rough  which  the  proceffion  i»a0cd,  to  pre- 
vent the  emranceof  any  carrlagct.  The  Peace 
officers  were  on  doty  by  nve«  and  co* 
operated  with  the  Military.

Th^Ciiy,  in  H  •IKoorn.raifed  a  temporary 
har,  and  there  aftisee  a  paper  of  directions. 
On  the  weftem  (ide  of  th-s  bar,  in  dilT.'rcnt 
parts  of  Hilbornf  in  St.  Giles's,  and  at  Tot* 
tcaham>coart  end,  were  parties  of  Lght 
Hotfe  aod  Conftables.  Similar  temporary 
bars  were  placed  in  ASdcrfgatc-ftreet,  Corn- 
hill,  and  wherever  elfe  there  was  the  leaft 
prUiability  of  obDrudtion. 

For  theCe  regulations,  the  public  obliga- 
tion was  to  the  City,  the  Lord  Chamberlain, 
ice  The  ezpedieoce  of  them  was  a,  parent, 
when  the  fervice  concluded,  and  the  Ctty 
was  to  be  cleared. 

There  never  was  known  fuch  a  number  of 
people  congiegated  in  London  on  ary  former 
occafion.

A  general  and  fplendid  illnmiiiatkm  took 
pbce  throughout  all  Londoa  and  Weftmixi!- 
fter,  of  which,  though  nearly  all  Ihn  puMic 
buiUings.  Mid  many  private  houfeSyW^  de- 
fcrve  to  be  recorded,  we  mud  content  our- 
folves  at  prefent  by  defcnbing  the  tarilliaat 
exhibition  at  the  Bank.  It  appeared  in  one 
general  blaze  of  lamps,  ftirmtng  fefiooos  oa 
tlie  top,  with  ferpentine  and  zig'Zag  linei  en 
the  pillars,  and  ftiurs  of  eight  points,  ferea 
feet  high.  The  tranfpareiicy  iii  tlie  front 
wosbeautifuL  The  deftgn  vras  cliftk;  and 
in  point  of  compofition  and  extenfion  it  is  to  . 
be  lamented  that  fi  temporary  a  fate  was  an- 
nexed to  fo  much  tulle  anid  (kill:  it  wag 
placed  at  an  elevation  of  about  fifteen  feeC 
from  the  eye,  and  appeared  fitxn  its  |)afe  to 
its  altitude  to  extend  about  17  feet.  The 
centrical  part  of  this  tranfparency  was  as  fol- 
lows :  Britannia,  bearing  on  a  daifthe  cap 
of  Liberty,  was  feated  on  a  triumphal  car» 
fuch  as  was  in  ufe  in  Roman  entries :  four 
horfes  of  an  iron-grey  coliUir,  liamefliMl  a- 
brrafl  of  each  other,  drew  the  chatiet.  A 
little  elevated  in  t1>e  air,  Hygeia,  with  her 
arm  wreiRhed  round  >^ith  the  fiuke,  ex- 
pmfTive  of^fculapian  power,  appeared  guid- 
ing the  courfe  of  tlie  huifes :  two  hovering 
cherubs,  fymboUc  of  Peace  and  Plenty,  wietw 
over  Britannia.  The  moll  diftinguiAied  &• 
gure  in  the  fure-gruund  was  a  dignified  per* 
fonification  of  the  city  of  London*  hearing  in 
her  hand  the  civic  fword  and  charter,  and 
on  her  head  the  murd  crown.  The  drapery 
of  this  auguft  figure  confided  of  gold  titfue, 
and  a  blue  mantle ;  —on  cne  fide  was  feen  a 
genius  reprefenting  Commerce,  with  a  fhield 
containing  the  city  a/ms;  and  on  the  other 
the  attribute  of  Liberality,  bearing  two  cor- 
nucopix,  the  one  filled  with  fruits,  the  other 
with  tr  afure.  A  lion,  exprefllve  of  Kingly 
power,  was  near  the  wheels  of  the  trium- 
ptial  car.  Tlie  upper  device  was  the  profile 
of  the  King,  encircled  with  a  brwich  of 
palm  and  olive.  The  bafe  of  the  pi^huv 
had  the  fymbol  of  Tellus,  with  proper  attri- 
bote«,  and  flowers  and  fhiits  in  felloons.-^ 
In  addition  to  this  device,  every  part  of  the 
building,  incUuling  tlie  two  wings,  was 
lighted  up  with  variegated  lamps^  in  fef- 
tooiis,  circles,  crowns,  and  other  ornaments*

With  th© 
troeil  relifh  for  literary  purfuits,  he  loved 
Society  with  equal  ardour,  and  with  an  inno- 
cence, chearfulnef*,  and  benevolence,  which 
rendered  him  the  animation  uC'«ll  company, 
the  leader  and  promoter  of  foci.'d  meetings.

cell  preUnied  iifelf,  two  feel  three 
inches  broad,  Fnur  feet  high,' and  nine 
feet  from  South  to  North,  Here  were 
found  a  peifefl  humnn  fltutl,  the  teeth 
entire,  all  found,  and  of  the  moll  deli- 
cjie  white:  it  lay  againll  the  intjde  of 
the  Hone  B,  the  body  having  beeti  de- 
pofitcd  North  and  South.  Several  othei 
piecns  of  Ikulis,  hutnan  fpioal  Joinii, 
arm  bones,  Slc  were  found  herein  i 
and  paTtjcularl/  the  thigli  bone  of  a 
very  large  quadruped,  which,  by  com- 
paring with  the  fatne  bone  of  an  oi,  I 
conjecture  to  have  belonged  lo  an  ani- 
mal iif  that  fpecici.  At  the  fkull  ap* 
pearcd  to  me  larger  than  common,  I 
was  willing  to  form  fome  conjcSure  of 
the  height  of  that  body  to  which  it  be- 
longed,  and  applied  my  rule  to  it,  tak- 
ing ilii:  painter's  datum,  of  alloiving 
eight  facet  (from  the  hair  on  the  fore- 
head to  the  chin)  for  the  whole,  found 
ii  gave  fomething  more  than  ei^ht  feel. 
With  this  the  length  of  the  fipulchre 
agrees,  being,  at  wat  before  obferved, 
pine  feet.  In  ihit  cell  was  alfo  found 
the  tooih  oF  fume  large  beafti  but  no 
one  ihac  hat  feen  it  can  guefs  of  what 
genuii.  At  the  termination  of  the  firft 
fepulchre,  the  horizontal  ftoocs  in  the 
(np  of  the  avenue  had  fallen  dowp, 
\Vith  fome  difficulty,  and  no  little  dan- 
ger, I  obtruded  far  enough  to  fee,  by 
the  light  of  a  candle,  two  other  fimilar 
catacumbs,  one  on  the  right,  llic  other 
on  the  left  fide  of  the  avenue,  contain- 
ing feveral  human  UtuUs,  and  other 
bones ;  but  which,  from  the  imminent 
hazard  of  being  buried  in  the  ruins  oE 
f/te  iurrouadwg  malTes,  hare  nut  yet 
pern  eocered.    Tbiig  a*  far  M  it  goet,

Three  cells  are  here  difcemible,  two  of 
which  are  on  the  Weft  fide,  and  one  on 
the  Eall ;  thcfe  alfo  have  human  bonet. 
The  proprietor  means  now  to  proceed 
from  B  to  C  C,  propping  up  the  avenue 
with  wooden  polls,  in  the  lame  manner 
in  which  our  inincn  do  their  aditt,  to 
the  lapi)  ealuminarit  veini.  Thii  mode 
will  give  ihe  vifitor  an  opportunity  of 
feeing  the  different  cells  tviih  fiffcty  utA 
coavenience.  I  have  only  to  add,  that 
the  tumulus  is  formed  of  fmall  whiiiflt 
ftone,  of  which  the  neighbourhood  af- 
fordi  plenty  ;  and  that  the  exterior  ap- 
peart  to  have  been  turfed,  there  yet  re- 
mains allratum,  five  or  fit  inches  deep,, 
of  grafled  earth  on  the  ftonct.  The^ 
view  I  rook  on  the  fpot,  in  one  of  the 
fncaping  days  of  the  lafi  rigorous  1^- 
fon.  1  can  therefore  lay  noihing  for  it, 
but  that,  if  it  be  not  t  gonJ  li-atiiiMg,  it 
it  i  Irte  nprt/titlallM.  When  the  cen- 
tral avenue  is  cleared,  I  purpofe  to  fend 
you  the  ichnography.  In  ihe  mean

But,  on  the  other  hand,  the  Maker  of 
tieaven  and  earth,  the  God  of  Ifrael,  and 
of  all  ih^  earth,  is  introduced  to  our  no* 
tice  in  the  fbrememtoned  odea  and  dra* 
matic  poem  of  Job,  in  a  manner  fuitable 
to  his  majefly  and  grandeur. 

If  we  connder  the  whole  hiftorv  of  the 
Bihief  from  the  fall  of  man  to  hif  refto- 
ration  by  the  meiits  and  mcdtattois  of 
Jcftts  Chrift,  we  iball  find  ample  falje^f 
for  dramatic  and  epic  poetry.  To  men* 
tion  only  a  few  :  What  can  be  more  af* 
fe£ling  and  pathetic  than  the  hiilory  of 
JofepSf  rifing  from  bondage  and  impri* 
fonment  to  the  highelt  glories  and  ho- 
nours of  a  court  ?  Is  the  friendihip  of 
Kifus  and  Euryalus  more  worthy  the 
notice  of  a  poer,  than  that  of  David  and 
the  fon  of  Saul  ?  And  is  not  the  facri- 
fice  of  Iphigenia  at  Aulis  taken  from  the 
ra(h  vow  of  Jephtha  in  the  book  of 
Judges  ?  Many  other  fubjciks  are  men- 
tioned for  the  meditation  of  an  able  poet, 
by  one  who  was  hirofelf  an  example  and 
guide  ♦. 

Cowley,  though  he  has  not  fucceeded 
fufficiently  in  his  poem  called  DavisinSf 
has  yet  many  beautiful  palTagea  in  it,  and 
gives  us  a  grand  idea  of  liis  fubjed  in 
his //ini,  though  his  lines  arc  too  weak 
and  hailily  finilbed  to  compleat  what

"^  Had  the  guardian -angel  of  Johnfon 
caught  him  up  in  his  youth,  opened 
his  hreafty   taken  out  his  heart,    and 
wrung  from  it  the  black  drop  of  party,' 
in  the  manner  Bellonius  defcribes  the 
angel  Gabriel  purifying  Mahomet,  his 
aflailants  would  have  been  at  a  lofs  to 
have  aimed  at  him  with  effe£t ;  but  this 
malignant  drop  hath  diflfufed  its  taint 
over  feveral  of  his  works  :  in  the  por- 
trait of  Mi)ton,  paiticuiarty,  it  fpreads 
a  baleful   glare  on  thofe  parts  which 
candour  would   have   fliaded,  while  it 
obfcures  the   brighteft  traits.     Had,  I 
fay,  the  angel  performed  this  benevo- 
lent operation  on  the  critic,  he,  inllead 
of  reviling  the  poet,  and  turfing  bim  by 
his  gods,  whtn^t  faw  him  hurried  away 
by  the  torrent  of  anarchy,  muft  have 
firicken  his  breaft  from  pity  and  indig- 
nation  to  behold   the    immortal   bard 
feized  by  the  foul  hag  of  fa£lion,  and 
his  divine  and  dtlicati  ffirit  compelled 
for  years  to  a&  btr  eartby  and  ahborrtd 
commands.     Johnfon,   born   in   happier 
djys,  might  have  flood  on  the  fliore,  and 
contemplated,  with  Epicurean  pleafure, 
the  dorm  with  which  Milton  linavoida- 
bly_contcnded. 

lie   following  are   the    pafifages    I 
"Vvould  controvert. 

"  The  purpofe  of  Milton,  as  it  feems, 
was  to  teach  fomethiog  more  folid  than 
the  common  literature  of  fchools,  by 
reading  rhofe  authors  that  treat  of  phy- 
fical  fubjc£ls^  fuch  as  the  Georgic,  and 
agronomical  treatifcs  of  the  ancients. 
But  the  truth  is,  that  the  knowledge  of 
external  nature,  and  of  the  fcicnces 
which  that  knowledge  requires  and  in- 
cludes, is  not  the  great  or  the  frequent 
bufinei's  of  the  human  mind.  Piudcnce 
and  Judice  are  virtues  and  excellencies 
of  all  times  and  of  all  places;  we  are 
pcrjHtu^lly  moralifts,  but  we  arc  geo- 
mcir  turns  only  by  chance.  Our  inier- 
courit  T\;iii  intcllc£lu-it  nature  is  neccf- 
la  V ;  uui  f^cculaijons  upon  matrci-*are 
voluntarv,  and  at  Icifure.  Thole  au- 
thors,  tht'ctore,  arc  to  be  read  at

poeu,  orators,  and  hiftorians.  Let  me 
not  be  cenfured  for  this  digreflioD  as 
pedantic  or  paradoxical ;  for  if  I  have 
Milton  againlb  me,  I  have  Socrates  oa 
mv  (ide.  It  was  his  labour  to  turn  phi- 
lofophy  froth  the  ftudy  of  nature  to 
fpeculations  upon  life ;  bur  the  innova« 
tors  whom  I  opfiofe  are  turning  ofTatten*' 
tion  from  life  to  nature.  They  fcem  to 
think,  that  we  are  placed  here  to  watch 
the  growth  of  plants,  or  the  motions  of 
the  ftars.  Socrates  was  rather  of  opt* 
nion,  that  what  we  had  to  learn  was, 
how  to  do  good,  and  avoid  evil. 

(fin  Tft  IV  fAiyncatn  naxovr*  aypBv^t  vtlvxitu* 
Of  inflitutions  we  may  judge  by  their 
effeAs.  From  this  wonder-working 
academy*  I  do  not  know  that  there  ever 
proceeded  any  man  very  eminent  for 
knowledge:  its  only  genuine  produd*,  I 
believe,  is  a  fmall  Hiftory  of  Poetry, 
written  in  Latin'  by  his  nephew,  of 
which  perhaps  nu|ie  of  my  readers  hat 
ever  heard." 

Would  not  any  perfon  imagine,  oa 
perufmg  thefe  extracts,  in  which  the 
biograjmer  infifts  fo  ftrenuoufly  on  the 
neceffity  of  inculcating  the  moral  vir* 
tues,  that  Milton  had  fpoken  conremp* 
tuouOy  of  them,  and  recommended  the 
fciences  in  their  ftead  ?  But  how  will 
the  reader  be  furprifcd  to  6nd,  that  the 
poet's  Tra^ate  on  Education  •*  requires 
a  fpecial  reinforcement  of  conllant  and 
found  endoflrinating,  to  fet  them  (the 
pupils)  right  and  firm,  inftru6^ingthcm 
more  amply  in  the  knowledge  of  vir- 
tue, and  the  hatred  of  vice  :  njubi/e  tbiir 
young  and piiatttpffi3 ions  are  Ud through 
all  the  moral  voorks  of  FlaSo,  Xenopkon, 
Cicero,  Plutarch*  Laeriius,  and  tboje  Lo- 
irian  remnants**^  If  Milton  had  given 
a  decided  preference  to  ethics,  ihould 
we  not  have  been  again  reminded,  that 
tsfords  art  tbi  daughters  of  earth,  and 
that  things  are  tbefons  of  heaven  ?  The 
critic  ought  aifo  to  have  remarked,  that 
our  poet,  in  much  ftronger  verfe  than 
the  vague  and  trite  line  of  Homer,  with 
which  Socrates  is  reponed  to  have  been 
plcafed,  indiudis  us,

The  principal 
caufe  of  lis  prefeni  dangeious  ftacc  i« 
owing  CO  die  ignorance  of  Ibmc  petlba 
formerly  employed  lo  cut  through  a 
fttong  hone  arch,  which  the  architect 
had  wifely  cunllniaed  about  lhe  mid* 
die  of  the  tower,  in  order  to  lirenglheD 
and  brace  that  pare  together,  as  well  as 
for  a  eounterpuife  to  the  weight  oF  the 
bells  above  it.  If  we  confider  the  n»- 
Mow  dimea&aut  ot  ifae  r^iiare  with  [«- 


fpcA  to  iu  elevation,  thtre  wai  ■•  nuck 
Judgeintnt  at  >eceflity  Aewn  ia  tte 
conftrnfiing  of  thi*  arch.  If  it*  re- 
monl  wai  done  to  make  wayfortfM 
drawing  up  larger  belU,  they  miEltt 
haf«  been  as  well  raifed  on  the  onlSd* 
by  pulliet,  and  introduced  through  tfc«

HARGROVE,  fcveral  of  whofc 
papers   have  eniiched  our  Magazine f,

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prcrcDts  us  with  a  confider^bly  enlarged 
edition  of  his  Hiftory  of  K/iarf/borough, 
fccompanied  with  a  well  engraved  map 
of  nearly  efght  wapentakes,  and  notices 
of  at  lead  60  placet  in  the  environs  of 
Harrogate.  Of  the  new  matter  con- 
tained in  this  duodecimo  volume,  here- 
tofore only  the  Hze  of  a  fmall  pamphlet, 
we  may  remark  the  Biihopof  Lan<iaii's 
account  of  the  fulphur  wellt,  from  the 
Pbilofopbical  *Tranfa&ions  of  1785;  a 
particular  account  of  the  arms  in  glafs 
at  Ripley  and  Fountains-hatl;  the  di- 
menfions  of  the  pyramids  at  Borough- 
bridge,  meafurcd  in  1787;  and  the  fol- 
lowing very  curious  account  of  a  blind 
man  at  Knarefborough : 

"  Jolm  Metcalf,  bom  »il  Knare(boroii?h 
in  the  year  1 7 1 7,  loft  liis  fight  when  only 
four  y<Mrs  old,  fo-m  -iftcr  which  he  became 
unconfcious  of  light  and  its  various  efte^lf. 
Benig  inftnided  to  play  on  the  violin,  he  at- 
tended as  a  mufician  at  the  Queen's  HeaJ, 
High  Harrogate,  for  maiiv  years,  and  was 
the  firft  perfori  wlio  fee  \ip  a  wheel-carnage 
Ibr  the  conveyance  of  company  to  nnd  ficn 
the  places  of  public  refoit  in  tb»it  neighbour- 
hood. In  the  year  1 745  he  engaged  to  ferve 
as  mufician  in  Col.  TfvoriUoi\s  volunteers, 
ami  was  t;)ken  prifoner  at  the  battle  of  Fal- 
kirk. Being  foon  rele.ifeil,  lie  re'umetl  to 
Knarelborough,  and  commenced  common 
carrier  betwixt  tbat  town  and  Ytrk,  and  of- 
ten ferved  as  a  guide  in  intricate  roads  during 
the  night,  or  when  the  tracks  were  covered 
with  fnow ;  n(»r  was  any  perfoo  more  eager 
of  the  chace,  which  he  would  follow  eithrr 
on  foot  or  on  horfehack  with  the  greateft 
avidity.  Strange  as  this  may  appear  to  thofe 
who  can  fee,  the  employment  he  has  fol- 
lowed for  mure  than  thirty  years  pall  is  ftill 
more  extraordinary,  and  on«  of  the  lall  to 
which  we  could  fuppofe  a  blind  man  woul*! 
€ver  turn  his  sittcntion  (  that  of  projecting, 
and  contrafting  for,  the  making  of  high 
roads,  building  bridges,  houfes,  &c.  With 
no  other  aflfilbuice  than  a  long  iiaff  m  his 
iumd,  he  will  afcetid  the  precipice,  and  ex- 
plore the  v:dley,  and  inveftigate  tho  extent 
of  each,  its  fv>rm  and  ficuation.  The  plans 
which  lie  defigas,  and  the  eftimates  he 
makes,  are  dune  in  a  metliod  {peculiar  to 
liimfclf,  and  which  he  cannot  well  uxivey 
the  meaning  of  to  otliers  — This  extraordi- 
nary man  was  at  Knaretbonmgh,  his  native 
place,  in  June  1788,  being  juft  returned 
from  finiihmg  a  piece  of  road,  and  c'mftru«fi- 
ing  a  bridge  over  a  rivulet  at  M:ir/den,  near 
Iluddersfield,  in  Yorklhire,  being  then  iu 
ihe  7 1  It  year  of  his  age,  healthy  ;ukI  drung.'*

There  were  two  long  tables,  and  at  the 
upper  end  oppofite  the  center,  one  table 
under  a  throne,  laid  out  for  ihirteen,  and 
ratfed  abiive  be  reft,  to  which  tbe  Kinp 
with  great  dignity;  led  bis  confort,  and 
then,  wilhing  the  company  a  good  rngbt^  re- 
tired. 

The  two  long  tables  were  fixty^fijur  fiset 
each,  befides  which  there  were  two  flioit 
tables  at  the  end  of  the  room;  but  thefe 
were  not  fufficient  for  the  whole  of  tbe  com* 
pany.

ency and  propriety.  It  is  no  fmai)  teltimony 
of  his  induftry  or  abilities,  that  he  was  a

L(h  languages.  Of  his  proficiency  in  Eng- 
lilh,  we  aie  the  beft  judges;  and  if  we  fay 
that  he  failed  in  the  manner,  rather  thaii  the 
language  and  phrafe  of  our  heft  writers,  we 
nauft  ftill  leave  him  the  merit  of  being  able

M  BOUGAINVILLE,  in  hi^  Vuy 
.  age  round  the  World,  tells  uh, 
the  detachment  which  the  Governmcnc 
of  the  Cape  of  (lood  Hope  lent  out  for 
eight  months,  1763,  to  learch  rt^  iote* 
rior  p.\rt8  of  the  country^  found  a  quad- 
ruptcd  fr-veaterH  fat  bigo,  of  which  Mr. 
B.  gave  a  drawing  to  Buflon.  It  was  a 
female  fuckling  a  young  one,  which 
was  only  Jeven  fat  high.  They  killed 
the  mother,  and  took  the  fawn  alive, 
but  it  died  after  a  few  days  march.  M. 
de  Buffon  alTured  M.  Bougainville  it  is 
the  animal  which  the  Naturalifts  call  the 
gtrajfi.  None  of  them,  had  been  fcea 
ahci  that  which  was  brought  to  Rome 
in  the  time  of  Olar,  and  ibewn  there 
in  the  amphitheatre  About  three  years 
ago  they  iikewifc  found,  and  bi  ought 
to  the  Cape,  a  qu.-idruped  of  gn  «t 
beauty,  which  is  related  to  the  ox, 
horic,  and  (lag.  it  only  lived  a  mouths 
at  the  Cape.  He  hkewife  gave  M.  de 
Btifi'on  ,ihc  exact  drawing  of  this  ani* 
m'ii,  wliofe  llrength  and  fiectnefs  equal* 
led  its  beauty  Mr.  B.  concludes  this 
account  with  this  Ihrewd  obt'ervatiooy 
*<  //  is  HOt  ^tbout  rtafbn  that  Africa  has 
been  named  tkt  MOTHLR.  OF  MoN* 
5TKRS." 

Now,  Mr.  Urban,  being  no  NaturM" 
lift,  rayfelf,  but  a  general  admirer  wf  the 
wildom  of  God  in  the  creation,  I  can« 
not  help  indulging  my  fufpicions,  that 
thei'e  wonderful  monurous  animals  are 
the  creation  of  thefe  Dutch  difcovei  ers,  - 
who  M.  Bougainville,  in  the  fame  pa-

AS  this  infe£t  has  eicaped  the  notice 
of  all  the  authors  I  am  acquainted 
^'ith,  1   have  ventured  to  name  it  at 
above.     It  is,  without  doubt,  perfcdlly 
diftin£l  from  the  Acarus  Vegetans  of 
Linnaiu*  (in  the  Appmiiix  AmmaliumXo 
his  Regnum  LapiJium,  p.  226),  thc^h 
It  agrees  with  that  inft^  in  a  few  parti- 
culars.    It  is  a  very  fmall  fpeciei,  not 
more  than  one  fourth  the  fiie  of  the 
Acarus  Siro;  its  body  is  of  a  figure  ap- 
proaching  to  oval,   depreffed,  fnrooth, 
ihining,  and  furnifhed  with  a  kind  of 
firm  tellaceous  covering,   truncated  at 
the  end  next  the  head,  and  with  two 
(hort   horns,  or   appendages,   l^chind  : 
the  bodv  is  fmall,  in  proportion  to  the 
ihell ;  the  four  front  legs  are  very  long, 
and   befct  with  briftlcsj  thcfe  and  the 
head   are  extended   forward  from  the 
truncated   part   of  the   covering :    the 
hinder  legs  are  fliort,  and  entirely  co- 
vered by  the  edge  of  the  (hell,  except 
when  the  animal  is  in  motion,  and  then 
the   feet  are   protruded    (Ice   fi^.

It  was 
fixed  to  the  body  of  that  iniea,  like  the 
Acarus  Coleopteraiorum  to  the  beetle, 
by  the  fuckers,  with  which  its  four 
front  feet  arc  furniflied,  and  was  Co  fc- 
curely  fattened  by  their  means,  that  no 
effort  of  the  ant  could  remove  it  (fig, 
C.  the  under  fide  highly  ma|:nificd).

EDtefque  dericet,  othen  repiefentjng 
ttlet  and  licgei,  which  ibe  French 
Mmmltur  regarded  a*  prefumptive  me- 
(Dorial*  of  i  he  famout  lie;<e  o(  the  place 
in  the  reign  of  our  King  Edw.nd  III. 
My  creduljiy  at  fiiH  did  not  level,  haw- 
Cfer,  with  hia  fond  fuppofition,  till  he 
pointed  out  to  me  another  of  the  kind, 
fixed  in  a  wall  above  ground,  ivhercon 
I  read  tiicfc  words  in  Hukwaid  1'pcl'ing. 
Cadfauv*  tbi  Kimrg.  He  kiadly  uffered 
me  two  nr  three  lo  lakc  home,  but  ihcy 
were  tcx>  heavy  for  carriage.  They 
were  well  biked,  of  a  compaft  clay, 
duJky  rdd,  and  not  unlike  n  maiter  tlie

painted  or  glaitd. 

Ac  St.  Omer'i  I  virncd  the  abbey. 
church  of  St.  Benin,  a  6ne  Guihic 
AruCture,  more  curiouiwithm  than  out- 
wardly fo.  Here  one  of  the  monks,  m 
eonfratir  /«  amti^K'u,  introduced  me  to 
a  catiittl  Jt  rartiiti  a*  he  called  it, 
whereof  he  wai  the  cufot,  and  who 
daily -em  ployed  himfelf  with  much  leal 
in  collefling  fubjtflt  to  augment  a  new- 
formed  muleum  for  the  ufe  of  that  fo- 
cleiy.  There  appeared  nothing  very 
rare  In  thii  depotitum;  and  the  onlf 
parliculart  worth  notice  were  the  alTurl-

This  way  of  model- 
ling  in  plant-rtlitva  foemi  the  bell  «*)• 
culaied  10  form  a  defign  for  a  bird'i-eye 
prorpcCHve,  which  mode  of  diawiog 
reprefenii  to  the  greatclt  ad  vantage  gea- 
tlrmen'i  country -leatt,  with  gardeni, 
parki,  or  pleafure-gFounds.  The  ciiojr 
of  the  church  is  trnly  noble,  and  tlie 
high  alt«r  therein  well  deTcrves  the  at- 
tention of  1  church-amiqudcy,  who,  in 
the  treafury,  may  alfo  be  pleaftd  with 
the  exhibition  of  rich  copes,  miirei,  and 
ancient  crofieri.

Another  particulal:  cuftoTO  they 
have  in  thefe  parts,  which  is,  the  difiri* 
bution  of  a  loaf  of  bread  on  all  Sundays 
in  the  churchi  It  is  divided  into  fmall 
pieces,  and  given  to  the  congreptioi>» 
and  this  loaf  is  provided  in  rotation  by 
evefy  fubftantial  family  in  the  place ;  a 
atemorial,  they  fay,  of  the  ancient 
AgetUe,  or  fymbol  of  Love  and  Charity, 
uiea  in  the  primitive  church.  I  return- 
ed by  the  way  of  Boulogne,  where,  hav- 
ing walked  up  to  the  high  town,  I  view- 
ed the  cathedral,  a  fnuJl  edifice,  having 
nothing  remarkable  in  it.  From  the 
ramparts  of  this  little  city  (a  mere  cit»* 
del  indeed)  there  is  a  plealant  and  ro* 
mantic  profpc^k  of  the  harbour  below, 
and  the  fea  appearing  between  the  rocks^ 
On  the  right  hand  cliff  near  the  beacb, 
at  the  top,  may  be  traced  the  veHiges  of 
an  intrenched  camp,. (kid  to  be  a  Roman 
work,  and,  as  the  inhabitants  tell  you, 
made  by  order  of  Csfar,  ]uft  before  he 
failed  for  Britain)  but  in  the  Noithcra 
parts  of  France,  as  well  as  in  the  Low 
Countries,  the  generality  of  old  encamp- 
ments and  fortitications  are  erroneouUy 
attributed  to  him,  without  certain  foun- 
dation. Under  one  of  the  cliffs  upoa 
the  fands  above  the  common  high-warer 
mark,  yet  within  reach  of  the  fpring- 
tides,  X  gatbeied  (ome  feed  from  a  cu- 
rious flirub-llkc  weed  of  the  thiPJc  kind, 
not  much  more  than  a  foot  high.  It 
was  of  a  compact  round  form,  and 
buihy,  being  armed  at  the  extremities 
Aviih'fliarp  prickles.  Some  of  thefe  feeds 
7  fowcd  in  my  gaiden,  by  way  of  expe- 
riment ;  but  proving  an  abfulute  marine 
plant,  it  did  not  vegetate.  Near  the 
rocks  upon  the  Ihore  I  picked  up  kvc- 
ral  follils  of  the  Cqrnu  Ammonis,  or 
Opioldcs  fpccies ;  and  many  were  per- 
ceivable in  the  ibliu  clitif,  of  a  very  large 
file.  They  have  a  very  large  kind  of 
oytler  here,  which,  though  not  fo  pleaf- 
ing  to  the  eye  as  ours,  arc  of  a  pretty 

flood  flavour }  and  there  is  very  excel- 
ent  claret  for  iauce,  imported  to  this 
place  by  fome  Engliih  or  Scotch  mer- 
chants, 35  Itore^houie-keepers  for  the 
London  market :  at  Calais  I  thought  it 
not  fo  good  when  I  returned ;  where  X 
conclnde  my  tour.

OQ  this  occafion.  The  nature  of  the 
fubje<^,  its  extent,  its  confequences,  and 
the  deep  imprciTioo  which  it  has  made 
upon  my  mind,  roud  be  my  apology* 
The  queftion  is  one  of  the  moft  interefl:- 
ing  that  has  at  any  time  been  agitatec* 
within  thefe  walls.  It  is  probably  the 
moft  important  that  will  ever  occur  during 
the  courfe  of  my  life.— And  fure  I  am, 
there  will  be  no  moment  of  it,  at  which

On  this  ground  he  contended,  iliat  it  was 
ibfolutely  nccelfary  in  ilie  care  ii^rufrcd 
to  her,  that  the  Qi^iten  Qi.>ulil  have  the 
uhole  (liit£lton  of  all  ainjur  ihc  |  crion 
of  the  King.  The  I^oril  StcwaKi,  tl.c 
Lord  Cliamhcrlain,  the  Maftcr  ot  the 
Horfe,  couUI  or.lv  he  conildcred  as  tlic 
j^reat  leading  }icads  of  the  !cveral  ili vi- 
rions of  the  houitholtl ;  and,  thcrtfoic, 
the  only  qurftipn  winch  c»juld  aiifc  on 
the  propiieiy  ot  their  hcing  under  ihc

The  general  crounds  on  which  they 
had  heard  it  ohjedled  againfi  was,  that 
ihe  power  being  mtrufied  to  her  Mrtjefty 
U'ould  form  fuch  an  influence,  and  foex« 
tcnfive  a  patronage,  as  to  render  it  im- 
pofhhle,  in  Inch  a  fituation,  for  Govern- 
ment to  he  carried  on  with  any  kind  of 
energy  and  cfte£V.  This  he  denied;  hut, 
till  he  heard  it  more  fully  cxn)«ined, 
fhouid  forbear  his  rcmaiks.

Loid  Maitland  was  ready  ro  agree 
with  every  panegyric  on  ilie  viitues  of 
her  M^jcily.  Oo  lu*r  amiable  qualjtief, 
however,  the  quefl:'  p  \^\i\  not  xc\\,  Tb« 
propoiirion  for  mamt.unmg  the  digoitf 
of  his  M.'ieftv,  he  conceived  to  be  mi(- 
placed.  It  was  a  dignity,  under  his  pre- 
sent unfortunate  nnd  mortifying  circum- 
fiat^cc',  unfit  tfW>e  heflowcd,  and  could 
pnU  beget  connimely.  It  was  a  dtgoicy 
which  t^^nded  not  to  make  his  fubjeds 
Icuk  up  to  him  with  revurence,  but  ta 
make  them  contemptuous  fcoffei».  If 
the  Houfc  was  nut  lofl;  to  every  princi- 
ple, it  could  not  adopt  the  refolutioQ 
propofed.

count  of  the  foil,  climate,  and  produce 
/of  the  country,  with  the  inannert»  cuf* 
tocnsy  and  different  religions  of  the  va» 
rious  claifes  of  people  by  which  it  is  in- 
liabited.      A  more   intcrefling  part  of 
this  book  is'the  defcription  of  the  ani- 
.nals  peculiar  to  Abyflinia,  or  which  are 
'pot  found  in  any  country  of  Europe. 
Among  thefe  are  the  lion,  the  elephant, 
the  untcorn,  which  the  author  affirms 
he  has  fecn;    various  fpecics  of  fer* 
.pents:  a  bird  called  the  mnro^,  remark- 
hbie  for  difcovering  honey  in  the  woods, 
•and  a  fpecics  of  oxcii  fo  Inrge.that  their 
horns  are  ufed  by  the  inhabitants  for 
pitchers,  of  which  each  will  hold  about 
five  gallons      Wc  have  next  a  very  cu- 
rious account  of  the  manner  of  eating 
'atT\|>ng    the    AbyfTmians,    their   drefs, 
their  horpitaUiy,  their  marriages,  and 
their  traffick. 

The  author  then  enters  more  mi- 
nutely into  the  reh'i^/OK  of  the-Abyfli- 
tiians,  and  gives  nii  account  of  the  fuc- 
ce(k  of  his  own  milfion,  with  the  immi- 
nent dangers  to  which  he  and  his  com- 
panions were  cxpofed  from  the  fury  of 
the  populace,  who  looked  upon  the  Je- 
fah*  with  horror,  as  the  devil's  midi- 
onaries  come  to  pervert  thtm  from  the 
true  faith.— After  relating  the  various 
aidventures  of  the  Portiiguefe  in  Abylii- 
nia,  anri  giving  a  hifloiy  of  intcftme 
commotions,  which  we  are  afraid  the 
mifiionartes  themlelves  excited  in  the 
empire,  our  author  leturns  to  the  face 
of  the  country,  of  which,  <is  he  flayed  ia 
it  nine  years,  and  reficled  fome  portion 
of  that  time  in  almoft  each  province,  he 
has  been  enabled  to  give  us  a  very  Ibtif- 
fa6tory  defcription.  The  limits  of  our 
Mifcellany  will  not  permit  us  to  follow 
him  through  every  particular  dcTcribtd. 
We  (hall  therefore  give  a  fhort  abltrafl 
of  his  account  of  the  Nile,  and  then 
proceed  to  Le  Grand's  Differtations. 
**  In  the  Eaflern  part  of  the  kingdom 
^*  of  Gdiaiha,  and  on  the  declivity  of  a 
f*  movDta'm,  of  which  the  dcfccnt  is  fo 
^iMf/  that  it  fccm$  a  beautiful  pikin,  it 


"  that  fource  of  the  Mile  wfajch  has 
*'  been  fought  after  at  fo  much  ezpence 
**  of  labour,  and  about  which  fuch  va* 
**  rtety  of  conje6lures  have  been  formed 
"  without  fuccefs:    This  fpring,  or  ra* 
^*  ther  thefe  two  fprings,  are  two  holes, 
''  each  about  two  teet  diameter,  a  Aone'a 
''  cad  diflant  from  each  other.  The  one 
''  i»  but  about  five  feet  deep ;  of  the 
''  other  we  could  find  no  bottom,  and 
**  were  aflured  by  the  inhabitants  that 
''none  ever  had  been  found.      The 
*' waters  of  the  Nile  run  from  their 
**  fotu-ce  to  the  Eaftward  for  about  a 
**  mufket  ihot  i    then    turning  to  the 
'*  North,  continue  hidden  in  the  graft 
**  and  weeds  for  about  a  quarter  of  a 
**  league,  and  difcover  themfelyrs,  for 
'Mhe  firft  time,  among  fome  rocks.— 
**  This  celebrated  river,  to  which  the 
**  natives  give  the  name  of  Ahgvi,  or 
'*  father  of  waters,  rolls  away  from  ite 
"  fource  with  fo  inconfiderable  a  cur* 
^'  rent,  that  it  appears  unlikely  to  e(^ 
"  cape  being  dried  up  by  the  hot  fe^ 
"  foil  'y  but  foun   receiving  an  increafe 
'*  from  other  rivers,  it   is  of   fuch  a 
«  breadth  in  the  plain  of  Boad,  which 
"  is  not  above  three  days  jouraey  from 
**  its    fource,  that  a  bail   (hot  from  a 
'*  mufket  will  fcarce  Hy  from  one  bank. 
**  to  the  other.    Jt  fo«>n  after  croflTcs  the 
"  lake  of  Dainbia,  wi:h  fb  violent  a  ra- 
"  pidity,  that  its  waters  may  be  diftin* 
'*  guifhed  through  the  whole  paffagey 
'*  which  is  fix   leagues.     Here   begjna 
*'  the  greatncfs  of  the   Nile.     Fifteen 
**  miles  farther,  it  ru flics  precipitatelr 
**  from  the  top  of  a   high  rock,  and 
"  forms  one  of  the  mod  beautiful  wa« 
'*  ter- falls  in  the  world,     i  pailVd  un« 
"  der  it  without  being  wet;  and  reding 
**  myfeif  there  for  the  fake  of  the  cooU 
'*  ncfs,  was  charmed  with  a  thoufand 
**  delightful  rainbows   which   the  ium 
*'  beams  painted   on  the  water,  in  all 
^*  their  fhining  and  lively  colours."  The 
author  traces  this  mighty  dream  through 
Various  kingdoms,  till  it  returns  within 
a  (hort  day's  journey  of  its  fprings  j 
though    to    purfue   it  through   all   its 
mazes,   and   accompany   it  luutnl   the 
kingdom  of  Gaiama,  is  a  journey,  lie 
fays,  of  twenty- nine  days.  He  defcribes 
the  animals  which  frequent  it,  fuch  at 
the  crocodile   and   the  hippopotamus  ^ 
and    accounts    philofophicaily    for    ita 
overflowing  its  banks,   and  Hllmg  the 
plains  of  Egypt  with  an  annual    in« 
undation. 
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fiK\a\  upon  Ethiopia  or  AbyiTmia;  up- 
rn  ihe  Nile;  on  the  E?^flerD  fide  of  A- 
frica,  from  Melinda  to  the  ftrcight  of 
Bahelmnndcl ;  on  Prcfier-John  ;  on  the 
kings  of  AbyiTmia,  their  coronacion, 
iitles,  queens,  and  ions ;  of  their  ar- 
mies, and  the  m^iRncr  of  diftributing 
jnflice ;  on  the  Red  Tea,  and  the  navi- 
Itatiofi  of  Solomon's  fleers  ;  on  the 
Queen  of  Sheba ;  upon  circumcifion ; 
on  the  converiion  of  the  Abyflini:ins ;  on 
the  errors  of  the  Abyflinian^  relatiog.to 
the  incarnation  ;  concerning  the  facra* 
menti,  particularly  thofe  of  baptifm 
and  conBrmation  ;  on  the  eucharin  and 
penance;  on  extreme  un£lion,  ordina- 
tion, and  marriage;  on  the  invocation 
of  f^iints,  miraciesy  prayers  for  the 
dead,  fafts,  images,  and  relics ;  on  tht 
hierarchy,  or  goTemment  cf  the  church 
of  Ethiopia. 

Jn  thele  diifertations  the  author  has  ' 
difpiayed  much  learning  and  much  cau- 
dour;  and  though  fome  of  them  may  ap- 
pear to  treat  of  quedions  and  opinions  in- 
terefting  only  to  members  of  the  church 
of  Rome,  we  would  advifc  the  Proteft- 
int  reader  not  to  be  too  hafty  in  con- 
demning the  book ;  for,  upon  perufal, 
be  will  find  in  this  Papift  a  degree  of 
moderation  on  Tome  points  which,  per- 
i)ap5,  he  little  cxpc£ls,  and  dilcourfes 
upon  indifTcrcnt  iubje^s,  which  niufl 
divert  as  well  as  iitOrufl  men  of  all 
communions,  who  have  curioiity  to  be 
eratifitd  by  the  hiftory  of  nature,  or 
judgement  to  remark  upon  the  manners 
of  nr^tions. 

The  remainder  of  this  volume  is 
mifcLllancous,  coniiding  of  Johnfon's 
trRnflcition,  from  the  Greek,  of  the

Moft  of  ihtTc  tracts  are  every  way  wor-

I N  the  crowd  of  Novels,  whic^i 
fwarm  in  this  country  from  a  thouiand 
circulating  libraries,  and  which  too 
frequently  tend  to  debauch  and  deprave 
the  tender  mind,  by  throwing  hues  of 
falfe  gloom  or  luxuriance  over  life,  k 
Rives  us  great  pleafure  to  findy  now  and 
tiicn,  a  woik  of  moral  tendency.  Suck 
ia  the  one  now  before  ut )  of  which  the 
(lory  is  briefly  as  follows  : 

Sedley,  an  old  and  peevi(h  hufband, 
^yi(>g»  leaves  a  young  and  charming 
widow,  Cornelia,  and  two  boys.  When, 
death  was  faft  approaching,  he  had 
charged  Cornelia,' in  a  pathetic  conver- 
fation,  never  to  \ycd  a  fecond  hufband 
whofe  mind  was  not  trained  to  a  deep 
fenfc  of  religion.  Seymour,  a  fafliion-* 
able  infidel,  whs  had  long  admired 
Cornelia,  pays  the  warmed  addrelTes  to 
her,  and  excises  an  equal  ardour  upon 
her  fide;  but  not  all  his  love  nor  arts  ^ 
can  prevail  upon  her  to  wed  a  man  of 
profcficd  infidelity.  After  an  ineflfec- 
tual  ftratagcm  to  fccure  hit  marriage 
with  Cornelia,  Seymour  in  defpair  goes 
to  Italy,  where,  by  an  accident  in: 
efcaping  from  the  window  of  a  courtc^- 
zan,  he  is  mortally  hurt,  and  foon  after' 
dies ;  but  firfl  becomes  a  convert  to- 
Chrifiianity.  Cornelia,  deeply  afilio^d 
for  his  death,  remains  unmarried. 

After  an  interval  of  fifteen  )ears, 
Cornelia's  eldctl  fon  falls  \n  love  wiiii 
an  Engli&  girl  of  pleafure  to  fuch  a  vi« 
olent  degree,  that  he  is  relblvcd  upon 
marrying  her.  Not  all  his  mother's- 
art  or  afieCtion  can  fave  him  from  this 
fnare  ;  till  at  lafi  a  cafkct  ot  jewels,  left 
by  Seymour  to  be  delivered  to  this  fon 
when  he  comes  of  age,  is  opened,  and 
a  letter  of  Seymour  to  him  is  found,  fo 
full  of  pathetic  and  wife  counfels,  that 
the  youth's  mind  relents,  and,  giving 
up  his  low  inclination,  he  n»arrjes  the 
young  lady  recommended  to  hun  by  his 
mother.

The  plot  of  thtt  Novel  is  new,  and 
£ir  from  unhappy.  The  ftruggle$  be- 
twcea  Love  and  Religion,  in  the  tender 
■lind  of  Cornelia,  and  between  Love 
and  Infidelity,  in  the  vigorous  foul  of 
Seymour,  are  not  ill  dcfcribed,  but 
night  furely  have  been  improved  to 
ft  nr  higher  degree  by  a  writer  who  if 
fii  mafterly  an  anatomift  of  the  human 
licatt.  There  it  fomewhat  of  tauto- 
logy in  this  work;  and  perhaps  too 
le%v  incidents.  The  cataftrophe  it 
cruel,  and  feems  oppofite  to  the  effe^s 
which  the  author  appears  to  propofe. 
But  his  good  intention  muft  fccure  him 
praife  from  every  candid  reader;  and 
the  work,  though  it  have  faults,  will  be 
found  i9X  fuperior,  both  in  flyle  and 
natter,  to  the  common  run  of  Novels.

truth  merited  your  tenderaeft.  £ager  to  bo- 
prove  your  admirable  underitanding«X  began 
to  play  the  preceptor  too  foon  md  too  ftdo- 
louily.  1  beftowed  that  time  and  care  oo  the 
cultivation  of  your  mind  which  I  ought  to 
have  devoted  to  the  acquiiltioo  of  your  heait. 
I  did  not  perceive  my  error,  and  its  veiy  i»-' 
tural  Gonfeqiience,  till  I  bad  been  vifited' 
fn*  fome  time  by  the  fevere  intcml  malady 
which  has  long  rendered  my  exiftence  fo 
painful  to  myfelf,  and  fo  busthenfomc  to  aU 
around  me.

collated,  so  altnod  wholly,  p;irticularly 
in  contiovcrted  places,  the  reft  only  ia 
ftiefi  places  of  impottance«  70  furotfli- 
ed  little  help,  19  very  little,  and  8  ooDe 
at  all.  Except  a  Differ tacion  by  M. 
Moldenhawer,  on  the  Greek  MSS.  ia 
the  Efcorial,  which  he  collated,  aad  a 
iliort  account,  by  Mr.  Adler,  of  his  ex* 
ceptions  from  the  three  Syriac  vcrfioos, 
including  the  hitherto  unknown  Hicrofo- 
lymitico-Syriac,of  nofmfin  impcHrance, 
the  prolegomena  con^in  only  a  general 
account  of  the  feveral  MSS.  ufed  in  this 
edition,  the  text  of  which  is  that  of  the 
third  edition  of  Stephanus,  with  vaiiouA 
readings  at  the  bottom  of  ihe  page,  1>ut 
no  notes.  The  Vatican  MS.  1209 
(Wciftcm  B)  is  one  of  the  oldefl,  if  not 
the  oldell  extant,  aod  carefully  written, 
and  it  feems  to  have  beLO  carefully  col- 
lated, and  its  merits  are  here  full?  dif- 
culTed.  The  next  in  value  is  the  Codex 
Vindobon.  Lanibecii,  31,  publiOied  by 
Alter.  Thcfe  two,  except  the  Cod. 
Uib.  Vatic,  a,  appear  to  have  aflfordtd 
the  greatcd  harvcft  of  vaiiations;  and 
this  laft,  approaching  to  the  Cod.  Cao- 
tab.  deferves  clofer  collation :  as  do  1, 
8,  and  9  of  the  Elcuiial,  Cod.  Venct. 
Marc.  10,  Cod.  Vat.  j6o,  formerly  be- 
longing to  Alder's  Manutius,  and  con- 
taining feveral  readings  given  by  him, 
and  iuppofed  to  have  been  merely  con* 
jeftural.  The  eleven  which  Mr.  Birch 
Iclefls  as  particularly  important  are. 
Vat.  360,  10S7,  no**,  Urbmo — Vat.  t, 
Borgian  i  (a  Gr%^o-Coptic  fragment  of 
John),  Vcnct.  D.  Marci  10,  Vmdob* 
Lamb.  31,  Efcurial  2,  8,  9,  Hafn.  1. 
The  Var.  359,  and  Barberin.  10,  have 
intcrpoldtiouk  from  the  Latin  veifion; 
and  Cod.  S.  Marci,  Florent.  707  is  in  a 
peculiar  Greek  diiIc£V.  This  fplcndid 
edition  at  lead  Icrvcs  to  prove  how 
much  yet  remains  to  be  done  by  carcfoi 
collation  of  the  facrcd  MSS.

^Z"**  ^^y  ^4-  ^^^  Sereue  Highnefs 
l>uke  FercOnaml  of  Brunfwick  Lun^bourg 
having  written  a  letter  to  their  High  Mighti- 
nelles,  in  which  that  Prince  ^idfire"  them, 
both  in  his  own  name  and  in  thAt  of  his  fii- 
inily,  to  take  fiich  meafures,  and  make  fiich 
a  declaration*  as  chat  tlie  nneroory  of  Lewis 
Ihe  late  Didie  of  Brunfwick,  his  brother, 
may  be  cleared  from  the  afperfions  caft  upon 
k  by  divers  refolutions  taken  during  the  late 
troubles;  their  High  Mightinefles  have,  in 
coniequence,  fetit  the  (bUo^«'ing  anfwer,  da- 
ted May  1 1,  to  Duke  Ferdinind  of  Brunf- 
wick Lunebourg : 

**  Sir,  we  have  juft  reccited  the  letter 
which  your  Highnefs  did  us  the  honour  to 
write  to  us,  dated  the  leth  inft.  In  reiuler- 
ing  the  ftri^teft  juftice  to  the  motives  which 
oocaTioned  yonr  HighnefF  to  addrefs  us,  we 
think  we  cannot  return  the  confidence  yoa 
repofe  in  us  more  properly  than  by  freely 
declaring  to  you  our  true  fentiii>ents,  leaving 
it  entirely  to  yoiu*  own  judgement  to  decide 
on  the  fmcerity  of  our  affurancef ,  and  the 
juAIce  of  our  intentions. 

"  We  muH  firll  intreat  your  Highnefs  to 
obferve,  tliat  in  our  refoluti<m  t;iken  the  27th 
of  June,  lafl  year,  upon  the  requeft  of  tlie 
late  I>uke  of  Brunfwick  to  retire  from  the 
ien'ice  of  the  State,  wc  dedai  ed  our  fenti- 
ments  witli  regard  to  that  Prince  m  a  plain 
and  unequivocal  manner;  and,  we  think,  it 
would  \nt  weakening  the  fenfe  of  the  ex- 
preHVons  we  then  ufetl,  Ihonld  we  fuppofe 
it  required  a  fui  tlier  expbnation.  Ir.deed, 
nothing  can  be  clearer  or  more  pofitive  th^n 
the  palfage  of  that  refolutioti,  which  is 
couched  in  the  following  term^ :  *  Their 
Higfi  Mightinelfbs  Icani  with  regret,  by  the 
letter  from  the  Duke,  that  the  difguft  he  has 
rccei\Td  has  caufed  him  to  take  the  rcfolu- 
tiim  of  refigning  all  his  military  charges  in 
the  fervice  of  thefe  provinces.  Their  High 
MightinefTes  attribute  the  reafoo  of  this  dif- 
guft  to  the  fpirit  of  anarctiy  and  liiflruft 
which  prevailed  not  only  againft  the  Duke, 
but  alfo  agaiuft  many  of  the  principal  Re- 
gents of  the  Republic,  and  whidi  ihcentened 
the  whole  country  wiih  niin.  Kut  their 
Fligh  MightinrfTes,  in  juftice  to  the  diftin- 
guiihcd  talentb  of  the  Di.ikc,  m.ke  no  difti- 
tulty  in  openly  declaring,  tliat  the  injurious 
rcj>orrs  fpread  in  various  ^^■ays  a.i3;.iinll  his 
perfon,  and  tending  to  imply  tlmt  the  I^uke, 
adlng  improperly,  or  wi'Ji  a  wilful  ncgle^, 
and  abufii'g  his  iuRiicncc  upon  the  miuJ  of 
his  Serene  Hij^Iincfa;  the  Ilercuicarv  Prince 
Sradtholdcr,  had  ctufcd  the  calamiiitrs  v\  Llch 
(he  Republic  hai!  experieilccd  iaft  wtu  ,  ne- 
ver appeared  to  haue  any  foiUKl.tti(:n*  In 
line,  their  High  Mis',htii;cires,  ti>  reiuf>vo  ijie 
1>ad  imprefiiun  uinch  fuch  fiifpit'o.^s  as 
^lefe,  raifed  in  Tome  of  the  provuivt^j  iT».'y 
''  Cti4T.  Mav,  ynvf  '7^3- 
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have  on  the  public,  declare,  that  nothing  can 
be  draii-n  him  them,  either  at  prefent  or  in 
future,  any  way  prejudicial  to  the  honour  of 
the  Duke,  or  to  the  fidehty  of  the  fervices 
which  he  has  rendered  the  ^te.' 

**  Wlicn  we  liad  made  the  abrjve  folemn 
declaration,  we  were,  and  are  ilill,  defirous 
of  concealing  from  pofterity  the  exiftence 
even  of  thefe  ful'picions,  with  the  papers  re- 
btivetothem;  and  we  would  have  buried, 
them  all  in  oblivion,  together  with  the  other 
refolutions  taken  at  that  unhappy  pcrioiU  not 
only  to  the  prejudice  of  the  Duke,  but  like- 
wife  to  his  Serene  Highnefs  the  Prince  Stadt* 
holder,  and  many  brave  and  worthy  Re- 
gents ;  but  your  Serene  Highnefs  knows, 
that  the  contents  of  thofe  papers,  by  means 
of  the  Gazette  and  public  |>rints,  have  paflcd 
through  many  hand<,  and  of  courfc  could 
noi  be  annulled  ;  and  the  eiiedt  only  could 
be  dedroyed,  by  inferting  contrary  refolu- 
tions, in  the  fame  manner,  in  the  regifters  of 
the  States.  Such  was  the  end  and  tfk^  of 
our  refolutions  of  the  17th  of  ]\y\\Cy  1788  5 
and  the  Provinces,  Members  of  the  Union, 
hitving  confciUed  to  take  this  refolut ion,  have 
tlierchy  really  and  virtually  dccbi-ed,  tliat 
all  the  refdhitions  taken  beforeliand  to  the  pre- 
jtulice  of  Duke  Lewis  of  Bnmfwick  are  annul- 
led in  their  conft;<|ucnces  and  in  their  eltidts.

At  Liverpool  the  heavieft  rain  fell  ever 
remembered;  the  cellars  <^.nd  under  ftories 
that  lay  low  were  flooded,  and  the  ilreets 
in  many  places  were  overflowed  to  the  depth 
of  2  feft.  On  the  two  preceding  days  the 
rain  was  accompanied  with  thunder  and 
lightning,  which  fet  a  barn  in  the  neigh- 
buurhood  on  fire,  but  wa^  foun  cxtinguiflied 
bf  the  rain  and  ot!icr  afllftaiice.

A  party  of  bdies  and  gentlemen  went  from

WHEN  I  detemiined  to  give  you  aa 
account  of  Mr.  Baretti,  I  meant 
not  to  enter  into  altercatioa  with  xny  of  his 
calumniators,  but  to  give  you  a  plain  narra- 
tive of  what  the  publick  might  wi(h  to  know 
concerning  him,  and  with  fuch  a  degree  of 
impartiality,  that  though  the  account  might 
appear  vifibl/  to  come  from  the  hand  of  a 
fricnt!,  it  (hmild  not  be  fvibjefl  to  the  charge 
of  f^lfehood  or  concealment.  The  nature  of 
your  publication  induced  you  to  fuhjoin  this 
narrative  to  a  hitter  inveftive  4gain(l  him, 
Vfhich  gives  it  the  air  of  an  anfwer  or  coun- 
terpart ;  no  fucli  ohjeft  was  in  view  at  the 
time,  and  no  norice  of  that  inveAive  (hall  be 
taken  :it  prcfent,  but  to  remark  that  the  au- 
thor of  it  who  accufes  Baretti  of  writing  with 
a  pen  in  one  hand,  and  a  ftiletto  in  the  other, 
is  himfelf  guilty  of  the  charge,  while  he  is 
imputing  it  to  anfither.

•*  THE  caufe  of  mutual  difgull  which  took 
place  betweei^  Mrs.  Piozzi  and  Baretti  is  be- 
fore the  puMick,  in  the  letters  addrelTcd  to 
that  lady  in  the  European  Magrtzine  ;  the  in- 
ve6)ive  contiined  in  thofe  letters  is  not  to  be 
juftified,  and  the  puerility  which  fometilnes 
prefents  itfelf,  in  the  m'ulft  of  the  fevereft  re- 
proache5,  is  a  confirmation  of  what  has  been 
already  advanced,  that  though  Baivtii  had 
obtained  tlie  idiom  of  our  language  to  a  fiiffi- 
cient  degree  of  corre6tnefs^he  had  not  ac- 
quired tlie  mjnner  of  our  Deft  writers  :  he 
was  told  this  by  a  friend,  whofe  ofimon  lie 
aOced  upon  the  publication  of  the  fit  ft  letter, 
who  aiMed,  that  \\p  would  never  read  a  fe- 
cotLil  if  wriren  in  tbe  faipe  ftyle.  Baretti 
received  the  reproof  with  good  humour,  but 
his  mind  was  too  far  engaged  to  altpr  his  plan. 
Irritated  as  hejuftly  was,  at  wliat  he  thought 
n  negle^  of  the  compenfation  for  his  fer vices, 
he  would,  however,  have  been  fdent  if  Mre, 
Piozzi  had  ncx  i-enewed  the  qiurrel  in  the 
puidication  of  Dr.  Jolmfon's  letters  s  (he  ac- 
cufed  him,  in  a  poftfcript  to  one  of  her  own 
epiflles,  of  aggravating  her  afili^lion  ujxmi 
the  I0&  of  her  child.  If  this  poftfcnpt  was 
originally  written,  it  would  have  been  a 
poiiit  of  good-nature,  as  well  iis  prudence, 
to  have  fupprellcd  it,  and,  if  not,  tlie  infer- 
tion  of  it  could  have  no  objeA  but  provoca- 
tion.

on  the  fame  groands  t  the  greateft  waot  hoi 
ever  experiencedl  was  probably  the  immodiat* 
months  after  the  rupture.  Like  a  true  au- 
thor he  had  grown  indolent,  under  the  reduc- 
ing influence  of  Inxury,  his  own  500/.  was 
expended— his  mind  Img  diverted  finom  la- 
bour-^is  pen  long  unemployed-^the  correc- 
tion of  the  prefs  became  liis  reiburce,  and 
the  hofpitality  of  his  fi  lends  one  of  the  means 
offupporting  life ;  thefe  refources  were  fcanty^ 
he  wanted  httle,  but  that  little  was  not  la 
his  power  to  obtain  3  and  the  extremity  of 
diftrefs  came  upon  him  (b  Caft  foon  after- 
wards, tlut,  if  Mr.  Cator  had  not  ftepped 
forward  to  affift  him,  he  muft  inallproba* 
bility  have  funk  under  the  burden*  There 
is  rftifoDto  fuppofis  that  this  gentleman,  who 
was  one  of  Mr.  Thrale's  executors,  liad  com- 
menced .icquaf  ntance  with  him  at  Streiitham, 
and  it  it  Pio  fmall  teftimony  to  Bare'ti's  con- 
du<5l,  that  it  met  with  apjirobarion  from  the 
moft  confidential  friend  of  the  family.  Mr* 
Cator  in  ferving  Baretti  cloathed  the  naked^ 
fed  the  hungry,  and  relieved  the  nece(ntoust 
not  content  with  this,  he  endeavoured  tQ 
prevent  the  return  of  his  calamities,  and,  by 
liis  powerfiil  recommendation  to  Lord 
Hnwke(bury,  obtained  for  him  a  penfioo  of 
fourfcore  pounds  a  year.  This  elfential  fer- 
vice  to  Bare:ti  wasaccompliflied  in  the  latter 
part  of  Lord  North's  adminiftr.ition ;  andleT 
this  humble  tribute  of  gratitude  be  returned 
to  iiis  Lordlhip,  and  thofe  concerned  in  the 
application,  for  prevent'uig  a  foreigner  ap* 
praiching  to  his  feventieth  year  from  peri(h« 
in;  by  want.  All  his  own  fchemes  for  avert- 
ing this  evil  liad  failed  :  among  thefe,  was  that 
of  :niUicing  Mr.  Philidore  to  fei  the  Carmen 
Secubre  of  Horace  to  niufic  $  it  was  Bai'etti's 
hojic  to  bring  this  annually  hefbre  the  pub- 
blic  in  ),ent,  and  (hare  the  profit ;  it  was  pre- 
fented  one  feafon  at  Free>MafoQS  hall,  and 
fuppofed  to  bs  fucceiVful;  but  the  profits 
arifuig  to  Baretti  from  it  did  not  pay  fbr  ' 
tlie  clo:iths  he  made  up  for  his  ap|ieartnceu 
After  the  impiirtant  bufmefs  of  the  penfiea 
was  fettled,  he  became  an  independent,  and 
indci'd  a  h?.ppy  man ;  his  time  for  great  part 
of  the  vear  was  divided  between  Mr.  Cator^ 
at  Keciccaliam,  and  Mr.  Oanlior*s  at  Way* 
Hall ;  he  h.id  in  both  houfes  what  he  pecu* 
liarly  wilhed,  an  opportunity  of  mixing  in 
com|)aiiv,  and  his  cKConomy  rendered  his 
pcn<if>n  the  means  of  fupport  for  the  remain- 
der of  the  year  alinoft  to  the  extent  of  his 
wifhes.

litems.  Tn  point  of  -'nroA,  Biretci  was  ir- 
rcproachah  e ;  in  rtgvd  to  faith  f  he  was  ra- 
ti ler  witlioot  religion,  /han  irreligious :  the 
CiA  was,  po(r.My,  thitt  he  ha^*  been  difguAed 
vi:h  tlie  religion  of  luly  before  he  left  it, 
and  was  too  old  when  he  came  to  En  land  to 
take  an  atcactimenc  to  the  purer  do6lrines  of 
the  Pmteftuit  Church :  but  his  Scepticifm 
ivas  never  offenfive  to  thufe  who  tiad  fettled 
principlrs,  never  held  out  or  defended  in 
company,  ne\'cr  propofed  tu  miflead  or  cor- 
rupt t!ie  minds  of  young  people.  He  ridiculed 
the  liheitine  puhlicatiims  of  Vol'aire,  and 
the  reveries  of  Roufleaa ;  he  detefled  the  phi- 
lofophy  of  the  French  f>9yr  Jet  fcrn'm  iU 
ebamb'e^  and  though  too  mucli  of  a  philofo- 
f>her  (in  his oun  opinion)  to  fuhfcribe to  any 
cliurch,  he  was  a  iiead  to  church  eilabliili- 
ments. 

If  this  was  the  leaft  favourable  part  of  his 
charadler,  the  bed  was  his  integrity,  which 
\%'as  in  every  pet  io<l  of  his  difti-efles  conflant 
and  unimpeachcd.    He  had  once  trcfpatred 
upon  Mr.  Cadell's  liberality  to  the  amount  of 
70/.  with  little  hope  of  difcharging  the  obli- 
gation; fortune  relieved  him,  by   bringing 
hira  an  Eadem  prcfent  from  a  young  lady, 
who  had  been  one  of  thofe  he  took  a  pleafure 
to  in{h-u6t;  fhe  was  juft  mairied  to  Mr. 
Middleton  in  Bengal,  and  ti*anrmitted  him, 
among  other  treafures,  a  diamond  of  fome 
value ;  the  ufe  he  made  of  it,  was  to  lodge 
it  in  Mr.  Cadell's  hands,  till  it  could  be  fold, 
and  the  debt  difcharged.    His  regularity  in 
every  other  claim  was  equally  confpicuous ; 
his  wants  he  never  made  known  but  in  the 
laft  extremity ;  and  his  laft  illnefs,  if  it  was 
cauicd  by  vexation,  would  douhtlefs  have 
been  prevented,  by  the  intervention  of  many 
friends,  who  were  ready  to  fuj^ply  him,  iif 
his  own  fcruples,  ilrengthened  by  the  hopes 
of  receiving  his  due  from  day  to  day,  had  not 
induced  him  to  conceal  his  immediate  diltreii 
lill  it  was  too  late  to  affift  him. 

Such  was  the  cliaradter  of  Jofeph  Baretti, 
IS  it  appeared  to  the  writer  of  thcfe  anecdotes. 
Thofe  who  never  lived  with  him,  may  per- 
haps draw  contrary  inference^  from  his  dif- 
|mtes  with  Mr.  Bowie  and  Mrs.  Piuzzi ;  but 
if  any  of  thofe  who  knew  lus  courfc  of  life, 
fhould  think  more  has  been  (aid  of  hl>ii  than 
he  delcrves,  the  prefs  is  open  to  their  re- 
marks. A  panegyrift  might  think  himfelf 
called  apen  to  reply  to  them  ;  but  the  writer 
of  this  account  knowing  what  he  hnsfnid  is
